To the Honorable the General Asse^nhly of the State of.jRhpde 
Island: \ : 

Gentlemen :— By the General Laws of this State it is made the 
duty of the Eailroad Commissioner to report to the General As- 
sembly at its January session " the condition and proceedings of 
the several railroad corporations, so far as the public interest 
may require, with such suggestions and recommendations as he 
may deem necessary or expedient." In compliance with the law, 
I present the following report. 

The annual returns of the several railroad corporations, both 
steam and electric, doing business or operating a railroad in this 
State, or organized under the laws of this State, are made up to 
the 30th day of June, 1902, and will be found in full in the appen- 
dix to this report, together with tables, compiled from them, giving 
the more important statistics up to that date. My general report, 
however, is for the calendar year from January 1, 1902, to Decem- 
ber 31st, 1902. 

The past year has been, without doubt, the most prosperous 
year ever experienced by the railroads of the United States. 

During the year there have been 6,026 miles of new railroad 
built, making the present mileage of the steam roads of the 
United States, according to the best information I have been able 
to obtain, 204,952 miles. During the year nearly 400,000 freight 
cars have been built, making the total number in service on the 
first day of July, 1902, 1,488,197. During the same time the num-

ber of locomotives has incra^efcl from 32,771 to 37,945, a gain of 

5,174. .^y' 

Notwithstanding this llalrge increase in transportation facilities, 

the several roads . &aVe been unable to handle the immense 

amounts of f reigbjb .{hat have been offered them, and there has 

been great cpmpknnt, in almost every portion of the country, of 

the delays in o'btaining cars for freight purposes, as well as of the 

very loiig!.iipie it has taken to transport and deliver freight after

Tbe.Tdilroads have placed orders for locomotives and cars that

jjill require the full production of every builder in the country 

dunng the year, and the statement has been made that not a 

single new order for delivery in 1903 can be filled unless some 

previous orders are cancelled. 

The railroads generally have increased their freight charges, 
which in some cases has been done by changing merchandise 
to a higher class than that in which it had been placed, though in 
many instances a direct advance has been made. 

As a consequence, the earnings of nearly all the roads have been 
largely increased, larger dividends have been paid, railroad stocks 
and bonds have been in great demand at increased prices. The 
roads have also generally expended large sums in improvements 
of road-beds, station buildings, and rolling stock. 

In the latter part of the year all the great railroad systems ad- 
vanced the wages of employees some ten per cent, or more. 

The returns from all the railroads of the United States show a 
large increase in the number of accidents that have occurred, and 
a corresponding increase in the number of passengers killed or 
injured. There were 303 passengers killed and 6,080 injured ; of 
these, 130 passengers were killed by collisions of trains, which 
would have been prevented if the rules of the roads had been ob- 
served and signals understood and obeyed. The desire to trans- 
port the vast amount of merchandise as promptly as possible has 
probably led to the taking, on the part of employees, of greater 
risks, which have been overlooked or condoned by officials when 
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no eyil result has followed. Be that as it may, the fact remains 
that while the railroads of the United States easily lead those of 
any other country in the matter of accommodations for passengers, 
as well as in the rates of fare, yet as regards safety the roads of 
Great Britain are far in advance. 

It is gratifying to note, however, that since the enactment of 
the safety-appliance law by Congress, there has been a great di- 
minution in the line of accidents to employees. Though the law 
was passed in 1893, it was not till 1902 that it became fully oper- 
ative, and the number of employees killed and injured during the 
year ending June 30, 1902, as compared with returns for 1893, 
shows a diminution in the number killed of 68 per cent., and in 
the number injured of 81 per cent. Still the number of such 
casualties is much too large, as during the last year 143 employees 
were killed and 2,113 injured. 

SUMMABY OF STATISTICS. 

There has been but little change in the condition of the steam 
railroad corporations of this State since my last report. No new 
roads have been chartered or proposed, and there have been no 
extensions of the old lines. The great activity shown by the 
electric roads in reaching out to all portions of the State is prob- 
ably responsible for the lack of growth on the part of the steam 
roads, as electric lines can be laid out, equipped, and operated at 
a very much smaller cost than that required for railroads that are 
operated by steam and are obliged to purchase their rights of 
way, build their own road-beds, and furnish station buildings for 
passengers and freight. 

There are fourteen steam railroad corporations doing business 
in this State, or incorporated under its laws. The New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Bailroad Co. either own or operate under lease 
ten of these roads, leaving but four small roads, the Narragansett 
Pier Bailroad, the Wood Biver Branch Bailroad, the Moshassuck 
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Valley Railroad, and the Newport & Wickford Railroad and 
Steamboat Co., to be operated under their charters. 

Every road in the State shows an increase in the number of 
passengers carried, except the Newport & Wickford Railroad and 
Steamboat Co., which reports a decreai^ of 69,198. I think there 
must be some mistake either in the return for this or that of the 
previous year, as in the same return the total receipts for pas- 
sengers is given as nearly as large as it was the previous year. It 
can probably be accounted for by the fact that after the death of 
the former treasurer of the road, which occurred during the year, 
his accounts were found to be in an exceedingly mixed condi- 
tion. 

Every road shows an increase in tons of merchandise transported 
except the Narragansett Pier Railroad, which reports a decrease 
of 6,226 tons. 

PROPERTY. 

The paid up capital stock of the several steam railroad corpo- 
rations is $105,723,750 ; miles of road owned and operated, 2,496+; 
miles of road in this State, 209+; miles of single track in this 
State, including sidings, turnouts, and second tracks, 438+. The 
number of locomotives owned, 949 ; passenger train cars, 1,894 ; 
freight cars, 16,542. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show an in- 
crease in capital stock of $141,276 ; no increase in miles of road 
owned or operated ; an increase of about one mile in single track ; 
an increase in number of locomotives of 19 ; increase in passenger 
train cars, 43 ; increase in freight cars, 31. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported 
as $199,257,683-66, which is $6,333,07217 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebted- 
ness. This report shows an increase in property and assets of 
$1,192,793-98. 
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INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $69,227,517-77 ; the 
floating debt is $7,973,243-72 ; total indebtedness, $77,200,761-49. 
As compared with last year's report, these figures show a decrease 
in funded debt of $4,000; a decrease in floating debt of $521,- 
645-97 ; a decrease in total indebtedness of $525,649*97. 

BECEIPTS AND EXPENDITUBES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $47,142,097-93; total 
expenditures, $40,467,265-84 ; net earnings, $6,674,832*09. As com- 
pared with report of last year, these figures show an increase in 
receipts of $3,465,19008 ; an increase in the expenditures of $3,- 
433,381-05, and an increase in net earnings of $31,809-03. The 
receipts of the roads were derived from the following sources, 
viz. : from passenger departments, $21,298,501-01 ; from freight 
departments, $21,954,333*36; from rents of road, express privi- 
leges, transportation of the mails, and all other sources, $3,889,- 
263*56. As compared with last year's report, these figures show 
an increase in receipts from passenger departments of $1,370,- 
430*55 ; an increase in receipts from freight departments of $2,022,- 
389*66 ; and from miscellaneous sources a decrease of $72,369*87. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by ten of the railroad corporations ; the 
dividends paid by eight of them, however, were from the rentals 
received from lease of roads. One of the leased roads, the Woon- 
socket & Pascoag, paid no dividends, as its receipts from rental 
were only sufficient to pay the interest on its funded debt. The 
rates and amounts of dividends paid were as follows : 

New York, New Haven & Hartford, 8 per cent., $4,296,568. 

Providence & Worcester, 10 per cent., $350,000. 

Boston & Providence, 10 per cent., $400,000. 

Providence & Springfield, 4 per cent., $20,698. 
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Newport & Wiokford Bailroad and Steamboat Co., no dividend, 
the net earnings of the company being only $172'27. 

Narragansett Pier, 4 per cent., $5,352. 

Wood River Branch, no dividend; but its net earnings were 
$1,636-31. 

Providence, Warren & Bristol, 6 per cent., on common and pre- 
ferred stock, $26,244. 

Old Colony, 7 per cent., $1,170,498. 

New England, 3 per cent., on preferred stock, $150,000. 

Pawtuxet Valley, 7 per cent., $7,063. 

Bhode Island & Massachusetts, 5 per cent., $9,000. 

Woonsocket & Pascoag, no dividend. 

Moshassuck Valley, no dividend; but its net earnings were 
$2,974-43. 

Total amount of dividends paid was $6,435,423. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all of the roads was 
59,075,198, an increase of 5,731,511. The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Bailroad reports an increase of 5,786,671. The Newport 
& Wickford Bailroad and Steamboat Co. a decrease of 69,198, the 
Narragansett Pier an increase of 616, the Wood Biver Branch 
an increase of 1,919, and the Moshassuck Valley Bailroad an in- 
crease of 11,503. 

MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons of merchandise transported was 
17,312,228, an increase of 1,726,691. All the roads report an in- 
crease except the Narragansett Pier Bailroad. This road reports 
a decrease of 6,226 tons. 

RATES OF FARE. 

Bates of fare for local tickets range from 1*955 cents per mile, 
the average rate of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Bail- 
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road Co., to 5 cents per mile on the Newport & Wickford Bail- 
road and Steamboat Co. Commutation tickets, from 0'574 cents 
per mile, on the New York, New Haven & Hartford Eailroad Co., 
to 2'75 cents per mile on the Newport & Wickford Bailroad and 
Steamboat Co. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the 
roads is reported as 2,594, a decrease of 31. This is the total 
number of employees who receive their pay in this State ; many 
employees on trains that run through this State receive their pay 
and are credited to Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment 
and repairs the sum of $4,486,804*58 ; for maintenance of way and 
structures, $6,176,876'37. These amounts have all been charged to 
expense account. Of the 949 locomotives, all are equipped with 
driver brakes ; of the 1,894 passenger train cars, all are equipped 
with power brakes, and 1,744 have the improved quick-acting 
pattern. Of the 13,542 freight cars, 12,632 have power brakes, 
and 13,513 are equipped with automatic couplers, as required by 
the laws of the United States. 

Although there has been a small increase in the number of 
passenger train cars used in this State, yet it has not kej^t pace 
with the increase in the number of passengers, and there is con- 
siderable complaint as to insufficient accommodations. This 
is especially true in the local trains between Providence and 
Pawtucket, and should be obviated. As I have before suggested, 
this might be accomplished by running an extra car to Paw- 
tucket, there to be side-tracked and picked up for return by an- 
other train. As a rule, passengers who are at a station will take 
the first train that starts for their destination, even though it is a 
through train and is already full, and though a local in which 
there are plenty of seats will follow in a few minutes. If the local 
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were started a tew minutes before the through train, instead of 
after, I think it would aflford considerable relief in this direction. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

The number of passenger cars heated by direct steam is 1,750 ; 
by steam heaters, 12 ; and by hot water, 2. None are reported in 
which stoves are used. The temperature of the cars varies ac- 
cording to the intelligence or the caprice of those having charge, 
and is anything but uniform. The Pullman and vestibule cars, as 
a rule, are kept too warm, and the ventilation is very poor. On the 
local trains, while the variations in temperature are much greater, 
yet the opening and shutting of the car doors at stations and 
otherwise drives out considerable of the foul air and makes the 
situation more endurable. 

BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges reported is 196. Of these 19 are con- 
structed of stone, 79 of iron, and 96 of wood. These bridges are 
frequently inspected by the officials of the roads, and are kept in 
good repair. 

The new double-track drawbridge over the Seekonk river at 
India Point, Providence, on the line of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Bailroad, is nearly completed, though progress has 
been slow on account of the irequent movements of trains and 
the necessity* of keeping the draw open for the passage of the 
many steamers and vessels that navigate that river. The new 
draw-span is nearly ready to operate. The next work will be to 
make the old draw-span fast and build the fixed span around it. 
This is a steel Howe truss bridge with a draw-span 160 feet in 
length, leaving an 80-foot channel. By the change in the location 
of the draw the channel is placed more directly in line with that of 
the Washington bridge, made much wider through the draw, and 
navigation rendered not only more convenient but much safer 
and with less delay. This work has been done with scarcely an 
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accident, in the face of train movements over the bridge averag- 
ing every four minutes during the working hours of the day. 

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 
114; in addition there are 44 flag stations. Station buildings or 
shelters are provided at 129 places. 

There has been but little improvement in the care bestowed 
upon station buildings in the way of keeping them clean and 
comfortable. At some stations the station master seems to think 
that about all he is required to do is to sell tickets and answer the 
questions of travellers, without troubling himself about such 
minor matters as cleanliness of drinking vessels, or windows, or 
floor and furniture. From the appearance of the floors in some of 
the country station houses, I should judge that the only water 
they ever saw was the drippings of umbrellas, or from muddy 
boots ; while the toilet arrangements, where there are any provided, 
are decidedly filthy. 

The station buildings in Providence are kept clean, neat, and 
comfortable, and are a credit to those in charge of them. There 
are also some station buildings on main lines that are properly 
cared for. 

Five new station buildings have been erected during the past 
year: one at Oakland, a wooden structure 20 by 35 feet; one at 
Centredale, 20 by 30 feet; these were to replace structures de- 
stroyed by fire. A new station has been built at Bradford, formerly 
called Portsmouth Grove ; this building is 20 by 47 feet. A new pas- 
senger station has been erected at Fox Point, Providence, to re- 
place the old wooden structure at that place. This building is of red 
brick, 20 by 70 feet, and will afford passenger accommodation that 
has long been needed at that point. A new passenger station is 
nearly completed in Bristol, at the corner of Constitution street 
and Thames street, at the terminus of the extension from Franklin 
street to Constitution street. This building is 22 by 40 feet. 

The proposed station building at Manton has not been erected 
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as there is still some trouble in procuring the necessary land upon 
which to place it. 

The antique structure of the old New England Railroad Co., at 
Woonsocket, owned and occupied by the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Bailroad Co., still remains as uncomfortable, and un- 
sightly as ever. Age has not improved either its beauty or its 
utility. I have been informed, however, that a new passenger 
station will be erected the present season, to be located on the 
westerly side of the tracks of the Providence & Worcester Division, 
and that a new freight house will be erected upon the site of the 
present station. 

New highway bridges have been erected at Cemetery street and 
Branch avenue in the city of Providence, replacing the old struct- 
ures. The Branch avenue bridge is a steel structure replacing 
the old wooden one at that place. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The total number of grade crossings reported is 215, an increase 
of two in the number reported last year. The number of private or 
farm crossings at grade reported is 325, same as last year. There 
have been no new grade crossings of highways over steam roads 
established during the year by any action or permission of the 
Commissioner. 

On the 13th of February, 1902, 1 received a petition from the 
Pawtucket Street Bailway Co., stating that it proposed to build 
and operate a street railway in Brook street, in the city of Paw- 
tucket, and that in the layout of said route it would be necessary 
to cross at grade the tracks of the East Providence branch of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Bailroad Co., and asking my 
consent to said grade crossing. " 

Of the same date I also received a petition from the Union Bail- 
road Co., stating that it wished to build and operate a street rail- 
way in Prospect street, in the town of East Providence, and to 
connect with the tracks of the Pawtucket Street Bailway Co. on 
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Prospect street in the city of Pawtucket, and to do so it would be 
necessary to cross the tracks at grade of the East Providence 
branch of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Baikoad at said 
Prospect street, and asking my consent to said grade crossing. 

I visited both the localities named, and gave a careful inspec- 
tion of the localities and the surroundings ; and then, on the 20th 
of May, gave a hearing on both petitions at the office of the Bail- 
road Commissioner, in the State House at Providence. 

The street railway companies were represented by Mr. Potter, 
general manager, and by Mr. Edwards, attorney ; the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Bailroad was represented by Mr. Whaley, 
division superintendent, and by Mr. Buckland, attorney ; the town 
of East Providence, by Mr. H. S. Babcock, town solicitor. 

After an extended hearing, it appeared that the city of Paw- 
tucket had not granted any permission to the Pawtucket Street 
Bailway Co. to build and operate a street railway in Brook street, 
and that until such action had been taken by the city there was 
no need of any action on my part, and the petition was con- 
tinued. 

On the part of the town of East Providence, it was contended 
that when the charter of the Providence & Worcester Bailroad 
was granted by the General Assembly it was provided that in 
b^ilding the road of said company it should be subject to the re- 
quirements of the town councils of the several towns through 
which the road passed. 

In accordance with that provision, the town council of East 
Providence on November 1st, 1873, notified the Providence & 
Worcester Bailroad Co. as follows, viz.: "You are hereby re- 
quired to build your branch road in the town of East Providence 
where it crosses the road to Pawtucket near the Perry House, so 
called, at a grade below the grade of said road, and to erect a 
bridge for the highway on your road at that place to the satisfac- 
tion of the town council." This notice was served on the said 
railroad in November, 1873, and a second copy of said order was 
served on the said company in March or April, 1874. The rail- 
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road company apparently paid no attention to said order, and 
a bill of complaint was filed in the supreme court, followed by a 
temporary injunction. Later a decree was entered dissolving the 
injunction, upon the condition that a stipulation should be filed by 
the railroad company for the erection of a bridge over their road 
at the highway crossing mentioned in said bill of complaint, satis- 
factory in mode and tone to the town council of said town. The 
following stipulation was filed : " It is stipulated by the defend- 
ants in said cause that they will build a highway bridge in said 
bill of complaint mentioned, to be completed on or before the first 
Wednesday of April, 1875, of the width of thirty feet, and with 
approaches of a grade not exceeding three and one-half feet rise 
in each one hundred feet, and pursuant to the plan and specifica- 
tions thereof, prepared by the engineer of said railroad company, 
the defendants in the meantime to be at liberty to lay rails upon 
and across said highway and to operate their branch road ; and it 
is further stipulated by said defendants that they will indemnify 
said town of East Providence against all losses that it may sustain 
by reason of any claim or claims of the adjoining owners of land 
by reason or on account of such grade in the approaches afore- 
said." 

Four decrees extending the time of building such bridge fol- 
lowed, and finally a decree was entered at the March term, in ^c- 
cordance with a vote passed by the town council, which provided 
that the cause be stricken from the docket without costs; but, 
providing, further, " that the same may be reinstated and revived 
by the complainants at any time after notice from the town coun- 
cil of said town to the defendants to build the bridge in the plead- 
ings mentioned, unless the defendants shall have built such 
bridge within six months after receiving such notice, as aforesaid. 
And it is further ordered that until such motion shall be made to 
revive said cause the defendants shall maintain gates on each 
side of said crossing, and keep in suitable repair the highway in 
the pleadings mentioned within the distance of fifty feet from said 
crossing on each side." 
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As the matter now Stands, if the town council of East Provi- 
dence should notify the Providence & Worcester Bailroad Co., or 
their legal successors, the New York, New Haven & Hartford Eail- 
road Co., to build said bridge, said company would have six months 
in which to comply with said notice, failing which the cause could 
be reopened in the court and the company compelled to carry out 
its stipulation. 

I understood that the town council of East Providence and 
many of its citizens were opposed to the request of the street rail- 
way company that it be allowed to cross the tracks of the East 
Providence branch of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Bailroad Co. at grade, but that no steps had been taken to re- 
quire the building of the bridge, and so held the matter for further 
developments. 

I received a petition from the Columbian Street Bailway Com- 
pany, asking my permission to lay its rails on North Main street 
in the village of Pascoag, town of Burrillville, and across the 
tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Bailroad Co. at 
grade, near the railway station of said road. A petition was also 
presented, asking that the said crossing be granted, signed by the 
members of the town council of Burrillville and the leading busi- 
ness citizens of Pascoag and vicinity. 

I went to Pascoag and examined the locality and its surround- 
ings, and examined different routes for entering the village. 

On the 4th of June I gave a hearing at the office of the Com- 
missioner, the different parties in interest having been notified of 
same. The Columbian Street Bailway Company was represented 
by its president, Edgar K. Bay, who stated the case for the com- 
pany. Mr. Buckland, attorney for the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Bailroad, was also present, and stated that he was opposed 
to the said crossing, but that he wished to have the hearing 
adjourned, as he expected to have some plans prepared by an 
engineer which would provide a way of getting to the village of 
Pascoag without crossing the tracks at grade. In accordance 
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with his request the hearing was adjourned to the 12th of June at 
the same place. 

Mr. Sampson, engineer for the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Bailroad Co., presented a plan by which a trestle could be 
built over the tracks of the steam road at a cost of some eleven or 
twelve thousand dollars, outside of the land damages. It was 
stated, however, that the town council of Burrillville would not 
consent to this plan, as North Main street is very narrow and the 
proposed plan would about ruin the street for business purposes. 
It was also proposed to go under the railroad tracks at a point 
westerly from the station where a bridge is now located over a 
private street, but the plan was objected to by Mr. Eay and 
others. 

I took the matter under consideration, and on the 26th of June 
gave a decision granting the request of the Columbian Street 
Eailway, upon condition that the Columbian Street Eailway 
should provide and maintain, at its own expense, a flagman at 
said crossing, who should be on duty at all times when cars were 
run over said crossing on either railroad; providing, also, that 
every street car approaching said crossing in either direction 
should be brought to a full stop at not less than twenty feet from 
said crossing ; that the conductor of the car should go to the front 
of the car, see that the tracks in both directions were clear, and 
then notify the motorman to proceed, and that the car must not 
be started until said notice was given and received ; and providing, 
further, that the cross-overs at said crossing should be put in and 
maintained at the expense of said Columbian Street Railway Co., 
and be constructed in such manner as shall be designated by the 
Bailroad Commissioner. 

On the third of July I received a petition from the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Co., stating that they had been 
granted, by the town council of the town of Bristol, permission to 
lay tracks, from their present terminal in said town, southerly 
down Thames street its entire length to Constitution street, where 
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they intended to erect a passenger station ; and that it was neces- 
sary for them to cross the tracks of the Rhode Island Suburban 
Railway Co. at grade on said Thames street. 

An examination of the locality was made, and there being no 
objections, either on the part of the town council or of the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway, to the proposed crossing, I granted the 
desired permission, providing, however, that the rails, frogs, and all 
crossing appurtenances must be so constructed as not to interfere 
with the operation of the said Rhode Island Suburban Co.'s cars in 
any way, and that the expense of making said crossing, including 
any changes or alterations in the present outfit of the Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Co., made necessary by said grade crossing, 
should be borne solely by said New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Co. ; providing, further, that every car approaching said 
grade crossing in either direction should come to a full stop, at a 
distance of not less than twenty feet from said crossing, and not 
proceed until the conductor should ascertain that the track in both 
directions was clear and notify the motorman to that effect ; also 
providing that, if at any time I found additional precautions neces- 
sary for the safety of passengers, such precautions would be 
ordered. 

Early in March the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Co. applied 
for an order prescribing the manner in which its tracks and trolley 
wires should be constructed across the tracks and wires of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R. Co., at the crossings at 
Barrington Centre, and on Market street and Main street in the 
town of Warren. This was in accordance with the decision of 
the Railroad Commissioner when permission was granted to cross 
at grade at the above-mentioned localities. 

In my last report I mentioned the proposition that was then 
pending, by which the city of Providence and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Co. had been given permission to 
abolish certain grade crossings in the city of Providence, viz. : at 
Dike, Grove, and Acorn streets, thus doing away with all cross- 
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ings at grade of highways and steam railroads in the city limits. 
Negotiations have been pending between the city committee and 
the railroad officials, and it is understood that a plan has been 
practically agreed to as to the matter of expense and method of 
procedure, but it has not yet received the sanction of the city 
council, as required by law. It is to be hoped that the project 
will be carried through the coming season, as these crossings are 
about as dangerous as any crossings possibly can be, and have 
been the cause of the loss of very many lives.

Bill of complaint entered at the March term of the supreme court, 
A. D. 1874. 

To Hon, Town Council : 

The General Assembly provided in the charter of the Providence & 
Worcester Railroad Company that in building the road of said company 
it should be subject to the requirements of the town council of the several 
towns through which the road passed. 

The town council of East Providence on November 1st, 1873, passed an 
order addressed to the Providence & Worcester Railroad Co., in which it 
was ordered : "You are hereby required to build your branch road in the 
town of East Providence where it crosses the road to Pawtucket near the 
Perry House, so called, at a grade below the grade of said road, and to 
erect a bridge for the highway on your road at that place to the satis- 
faction of the town council." This notice was served on the Providence & 
Worcester Railroad Co. in the month of November, 1873, and a second 
copy of said order was served on said company in March or April, 1874, 
As the railroad company apparently ignored the order of the town council 
a bill of complaint was filed and a temporary injunction against said 
railroad company was granted. Later the following decree was entered : 

"It is ordered that the injunction heretofore granted in said cause be 
dissolved upon the filing of a stipulation by the defendants for the erection 
of a bridge over their road at the highway crossing mentioned in said bill 
of complaint, satisfactory in mode and tone to the town council of said 
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town." This decree was entered July 13, 1874, and the following stipu- 
lation was filed : 

Stipulation, — "It is stipulated by the defendants in said cause that they 
will build a bridge at the highway crossing in said bill of complaint men- 
tioned, to be completed on or before the first Wednesday of April, 1875, 
of the width of thirty feet, and with approaches of a grade not exceeding 
three and one-half feet rise in each one hundred feet, and pursuant to the 
plan and specifications thereof, prepared by the engineer of said railroad 
company, the defendants in the meantime to be at liberty to lay rails 
upon and across said highway and to operate their branch road ; and it is 
farther stipulated by said defendants that they will indemnify said town 
of East Providence against all losses that it may sustain by reason of any 
claim or claims of the adjoining owners of land by reason or on account 
of such grade in the approaches aforesaid." 

Four decrees extending the time of building such bridge followed. 

Finally, in accordance with vote of the town council, passed June 21, 
1876, the following decree was entered : 

"Final Decree. March Term, 1876, 
"Town of East Providence 



"Providence & Worcester Railroad Company. 
"In Equity No. 

"This cause came on to be heard upon motion that the same be stricken 
from the docket, and it appearing that the parties assent thereto, upon con- 
sideration thereof, it is ordered, adjudged, and decreed by the court that said 
cause be stricken from the docket without costs ; and that the same may be 
reinstated and revived by the complainants on motion at any time after 
notice from the town council of said town to the defendants to build the 
bridge in the pleadings mentioned, unless the defendants shall have built 
such bridge within six months after receiving such notice as aforesaid. 
And it is further ordered that until such motion shall be made to revive 
said cause the defendants shall maintain gates on each side of said cross- 
ing, and keep in suitable repair the highway in the pleadings mentioned 
within the distance of fifty feet from said crossing on each side.'* Entered 
as the decree of court 77th day of March term, 1876 (June 29). 

Then follows the record of the motion. 
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'*The defendants move that said cause be stricken from the docket. 
E. Metcalf, Solr. for Defts. Assented to on terms set forth in above de- 
cree. Geo. N. Bliss, Solicitor for the Town of East Providence." 

In accordance with the above record the Providence & Worcester Rail- 
road would be entitled to six months, after notice served upon them, be- 
fore a motion to revive and reinstate said cause. could be made properly in 
court ; and such motion could not then be made if the company had in 
the meantime built the bridge which it had stipulated to build. It would 
not be necessary.

IMPROVEMENTS MADE DURING 1902. 

JVew Ybrky New Haven <& Hartford Railroad Company, — During 
the year much attention has been given to improvements in tracks 
and road-bed, and many new locomotives and cars have been added 
to the rolling stock in the endeavor to keep pace with the great 
increase in freight which has been offered for transportation. 
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New steel rails to the amount of 1,412 tons have been laid be- 
tween Providence and Woonsocket. These rails weigh lOQ pounds 
to the yard, and have taken the place of rails that weighed 72 
pounds and 78 pounds per yard. 

At Providence, the old Stonington freight house has been 
moved and enlarged, a new transfer platform and shed erected, 
and the yard at that point relaid in order that outbound freight 
may be more promptly handled and shipped. All outbound busi- 
ness has been transferred to this yard and house, and this im- 
provement has relieved the freight houses on Canal street from 
the congestion and confusion that has inevitably followed where 
outbound and inbound freight are handled at the same houses. 

The outbound yard as reconstructed extends from Gaspee street 
nearly a quarter of a mile along West Exchange street. There 
are 48 doors, as the houses are now constructed, and as business 
demands it these houses can be extended to about twice their 
present size, so that at least 100 teams can be unloaded at one 
time. 

A new freight station, 25 feet by 80 feet, has been erected at 
Apponaug, and the freight yard improved and remodeled. 

At East Greenwich long passing sidings, for both the east and 
west bound tracks, have been put in. 

At Kingston the storage capacity of water for locomotives has 
been increased by the erection of a new tank which will hold 
55,000 gallons. 

The Providence, Warren and Bristol branch has been con- 
structed down Thames street in Bristol to the foot of Constitution 
street. This has extended the passenger trains to the lower end 
of Thames street. 

Accidents from July 1, 1901, to June 1, 1902. 

The returns made by the several steam railroad companies for 
the year ending June 30, 1902, show that in this State there was 
1 passenger killed and 33 injured ; that 8 employees were killed 
and 318 injured; that 15 trespassers or persons walking on or 
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across the tracks or loafing about freight yards were killed and 
13 injured; that at grade crossings there were 5 killed and 5 
injured. 

As compared with the returns of the previous year, these figures 
show that the number of passengers killed was 1 more than last 
year ; that the number of passengers injured was 5 more ; that the 
number of employees killed was 3 more ; that the number of em- 
ployees injured was 79 more ; that the number of trespassers 
killed was 14 more ; that the number of trespassers injured was 7 
more ; that the number of persons killed at grade crossings was 4 
more ; that the number of persons injured at grade crossings was 
2 less. To sum up, there were 29 deaths, or 22 more than in last 
report ; and 369 injured, or 89 more than last year. It should be 
stated that of the 5 persons killed at grade crossings, two were 
persons who went under the gates after they had been lowered 
as a warning to travellers, and that three persons were killed at 
private or farm crossings. 

Accidents During the Year 1902. 

During the year 1902, 397 accidents were reported to me by the 
officials of the several steam railroads of this State, in which 405 
persons were killed or injured. 

There were no passengers killed ; but in two cases persons evi- 
dently intending to take trains were killed in front of flag stations 
while trying to flag trains. In both these cases there was no one 
at fault, so far as I could learn, except the persons themselves. 

There were 56 passengers injured : 16 of them were trying to 
get on or off moving cars ; 8 were injured in collisions of trains ; 
27 slightly injured at stations, either getting on or off stationary 
cars, or passing from one car to another, or by falling down 
station stairs ; 4 were injured by stones thrown through the win- 
dows from the outside, and 1 while riding in cab of engine. 
- There were 12 employees killed : 5 by falling from ears ; 1 laborer 
on track, struck by engine ; 1 laborer, by load of lumber from car* 
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falling upon him, caused by the breaking of the car stakes; 1 
getting on moving car ; 1 patroling track on railroad bicycle, struck 
by train ; 1 painting a bridge, fell and was struck by train ; 1 clear- 
ing out ash-pit in yard, struck by engine ; 1 while at work on new 
bridge at India Point was crushed by heavy casting falling upon 
him. 

There were 23 persons, classed as trespassers, killed while walk- 
ing on track, or crossing tracks in front of trains, or stealing rides 
on freight trains. 

At highway grade crossings there were three persons killed, and 
in each case the crossing gates were lowered and these persons 
passed under the gates ; in one case additional warning was given 
by the crossing tender. 

Of the persons injured^ 280 were employees : 46 by falling from 
cars ; 8 by collision of cars ; 10 getting on or oS moving cars ; 26 
slightly injured at stations; 6 while switching cars; 24 slightly 
injured in freight yards; coupling or uncoupling cars, 15; 26 
laborers on track; 2 crossing tenders injured while flagging 
trains ; 46 in handling coal at the pockets ; 39 in handling freight ; 
32 slightly injured in various ways. 

There were 4 persons injured at highway grade crossings ; 1 at 
private crossing ; there were 19 trespassers injured while crossing 
or walking on tracks, or stealing rides on freight trains; and 5 
teamsters injured in freight yards. 

The following list of accidents comprises all that were reported, 
except some where the injuries were very slight or where the oc- 
currence could hardly be classified as a railroad accident : 

Jan, 2. James Lawless drove upon a private crossing of the 
Harris Woolen Co., at Woonsocket, and was struck by passing 
train of the Midland Division and badly bruised, although not 
seriously injured. 

Jan, 2. James Cassidy, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching at Valley Falls, in some unknown manner was run over 
by cars and instantly killed. 
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Jan, S. Levi M. Keene, engineer, Worcester Division, while 
engaged in switching cars at India Point, fell and sprained his 
right leg. 

Jan, If, John Bourgois, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
closing gate in the yard of the Woonsocket Machine & Press Co., 
caught and badly bruised right hand, between gate and gate post. 

Jan, i, John Martin, brakeman, Worcester Division, slipped 
from roof of car to ground, at India Point, bruising his back. He 
was sent to the Emergency Hospital. 

Jan.U, Frank Colbbum, freight brakeman, Worcester Divis- 
ion, while engaged in switching at Valley Falls, fell from top of 
car, breaking his right leg. He was sent to the Emergency 
Hospital. 

Jan, 5. Mrs. John Callen attempted to board passenger train 
of the Worcester Division, at Paw tucket, after train had started, 
and had the index finger of her right hand slightly wrenched. 

Jan, 7. Edward Joplin, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, 
while working at Harbor Junction wharf, was struck on back by 
coal and badly bruised. He was sent to the Emergency Hospital. 

Jan, 8. W. H. Sheldon, an employee of the American Loco- 
motive Co., while riding in cab of engine that was being taken to 
Northup Avenue yard. Providence, for shipment, was burned about 
the face and hands by the explosion of an oil stove that was in the 
engine cab.

Rankin, a passenger on the Worcester Division, 
in attempting to jump from train, near Woodlawn station, fell and 
had right foot run over. He was taken to the Pawtucket Emer- 
gency Hospital, where it was found necessary to amputate the 
foot below the ankle. 

July SI. Geo. Sawtelle, painter. Providence Division, while 
working on bridge at Pleasant View, was struck by train and in- 
stantly killed. 

July SI. Roger Hogan, was found lying on Worcester Division 
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right of way, under Lonsdale Avenue bridge, near Woodlawn 
station, with both feet crushed. He was sent to St. Joseph Hos- 
pital, where it was found necessary to amputate both legs above 
the ankle. He did not survive the shock, and died that night. 

AugxLst 2, John Farrell, a boy 12 years old, walking on tracks 
of the Worcester Division, near Cranston, was struck by train No. 
34, and instantly killed. 

August 2. Geo. Kenyon, brakeman on switcher No. 375, Provi- 
dence yard, Worcester Division, slipped from car to ground, 
bruising his head and injuring his back. He was sent to St. Joseph 
Hospital. 

August 3, Mrs. Mary Sullivan, of Fall River, passenger on train 
No. 4,889, Worcester Division, attempted to pass from motor car 
to trailer, at Crescent Park, fell, struck the draw-bar, and slightly 
injured her knee. 

August 7. Two unknown young men were struck and instantly 
killed by train of the Midland Division, near River street crossing, 
Woonsocket. They were walking on track, and, seeing freight 
train approaching, stepped to the other track directly in front of 
passenger train. The bodies were viewed by Medical Examiner 
Robert G. Reed, and then sent to Pratt's undertaking rooms, at 
Woonsocket. There was nothing found upon them by which they 
could be identified. The medical examiner thought they were 
foreigners, either Italians or Armenians. 

August H. W. Greene, brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
thrown from top of derailed car, in Providence, and had right leg 
bruised and thumb sprained. 

August 16. A passenger train came into collision with an 
engine standing on the main track of the Worcester Division, 
near East Providence station, and James Keenan and Joseph 
Kelly were slightly injured. 

August 16. Daniel Coffin, carpenter, Worcester Division, in 
getting off train, at Valley Falls, fell down embankment, breaking 
left ankle. 
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Aufftist 17. John Maddox stepped under gates, at Warren, and 
upon tracks of the Worcester Division, was struck by passing 
train, and fatally injured. He was taken to the B. I. Hospital. 

August 18, J. Fahey, conductor, Worcester Division, slipped 
on rear foot-board of engine and fell, bruising his right leg against 
back of engine. 

August 19. Stanislaw Boguski, freight brakeman, Worcester 
Division, in attempting to uncouple moving cars, in Providence, 
fell between them, receiving a strain of the back and a fractured 
skull. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital. 

August 20. An unknown man, while walking on track of the 
Worcester Division, near Olneyville, was struck and instantly 
killed, by passing train. 

August ^i- Thomas Denidge, was struck by train of the Wor- 
cester Division, as it pulled into Crescent Park station, and re- 
ceived a slight scalp wound. 

Sept. 1. Geo. L. Thurber, walking on platform, Worcester Di- 
vision, at Drownville, turned and started to walk across tracks 
directly in front of passing train. He was struck, and bruised 
about the face. He was attended by Dr. Devere. 

Sept. 4. George Wilbur, undertaker, attempted to cross tracks 
of Worcester Division, at Biverside, in front of aproaching train, 
and was struck and slightly injured by the gate, which was being 
lowered. 

Sept 5. Timothy Crowley, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
attempting to make coupling, at India Point, had finger of right 
hand caught and pinched. 

Sept. 9. Thomas Wyer, fuelman, Worcester Division, while 
coaling engine, at Providence, had second tQe of right foot 
bruised. He went to the B. I. Hospital. 

Sept. 10. Peter Christine, laborer. Shore Line Division, while 
working, at Westerly station, was struck by train No. 42, and 
instantly killed. 
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SepL 11, John J. Mahoney, freight brakeman, Worcester Di- 
vision, fell from forward end of caboose, at East Providence, and 
received injuries from which he died before medical assistance 
could be procured. 

Sept 12, James Andrews, carpenter, Worcester Division, while 
working, near Auburn station, vas struck and slightly injured by 
mail bag thrown from train. 

Sept. 12, Michael Bennett, a trespasser, Worcester Division, 
was found on abutment of India Point drawbridge, with a cut in 
right side of head and two ribs broken. He was taken to his home, 
and attended by Dr. Allison, of East Providence. 

SepL 13. Arman Arsemeault, a trespasser on tracks of the Wor- 
cester Division, at Olneyville, was run over and instantly killed. 

Sept. 15, Mrs. Arthur Gilman, in attempting to leave train of 
Taunton Division, at Newport, after it had started, was thrown to 
the platform, and received a severe shaking up. 

Sept. 16, D. Mahoney, a passenger on train of Worcester Di- 
vision, while standing up searching for ticket, staggered and fell, 
striking his head on car seat. He was sent to the E. I, Hospital. 

Sept. 16, Thomas Judd, laborer, Worcester Division, while 
working at pit, in Providence, was caught under engine, and re- 
ceived injuries from which he died, September 18, at St. Joseph 
Hospital. 

Sept. 18, C. J. Provensal, freight brakeman, Worcester Divis- 
ion, while setting-up brake, in Providence, had right foot caught 
between two cars. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital. 

Sept. 19, Frank Burgess, freight brakeman, Worcester Divis- 
ion, in attempting to set-up brake, at India Point, had right hand 
hurt. He went to St. Joseph Hospital. 

Sept. 19, C. H. Stewart, passenger brakeman, Worcester Divis- 
ion, in making coupling, at Lonsdale, had three finger of right 
hand caught and jammed. He was attended by Dr. Tockington, 
of Lonsdale.

Nov, 28, H. B. Metcalf, in attempting to board moving train 
of the Worcester Division, at Pawtucket, slipped and fell, scratch- 
ing two fingers of right hand. 

Nov, 28. J. B. Sheldon, bridge supervisor, Worcester Division, 
stepped backwards off edge of car, at Woonsocket, and rolled 
down bank, receiving cuts and bruises. He went to Providence, 
and was treated by Dr. Fred Brown. 

Dec, 2, G. N. Cheney, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
in attempting to board moving freight car, at Providence, fell to 
the ground, and was run over, having right hand crushed and 
face and shoulders injured. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital. 

Dec, 2, Frank Lambert, in attempting to board moving train 
of the Worcester Division, at Pawtucket, fell under car, and had 
right foot run over and crushed. He was sent to the Pawtucket 
Emergency Hospital. 

Dec, S, Geo. B. Francis, a trespasser, Worcester Division, while 
walking on track, near Auburn, was struck by passing train, and 
killed. 

Dec, 4, John Davy, a boy eleven years old, a trespasser on 
tracks of the Worcester Division, ran into side of freight train, at 
Providence, and was knocked down and run over, and had right 
arm cut off: H was sent to the K. I. Hospital. 

Dec, 9, A, Gates, fireman, Worcester Division, jumped from 
derailed locomotive, at South Providence, injuring his back and 
left wrist. 
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Dec. 10. James Grace, teamster, Worcester Division, was cut 
and braised about the head and face, by having head caught be- 
tween car and team. He was sent to the E. I. Hospital. 

Dec, 12. Marshal Delaire, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
climbing over car, at Auburn, to set brakes, slipped, and fell to 
the ground, and was run over by car, both legs being cut off 
above the knee. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital, where he 
died the same morning. 

Dec. 22, Louis Foss, about five years old, a trespasser on 
tracks of the Worcester Division, in attempting to cross railroad 
bridge, at Valley Falls, was struck by passing train, and fatally 
injured. 

Dec. 22. Wm. M. Beattie, brakeman, Worcester Division, had 
right knee injured, and left side of face bruised, by stake break- 
ing, as he was attempting to place car, at Arlington. 

Dec. 23. L. S. Reingold, brakeman, Worcester Division, riding 
on foot-board of engine, in Providence, had foot caught in inter- 
locking wire, and fell to the ground, receiving slight injuries. 

Dec. 23. Wm. J. McVey, yard brakeman, Worcester Division, 
lost his balance, and fell from top of freight car, in Providence, 
spraining his right foot. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital. 

Dec. 24. D. F. Sullivan, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
hanging to side of car, in Providence, struck switch target, and 
was knocked from the car, and his left foot was run over and 
crushed. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital. 

Dec. 25. H. K. Babb, passenger brakeman, Worcester Division, 
in attempting to make coupling between engine and car, at Lons- 
dale, had index finger of right hand caught and jammed. 

Dec. 26. Joseph Blander, a trespasser on tracks of Worcester 
Division, at Providence, stepped in front of train, and was thrown 
to one side, breaking one rib. He was sent to the B. I. Hospital. 

Dec. 26. The body of Patrick Lennon, a trespasser on the 
tracks of the Worcester Division, at Lonsdale, was found lying 
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beside track, having evidently been run over by some passing 
train. 

Dec, 27, A. Leonard, brakeman, Worcester Division, in climb- 
ing down car ladder, in Providence, slipped and fell, injuring his 
back. He was sent to St. Joseph Hospital. 

Dec. 27. A collision occurred on the Midland Division, at 
Woonsocket, and the following persons were injured : 

W. H. Cook, engineman, back lamed. 
T. Parker, fireman, right side lamed. 
James Sullivan, express messenger, slightly shaken up.

STREET RAILWAYS. 



The past year has been one of great interest in the extension 
and development of the street or trolley system of railways in this 
State, and also in view of the new legislation and consequent 
results. There has been an increase of over 66 miles of road. Old 
roads have been extended and improved; new roads have been 
built and put in operation ; others are in various stages of prog- 
ress ; and several new roads are proposed, and will be built in the 
coming season. 

Every road reports an increase in number of passengers carried, 
except the Pawtucket Street Railway Co., the Interstate Consoli- 
dated Street Eailway Co., and the Pawcatuck Valley Street Eail- 
way Co. In the case of the Pawtucket Street Eailway Co., this 
decrease, 147,425, is accounted for by the long-continued strike of 
the employees, during which time there were scarcely any passen- 
gers carried; in the case of the Interstate Consolidated Street 
Eailway Co., the decrease is accounted for by the fact that while 
it has been heretofore a Ehode Island corporation, and its returns 
were made to this office, yet during the year that portion of the 
road within the limits of Massachusetts, at the request of the au- 
thorities of that Commonwealth, was incorporated as a Massa- 
chusetts company, and its returns for the last six months were 
made in accordance therewith ; also, that the portion of the road 
within the limits of this State was acquired by the Ehode Island 
Suburban Eailway Co., and the returns for a portion of the year 
were included in those of the latter company. 

Every street railway corporation in the State reports an in- 
crease in net earnings, with the exception of the Pawtucket lines, 
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which show a decrease of nearly ten thousand dollars, occasioned 
by the strike; the Interstate Consolidated Street Eailway Co., 
which shows an apparent decrease of over fifteen thousand dol- 
lars, which is caused by the change in returns, on account of 
separation of company at State line ; and the Bhode Island Subur- 
ban Railway Co., which reports a deficit of over two hundred 
thousand dollars. 

There has been a general improvement in the equipments of 
the several trolley lines, with the exception of those operated by 
the Pawtucket Street Eailway Co., in Pawtucket, Central Falls, 
Valley Falls, and Lonsdale, where the same old cars are still used. 
The appearance of these cars, inside and outside, is a disgrace 
both to the railroad company and - to the cities and villages 
through which they are propelled. The railroad company claim 
that they are not at fault in this matter, but that they are ready, 
whenever the city of Pawtucket will do its part in the premises, 
by widening streets, or in some other manner permitting the 
putting in of tracks of the standard gauge, to furnish new and im- 
proved cars, and to do everything in their power to give the 
patrons of these lines every accommodation that can be desired 
in the way of the extension of tracks to such portions of the city 
as may need such railroad facilities. 

On the contrary, the authorities of the city of Pawtucket claim 
that the railroad company has treated them very unfairly ; that it 
wishes the city to widen streets solely for its own accommodation ; 
that it has not kept its promises with the city; that it is not 
willing to pay the city a fair compensation for the use of the 
streets, etc., etc. 

Whether the city or the railroad company is at fault is a ques- 
tion that is not before me for adjudication. I only know that the 
people are obliged to ride in vehicles which are a disgrace to any 
civilized community ; not only uncomfortable, but absolutely in- 
jurious to health and morals. These conditions should not be 
allowed to continue, and some way should be devised by which 
the city authorities and the railroad companies should get together 
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and agree upon some line of action that will remove the present 
almost nnendnrable conditions and provide suitable accommoda- 
tions for the people who are obliged to use these street cars. 

FREE TBAKSFER ACTT. 

For several years there has been a great demand, on the part of 
the people, for a system of free transfers, in the several towns and 
cities in which street car lines were operated, similar to those in 
use in all the larger cities of the country. This demand was met 
by the railroad companies with a proposition for a system of 
transfer stations, located in various sections, where those who 
came into the station upon a car could take any car going out of 
the station, and be entitled to a passage without paying for same. 
This plan was drawn out in detail for the cities of Providence and 
Pawtucket, and the proposition was laid before the city councils 
of those cities. It, however, met with little favor, either on the 
part of the councils or of the people, and was abandoned. 

On the 28th of March, 1902, an act was passed by the General 
Assembly providing for a system of free transfers, upon certain 
conditions, one of which was that it should be binding only upon 
such existing street railway corporations as should in writing ac- 
cept the provisions of the act within six days from the time of its 
passage, and file such acceptance with the Secretary of State ; in 
the case of corporations organized after the passage of the act, 
the provisions were to be accepted in the same manner, within 
thirty days after the organization of said corporation. It was 
also provided that after the acceptance of the act, in the manner 
aforesaid, that "thereupon the provisions of this act shall be 
binding and in full force between the State and such assenting 
corporation, and shall not be altered or amended without the con- 
sent of both parties." The act also provided that the said system 
of transfers should go into eflfect on the 10th day of jTuly, 1902, in 
the case of existing companies, and for new corporations as soon 
as they should begin to operate their railroads. 
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The provisions of this act were accepted by the Interstate Con- 
solidated Street Eailway Co., the Pawtucket Street Eailway Co., 
the Union Bailroad Co., the Bhode Island Suburban Railway Co., 
the Providence Cable Tramway Co., and the Providence & Daniel- 
son Railway Co. There has been considerable criticism of some 
of the provisions of the transfer act, but that the people have 
availed themselves of the transfer privileges included in it is 
shown by the fact that the railroad companies have issued an 
average of from 15,000 to 20,000 transfers per day, and double that 
number on Sundays. 

ACT REGULATING HOURS OF LABOR. 

On the fourth day of April, 1902, the General Assembly passed 
" An act to regulate the hours of labor of certain employees of 
street railroad corporations." This provided that a day's work 
for conductors, gripmen, and motormen, on the several street rail- 
roads of the State, should not exceed ten hours, to be performed 
within twelve consecutive hours, except that on legal holidays, 
and in cases of unexpected contingencies, accident, or unavoid- 
able delay, extra labor might be performed for extra compensa- 
tion, and that nothing in the law should affect existing written 
contracts. 

It was generally understood that the law would be obeyed by 
the several street railroad corporations, but on the 31st day of 
May, the day before the law was to go into effect, the following 
notice was posted at the car-houses of the Union Railroad Co., and 
was published in the newspapers the following day : 

Union Railroad Company.

Providence, li. I., May 31, 1902. 

To Conductors and Motormen :— "The Ten-Hour Law,'* enacted by 
the General Assembly of this State, on April 4, 1902, declared that it shall 
take effect upon June 1, 1902. The only employees mentioned in the law 
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are conductors, inotormen, and gripmeu employed in the operation of 
street railways. No penalty or liability whatever is imposed on any em- 
ployees for working more than 10 hours 'per day, if they choose to do so. 

All conductors, motormen, and gripmen who wish to continue work 
under their existing contracts are free to do so ; and those who wish to 
reduce their time to 10 hours per day, with proportionate reduction of 
pay, are equally free to make that choice. The company will in no way 
exact from its conductors, motormen, or gripmen more than 10 hours 
work per day, with the rate of pay proportionate to the number of hours 
of service. But the company will undertake to protect all conductors, 
motormen, and gripmen who wish to continue work under existing con- 
tracts. 

The company is advised by counsel that if the law purports to impose 
a penalty upon the company because its conductors, motormen, and grip- 
men, of their own free will, choose to work more than 10 hours per day, 
and are permitted by the company to do so, then the law is unconstitu- 
tional. Papers are now being prepared, and proceedings will be taken by 
the company at once, to have all questions as to the constitutionality and 
true meaning of the law determined by the courts. 

In the meantime, the situation should be carefully considered by the 
company and its employees before any changes are made.

In explanation, Walter F. Angell, Esq., attorney for the Union 
Railroad Co., made the following statement, in the Providence 
Daily Journal of June 1st, viz. : 

**We claim that under the Constitution of the United States, and under 
the Constitution of the State of Rhode Island, a man has a right to con- 
tract labor for 11 hours a day ; that a street railway company has a right 
to hire a man to work 11 hours, and that any law which denies to either 
party such right, is unconstitutional and void. We shall commence pro- 
ceedings as soon as we possibly can in the form which will bring the 
question, at the earliest possible date, into the Supreme Court of the 
United States for a decision. What the form of proceedings will be is 
now under consideration." 

A meeting of the members of Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employees, Division No. 200, was at once called, and it was 
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voted that should the United Traction jand Electric Co. refuse, by 
12 o'clock at night of Tuesday, June 8, to grant a time-table in 
conformity with the provisions of the ten hour law, as passed by 
the General Assembly, and should it refuse to grant the increase 
of wages asked for, that all employees should refuse to t^ke out 
their cars on Wednesday morning. 

The president and business manager of the association sub* 
mitted the following ultimatum to the United Traction and Electric 
Co., and demanded an answer before 12 o'clock on Tuesday night, 
viz. : 

Providence, E. I., June 3, 1902. 
United Traction and Electric Company, Providencey R. I. : 

Gentlemen :— The following are the demands of your employees, who 
are members of the Amalgamated Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployes, Division No. 200, of Providence^ R. I. : 

1. That all motormen, conductors, and gripmen now in the employ of 
the United Traction and Electric Company shall be paid twenty-two and 
one-half (22i) cents per hour for each day's work as defined in section 1 
of chapter 1004 of the Public Laws, viz., 10 hours work to be performed 
within 12 consecutive hours. 

2. That all motormen, conductors, and gripmen who are now paid 
more than two dollars and twenty-five ($2.25) cents per day by the 
United Traction and Electric Company, shall continue to be paid the 
same wages as they now receive for a day's work, except that their hours 
of labor shall be reduced, to meet the requirements contained in section 
1 of chapter 1004 of the Public Laws, viz., 10 hours work to be performed 
within 12 consecutive hours. 

3. That all motormen, conductors, and gripmen who may be employed 
after the adjustment of these demands by the United Traction and Elec- 
tric Company shall be paid twenty (20) cents per hour for each day's 
work as defined in section 1 of chapter 1004 of the Public Laws, viz., 10 
hours work to be performed within 12 consecutive hours, for the first 
year, and at the expiration of the first year, twenty-two and one-half {22i) 
cents per hour for each day's work as defined in section 1 of chapter 1004 
of the Public Laws, viz., 10 hours work to be performed within 12 con- 
secutive hours. 

4. That a day's work for all employees of the United Traction and Elec- 
tric Company, other than motormen, conductors, and gripmen, whether 
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employed in the repair shops, car houses, or power houses, shall not ex- 
ceed nine hours work, and for such day's work, the United Traction and 
Electric Company shall pay said employees the same wages as they now 
pay them for a day's work. 

5. That all employees who shall perform more than a day's work as de- 
fined in section 1 of chapter 1004 of the Public Laws, viz., 10 hours work 
to be performed within 12 consecutive hours, shall be paid for such labor 
at the rate of twenty-five (25) cents per hour. Respectfully submitted.

The railroad company refused the demands of the Amalgamated 
Association, and issued the following circular to its employees : 

Providence, R. L, June 3, 1902. 
To the Employees of the United Traction and Electric Company: 

The United Traction and Electric Company has received this afternoon 
a communication signed by John W. Amo and Albert 0. Vetter, who 
designate themselves as president and business agent, respectively, of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Railway Employees, Division No. 200, 
Providence, R. L, which communication makes certain demands upon the 
company with reference to the hours of labor and the pay of its em- 
ployees. These demands are peremptorily made, and are accompanied by 
a threat that if they are not acceded to by 12 o'clock to-night, Tuesday, 
June 3, 1902, the employees of this company will refuse to operate its cars, 
and will not start them on June 4. 

The demands are in brief : First— That all employees of this company 
shall be paid $2.25 per day for a day of 10 hours work to be performed 
within 12 consecutive hours. Second— That all employees who are now paid 
more than $2,25 per day shall continue to be paid the same wages that 
they now receive, and that their hours of labor shall be at the same time 
reduced to 10. Third— That all motormen, conductors, and gripmen who 
may be hereafter employed shall for the first year be paid $2.00 per day 
for 10 hours work, and $2.25 per day of 10 hours work ^hereafter. Fourth 
—That a day's work for employees other than motormen, conductors, and 
gripmen shall be nine hours, and that employees of the company shall re- 
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ceive the same pay for nine hours that they now receive for a full 
day's work. Fifth— That for all work exceeding 10 hours performed 
within 12 consecutive hours the employee shall be paid at the rate of 25 
cents per hour. 

CANNOT COMPLY WITH DEMANDS. 

The company is not ready to believe that these peremptory and un- 
reasonable demands, accompanied as they are with the threat that unless 
immediately complied with resort will be had to measures to cripple its 
service and inconvenience the travelling public, can correctly represent 
the sentiment of the greater number of its employees, but whether this 
is so or not so, the demands are of such a nature that they cannot be com- 
plied with. Compliance would mean the practical destruction of the 
dividend earning power of this company, and therefore a serious impair- 
ment of the value of its property to its stockholders and of its ability to 
fulfill its duties to the public. 

All the employees now engaged in the service of the companies con- 
trolled by the United Traction and Electric Company were employed upon 
a distinct agreement as to the wages which they were to receive and the 
hours of labor in which they were to be engaged. In the case of men 
recently employed this agreement has called for 11 hours labor at wages 
of $2.00 per day. Perhaps one-third of the motormen and conductors now 
engaged in the company's service were employed when a day's work con- 
sisted of 12 hours and upon an agreement that they would work that 
number of hours at wages varying from $2.25 to $2.50 per day. The hours 
of these employees have been reduced to 11, but their pay has remained 
at the rate at which it was originally fixed; and in no case has this com- 
pany violated any agreement made by it with its employees, nor will it 
hereafter violate any such agreement, any statement to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

This company has distinctly stated that if any employee desired to limit 
his hours of labor to 10 a day he might do so, receiving for his services a 
sum proportionately less than that paid to an employee who was willing 
to work 11 hours. The demand now made upon the company is that it 
shall reduce the hours of labor of its conductors, motormen, and gripmen 
to 10 per day and pay them, in most instances, a larger rate of wages than 
they received when they worked 11. Such a proposition, accompanied as 
it is with a threat ttiat unless immediately complied with measures will 
be taken to bring the business of the company to a standstill, amounts to 
a direct challenge of the right of the company to manage its own affairs, 
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a challenge which must be met» even if such action iuvolves loss to the 
company and temporary inconvenience to the public. 

EMPLOYKE8 WHO STRIKE W^ILL NOT BE TAKEN BACK. 

The officers of this company have hoped that the harmonious relations 
which have long existed between the street railway companies of the city 
of Providence and their employees might continue indefinitely. It was 
with the confident expectation that this would be the case that they es- 
tablished a pension system, and a system of life and disability insurance, 
for the benefit of the employees and their families. The officers of the 
company think it proper to state at this time that they do not intend 
that the benefits of this system shall be extended a second time to men 
who have once had it and forfeited it in an attempt to coerce the com- 
pany into compliance with unreasonable demands, and they wish all their 
employees to understand that those of them who lend their aid to such an 
attempt, by leaving the company under circumstances which will em- 
barrass it in the performance of its duties to the public, will forfeit all 
right to again enter its employ. No man who now enters the employ of 
this company will be hereafter displaced to make room for one who now 
leaves it— no matter how long he may have heretofore been in its service. 

The mana|:ement of this company has received absolute assurances 
from the police department that all of its employees who desire to con- 
tinue at work under existing relations will receive complete personal 
protection, under all circumstances. The right of every man to sell his 
labor at such price and upon such terms as are satisfactory to him must 
and will be maintained in the State of Bhode Island in the future, as it 
has been in the past. 

UNITED TRACTION AND ELECTRIC COMPANY. 

A. T. Potter, General Manager, 

The strike commenced on Wednesday, but many cars were kept 
running, as the large number of the conductors and motormen 
who had been in the employ of the company for many years, and 
who were receiving larger wages than were demanded by the 
strikers, continued at work. There were some disturbances in 
the streets, caused principally by the lawless element, and for 
several nights few, if any, cars were run. The Providence Police 
Commissioners acted with promptness, and under their direction 
the police soon made it apparent that they were equal to the 
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emergency, making many arrests and dispersing all crowds that 
gathered on the streets. 

They also notified all the saloon-keepers in the centre of the 
city to close their saloons at 6 o'clock, P. M., each day, until 
otherwise ordered. This order included the several hotels, and 
it was obeyed by all. 

Though there were some isolated cases of stoning of cars in 
the suburbs, and other riotous proceedings, it was but a short 
time before it was shown that, so far as the Providence lines were 
concerned, the strike was broken. Many of the former employees 
asked to be re-instated, and on Saturday evening, July 6, official 
action was taken by the Motormen and Conductors Union, in 
Providence, and the strike was called off. 

At Pawtucket, the strike commenced at the same time that it 
did in Providence, but it was soon apparent that the police force 
was entirely inadequate to handle the situation ; cars were stoned, 
more than a dozen shots were fired at a car on East Avenue, 
and conductors, motormen, and passengers were equally exposed 
to the missiles which were hurled. Obstructions of various kinds 
were placed to the passage of the cars, and the almost universal 
sentiment of the people appeared to be on the side of the strikers. 
The railroad company called upon the Mayor for protection, but 
not receiving much encouragement from him, then called upon the 
sheriff of Providence county, who furnished a large number of 
deputy sheriffs, who tried to protect the cars and their occupants 
from the crowds of hoodlums and lawless persons who seemed to 
have full control of the outskirts and suburbs of the city. Their 
presence, however, seemed not only to exasperate the rioters, but 
to heighten the sympathy of the larger portion of the citizens with 
the striking employees. Several of these deputies were assaulted, 
and the house that was used by them as headquarters was battered 
with stones. The city authorities asked the sheriff to withdraw his 
deputies, and it appeared that anarchy was to prevail, as the 
constituted authorities seemed to be either unwilling or powerless 
to enforce the law and put down rioting and disorder. 
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In this state of affairs, Gov. Kimball was appealed to, and after 
a conference ordered six companies of infantry and two of cavalry, 
of the State militia, to proceed to Pawtncket to enforce the laws 
and protect all persons in their rights. He afterwards increased 
this force by the addition of the Naval Reserves and the Machine 
Gun Battery. On the 12th of June he issued the following procla- 
mation : 

State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations. 

pboclamatjon, 

By His Excellency Charles Dean Kimball : 

Wheukas, in my opinion there is danger of persons unlawfully, rout- 
ously, riotously, or tumultuously assembling within the city of Pawtucket, 
in the county of Providence. 

Now, therefore, I, Charles Dean Kimball, Governor, according to the 
provisions of Chapter 278 of the General Laws of the State of Rhode 
Island, do hereby issue this, my proclamation, setting forth said danger, 
and command all persons within said city of Pawtucket to desist and 
refrain from routs, riots, and tumultuous assemblies. 

And I furthermore charge and command all persons in said city unlaw- 
fully, routously, riotously, or tumultuously assembling, immediately to dis- 
perse and peaceably depart to their habitations, upon the penalties in- 
flicted by the laws of the State. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of 
the State to be affixed at Providence, this twelfth day of June, in 
the year of our Lord nineteen hundred and two, of the founding of 
the State the two hundred and sixty-sixth, and of Independence 
the one hundred and twenty-sixth.

The presence of the militia, and the impression that prevailed 
that they would enforce the law, regardless of consequences, pro- 
duced a wonderful change ; rioting soon ceased almost entirely, 
the cars were run without molestation, though not upon schedule 
time, and affairs generally resumed their normal conditions, with

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the exception that the cars carried scarcely any passengers, and 
such persons as were obliged to use them were hooted at all along 
the line. 

As soon as order was restored the militia were gradually with- 
drawn, until on the 26th of June the last company left the city. 
But though order was restored and the cars were in operation, 
the strike was not declared o£f ; and the people who rode at all 
patronized the omnibuses and other means of conveyance pro- 
vided by the strikers. 

When the strike was declared off by the Providence Conductors' 
and Motormen's Union, it was supposed that it applied to Paw- 
tucket as well as to Providence ; but the members from Pawtucket, 
after voting against the calling off, withdrew and held a meeting 
at Pawtucket, and decided to continue the strike, and it was not 
until July 8th that they gave up and declared the strike off. 

It is worthy of note that, with the exception of a few hot-headed 
and unthinking employees, the strikers on the whole conducted 
themselves in a dignified and orderly manner. Practically all of 
the rioting was the work of that lawless element which is always 
ready to take advantage of any opportunity to show their ani- 
mosity to law and order, aided by youths and boys who did not 
understand in the slightest degree the gravity of the situation. 

Thus ended the most formidable strike that ever occurred in 
the history of the State. There is no doubt but that the great 
majority of the people of the State believed that it was the duty 
of the railroad corporations to obey the ten-hour law, so called, 
until it was declared unconstitutional or was - repealed. They 
could see no reason why a corporation should pursue a different 
course, or be under different obligations in regard to any act of 
the General Assembly, from those of any private citizen under 
similar circumstances. They believed that the action of the Gen- 
eral Assembly could be reviewed by the Supreme Court, and that, 
until that tribunal had decided adversely, it was the law of the' 
State, and that all persons and corporations were bound to re- 
spect and obey its provisions. Upon the request of Gov. Kimball, 
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on the 24th of June, the Supreme Court gave an opinion that 
the so-called ten-hour law was constitutional. This opinion was 
signed by five of the seven judges, one judge declining for per- 
sonal reasons to sit in the case, and another giving a dissenting 
opinion to the effect that said law was unconstitutional, on the 
ground that it was an interference with the right that a man has 
to make a contract in relation to his hours of labor, rate of wages, 
etc. 

On the 5th of December, 1902, the General Assembly passed an 
act which limited the previous act to such employees as did not 
make an agreement in regard to their hours ol labor, and also 
providing that "nothing in this act contained shall be construed 
to forbid or prevent any such employee, being of the age of 
twenty -one years or upwards, from laboring a greater or lesser 
number of hours a day, in accordance with his contract so to do ; 
nor to impose any penalty upon any person or corporation for 
permitting such employees to labor such greater or lesser num- 
ber of hours, in the performance of such contract." 

This action of the General Assembly left the whole matter of 
the hours of labor and rates of wages practically in about the 
same condition that it was previous to the passage of the ten- 
hour law, so called. 

TOWN REGULATIONS FOR STREET RAILROADS. 

On the 14th of June I received, through the council clerk of 
the town of Cumberland, the following proposed regulation of 
street railroads, which had been adopted by said council on the 
13th of June, 1902, viz. : 

REGULATION OF STREET RAILWAYS. 

A regulation concerning the mode of operating street cars in the town 
of Cumberland, the same to be submitted to the Eailroad Commissioner 
for approval in accordance with the provisions Sec. 17, Cap. 187, of the 
General Laws. 

No person shall be employed as a motonnan or conductor in charge of 
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any car, by any street railway company operating its lines in the town 
of Cumberland, unless said motorman or conductor shall have had at 
least two (2) successive weeks' experience in the capacity in which he is 
employed. 

Sec. 2. This regulation shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Railroad Commissioner. 

I gavei the matter careful attention, and on the 17th of June 
rendered my decision, as follows :

To the Honorable the Town Council of the Town of Cumberland, R, L 

Gentlemen :— I have received from the town clerk of Cumberland a 
copy of a "Regulation of Street Railways,** which was adopted by the 
town council of said town, on the 12th day of June, A. D. 1902, as follows : 

"REGULATION OF STREET RAILWAYS. 

"A regulation concerning the mode of operating street cars in the town 
of Cumberland, the same to be submitted to the Railroad Commissioner 
for approval, in accordance with the provisions Sec. 17, Cap. 187, of the 
General Laws. 

"No person shall be employed as a motorman or conductor in charge of 
any car. by any street railway company operating its lines in the town of 
Cumberland, unless said motorman or conductor shall have at least two 
(2) successive weeks* experience in the capacity in which he is employed. 

"Sec. 2. This regulation shall take effect immediately upon its ap^ 
proval by the Railroad Commissioner.** 

Section seventeen of chapter one hundred eighty-seven of the General 
Laws, referred to above, is as follows : 

"Sec. 17. The town and city councils of the several towns and cities 
shall have power, from time to time, to make such reasonable rules and 
regulations with reference to the rate of speed and mode of operation of 
railroads in the streets and highways of such respective towns and cities ; 
such rules and regulations to receive the approval in writing of the Rail- 
road Commissioner.** 

This section was originally adopted by the General Assembly as section 
2 of chapter 1209, on the 26th of May, 1893. This action was taken by the 
General Assembly on account of numerous complaints that the cars of 
the several street railways were in many instances driven at too high 
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rates of speed in the compact part of cities and towns, and across streets 
and highways in such manner as to be a menace to the lives and property 
of travelers on the streets and highways. 

After a careful consideration of this whole subject, I have arrived at 
the conclusion that there is nothing in section 17 of Chapter 187 of the 
General Laws which gives me any authority over the qualifications of the 
persons who may be employed by the street or steam railroads of the 
State, either as engineers, motormen, conductors, or in any other capacity. 
If my interpretation of the law is correct, then I have no power or au- 
thority either to approve or disapprove any ordinance or regulation that 
relates to or fixes any qualification as a prerequisite to the employment 
of engineers, motormen, conductors, or other employees of steam or street 
railroad companies, no matter what my personal opinion may be as to the 
desirability of such ordinance or regulation.

On the 26th of June, 1902, I received from the town clerk of 
the town of Bristol the following ordinance, relating to the speed 
of cars in that town, which had been adopted by the town coun- 
cil on that town on the 23d of June, 1902, and asking my ap- 
proval of the same. 

TOWN OF BRISTOL. 

An Ordinance Regulating the Speed or the Cars of the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway Company at Pappoosesquaw Crossing. 

It is ordained by the Town Council of the Town of Bristol as follows: 

Section l. Every person having the control of the speed of a street 
railway car shall, at all times, cause said car to come to a full stop before 
crossing the road leading from Hope street to Pappoosesquaw, and shall 
cause the said car to remain at a standstill until the conductor in charge 
of said car shall have ascertained, by looking down that road leading 
from Hope street to Pappoosesquaw, that there is no danger of a collision, 
and the person having the control of the speed of said car shall have re- 
ceived a signal from the conductor to proceed. 

Sec. 2. Every person, company, or corporation who shall violate any 
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of the provisions of this ordinance shall pay for each and every violation 
hereof a line not exceeding twenty dollars. 
Adopted by the town council of Bristol, E. I., June 23, 1902.

On the 27th of June, having given the proposed ordinance due 
consideration, and fully informed myself as to the position of 
affairs at the so-called Pappoosesquaw crossing, I came to the 
conclusion that the proposed regulation was not a reasonable one, 
under all the circumstances, and gave my decision as follows, 
viz.:

To the Honorable the Town Council qf the Town of Bristol, 

Gentlemen :— I have received at the hand of your town clerk a copy 
of an ordinance adopted by the town council of Bristol on the 23d day of 
June, A. D. 1902, which is as follows : 

"town of bristol. 

** An Ordinance Regulating the Speed of the Cars of the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway Company at Pappoosesquaw Crossing. 

*'It is ordained by the Town Council of the Town of Bristol as follows: 

"Section l. Every person having the control of the speed of a street 
railway car shall at all times cause said car to come to a full stop before 
crossing the road leading from Hope street to Pappoosesquaw, and shall 
cause the said car to remain at a standstill until the conductor in charge 
of said car shall have ascertained, by looking down that road leading from 
Hope street to Pappoosesquaw, that there is no danger of a collision, and 
the person having the control of the speed of said car shall have received 
a signal from the conductor to proceed. 

"Sec. 2. Every person, company, or corporation who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall pay for each and every violation 
hereof a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

"Adopted by the town council of Bristol, R. L, June 23, 1902. 
"True copy,

**Town Clerk,*' 
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The authority of the town council to adopt such an ordinance (unless it 
comes within the scope of the general powers granted to town and city 
councils, in which case it would not need the approval of the Railroad 
Commissioner), is based upon section 17 of Chapter 187 of the General 
Laws, which is as follows : 

** Sec. 17. The town and city councils of the several towns and cities 
shall have power, from time to time, to make such reasonable rules and 
regulations with reference to the rate of speed and mode of operation of 
railroads in the streets and highways of such respective towns and cities ; 
such rules and regulations to receive the approval in writing of the Rail- 
road Commissioner." 

I do not think the ordinance as adopted by the town council to be a 
"reasonable rule or regulation," and therefore cannot give it my ap- 
proval. 

The crossing in question is not strictly speaking a grade crossing on 
the part of the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Co., as the Pappoosesquaw 
road, as I am informed, is not laid out across Hope street, but only enters 
it upon the westerly side of said street. It is, however, necessary to cross 
the tracks of said Suburban Street Railway Co. in order to get to Hope 
street from said Pappoosesquaw road, or to said road from said Hope 
street. 

The tracks of the said railroad company are laid upon the westerly side 
of Hope street, very near to the sidewalk, and so laid, I presume, under 
the direction and consent of the town council of said town of Bristol. By 
removing the said tracks at the point in question to the other, or easterly, 
side of said Hope street, all, or nearly all, the danger and annoyance aris- 
ing under the present conditions would be avoided ; and 1 would recom- 
mend that the proper steps be taken looking to such change. 

If, however, the honorable council is not prepared to take such action, 
or does not deem it expedient so to do, I will give my approval to an ordi- 
nance limiting the speed at which the cars of the Suburban Street Rail- 
way Co. may be run on Hope street opposite the easterly end of the Pap- 
poosesquaw road, to four or five miles per hour.

On the 9tli of June, I received a letter from Wm. G. Clarke, 
Esq., President of the Sea View Eailroad Co., asking me if there 
was any law in this State which would forbid the making of a 
contract, between said company and the Narragansett Pier Bail- 
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road Co., which would permit the said Sea View Railroad Co. to 
nin its cars over the roadbed of the said Narragansett Pier Bail- 
road Co., from the point where said railroads cross each other, 
near Narragansett Pier, to the villages of Wakefield and Peace 
Dale. 
This letter I answered, on the next day, as follows :

President qf the Sea View Bailroad Co, 
Dear Sir :— In answer to your inquiry as to whether there was any 
law in this state which would forbid the making of a contract, between 
the Sea View Railroad Co. and the Narragansett Pier Railroad Co., by 
which said Sea View Railroad Co. should run its cars over the roadbed of 
the said Narragansett Pier Railroad Co., from the point near Narragan- 
sett Pier, where the said railroads cross each other, to the villages of 
Peace Dale and Wakefield, would reply, that I have not been' able to find 
anything in our statutes that would forbid such an arrangement. If the 
two roads were to be consolidated, or if either one desired to lease the 
other, it would require special act of the General Assembly, unless other- 
wise provided in the charters of said companies. 
If I obtain any further information upon this subject, will communicate 

with you.

The contract between the two companies was executed, and on 
the 27th of July I received the following letter from the assistant 
superintendent of the Narragansett Pier Eailroad, and my answer 
to the same is appended :

Mr. E. L. Freeman, 

Railroad Commissioner, State House, Providence, B, I, 
Dear Sir : — In conjunction with the Sea View R. R. Co. we expect 
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soon to run electric cars over about two and one-half miles of this road, 
between Peace Dale station and 8ea View Junction, at Narragansett Pier. 

As you will no doubt remember, Mr. B. F. liobinson, Jr., one of our 
directors, and myself, had some conversation with you in regard to the 
matter, about two months ago. 

We desire to take such precautions as will be necessary to prevent col- 
lisions and accidents on that part of the line Used by both kinds of cars, 
and would like to ask if you have any suggestions to make on that sub- 
ject. 

We now flag our steam trains at Wakefield Crossing, and at Strang's 
Crossing. Will it be necessary to flag electric cars at these crossings? 

Will it be necessary to have our locomotives stop while approaching the 
junction with the Sea View R. R. ? 

We are proposing to have dispatchers to control the movement of cars 
and trains on that part of the track used jointly. We intend to have two 
dispatchers, one at Peace Dale and one at Sea view Junction, and do not 
propose to allow any car or train to enter that portion of track while any 
electric car or steam train is already in there. 

We also propose to allow our steam trains to pass Sea View Junction, 
in either direction, without stopping, unless signaled to stop by dis- 
patcher at that junction, it being made rule that signal at that junction 
shall be set at danger against trains approaching from Xarragansett Pier 
when electric cars or steam trains are on that track used jointly.- 

Will you please let me know at your earliest convenience if the above- 
suggested arrangements meet with your approval, and if there are any sug- 
gestions whatever that you may have to make in regard to this matter.

Dear Sir :— Your favor of July 26th, communicating the information 
that by an arrangement made between your road and the Sea View Rail- 
road Co. the latter company were to run electric trains over the portion 
of your track extending from the junction near Narragansett Pier to 
Peace Dale station, duly received.

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As this is a new departure in railroad operation, at least in this State, 
the methods adopted and the regulations made for the runnmg of trains 
will be critically scrutinized, and results noted. It will be advisable, there- 
fore, in all the arrangements you make, to use every precaution to insure 
the safety of passengers on the cars, and also of travelers on streets and 
highways who may be obliged to cross the tracks. 

In answer to your tirst (Question, I deem it equally as important to flag 
the electrics at Wakefield and Strong's Crossing as to flag the steam train, 
and shall therefore direct that it be done. 

In answer to your second question, " Will it be necessary to have our 
locomotives stop before crossing the junction with Sea View Railroad at 
NarragansettPier?" unless future results require it, you need not bring 
your locomotives and trains to a full stop at the junction unless signaled 
so to do : but you must approach the crossing at this junction, from either 
side, with trains at a speed which places them \mder full control. 

The operation of the trains may, and probably will, develop the necessity 
for other rules and regulations, in regard to the precautions to be observed 
in the transportation of passengers and freight.

On the 16th, a communi- 
cation was received from T. G. Hazard, Jr., Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Narragansett Pier Eailroad, which, with the reply, 
was as follows :

Dear Sir :— The electric cars began running over this road on August 
8th, between Peace Dale station and Sea View Junction, near Narra- 
gansett Pier. 

In regard to the flagging of highway crossings, over highways at Rod- 
man's Crossing and Wakelield station crossing, we would like from you 
some more definite instructions. 
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Our regular flagmen, at this season of year, are on duty from 6:35 to 6:46 
A. M., from 7:30 A. M. to 12:40 P. M., from 1:30 to 6:20 P. M., and from 
7 to 8:55 P. M. 

These same men when on duty are flagging the electric cars. When 
they are not on duty we have directed conductors of electric cars to come 
to full stop before crossing these highways, and proceed ahead to flag 
car across road. 

We would like to ask if you consider this necessary, or if it would be a 
sufficient precaution to have the car slow up and come nearly to a stop 
before crossing street, and then proceed if way is clear, without com- 
pelling conductor to get off and go ahead? 

I enclose copy of supplement to our general regulations, which applies 
particularly to this electric car traffic, and should be pleased to consider 
any suggestions you may care to make.

In the absence of the Com- 
missioner, I do not deem it wise to modify at present the instructions for 
conductors to go ahead of car and flag it over the crossings named, dur- 
ing the time the regular flagmen are off duty. By the time the Commis- 
sioner returns, the system will have been in operation long enough to 
determine to better advantage whether this precaution is needed or not, 
and he will then examine into the situation. Under present conditions I 
deem it much better to be too particular than to fall short, in the slightest 
degree, of as near absolute safety as can be obtained.

On the 25th of July the following letter was received in relation 
to the running of the electric cars across the highway, near the 
station in Warwick, viz. : 
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Providence^ R. I., July 24th, 1902. 
Hon. Edward L. Freeman, 

Bailroad Commissioner, Central Falls, i?. J. 

Dear Sir :— I wish to call your attention, as Railroad Commissioner, to 
the crossing at Warwick station, on Warwick Neck. The cars of the 
Suburban Road pass the station often without stopping, and at a high 
rate of speed. There is a great deal of travel on the highway at this time 
of year, and the view of the track from the highway is obstructed by. 
buildings, so that it is impossible for a driver of a carriage to see whether 
or not a car is approaching until his horse is upon the track. The highway 
is built on a grade of say about twenty degrees, and bicyclists frequently 
coast down the hill at high rates of speed and across the track. I believe 
that it is only a matter of time, and not a very long time either, when a 
bad accident will happen at that crossing. The company keep a flagman at 
other crossings on the road where the danger is as nothing compared with 
the Warwick crossing, for instance, at Baker's Station, just south of Lake- 
wood, where the view of the track is unobstructed on either side for a safe 
distance. I am told by those who frequent the Warwick station that 
there have been a number of narrow escapes from collision, and all with 
whom I have spoken agree that the crossing is a dangerous one and that 
a flagman ought to be stationed there. I have myself seen cars pass the 
station at a speed of at least forty miles an hour, and the only notice is 
the blowing of a compressed air whistle on the Suburban line, but no 
notice whatever from the cars that run between Apponaug and Rocky 
Point, as they have no whistle. 

I have said nothing to any of the officials of the road about the matter, 
and it might be said that it is none of my business. *But as one of the 
public, I deem it my duty to at least call attention to the crossing. 

As the Railroad Commissioner was absent Jrom the State, the 
Deputy Commissioner at once sent the following communication 
to the general manager of the Ehode Island Suburban Kail- 
way Co.:

Dear Sir:— In consequence of several complaints I call your attention 

to the crossing at the Warwick station, on Warwick Neck. Complaint is 
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made that cars pass the station often without stopping, and at a hij?h 
rate of speed, and that the only notice is the blowing of the whistle on 
some trains, and not even that on the cars between Apponaug and Rocky 
Point. Inasmuch as the view of the tracks at this point from the high- 
way is obstructed by buildings, I suggest that you give this matter your 
I prompt attention, and take such measures as will overcome the objections 

now made. After a time we can then tell whether still further precau-

CHANGES, EXTENSIONS, AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Hhode Island Company was chartered by the General Ast 
sembly on the 3d of April, 1902, but was not organized until June 
24th. Its capital paid in was $2,000,000. On that date the several 
companies owned and leased by the United Traction and Electric 
Co. were leased to the Jlhode Island Co. for a term of 999 years, 
and the said Rhode Island Co. took full control. 
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During the year there has been a slight increase in the track 
mileage of the several companies, as follows, viz. : in the city of 
Providence, 1*47 miles; in the town of Lincoln, 0*91 miles; and in 
other places, 1'22 miles, or 3*6 miles in all. By the extension of 
track in Reservoir avenue, in the city of Providence, the territory 
west of Elmwood avenue has been opened up and needed accom- 
modation furnished to the residents in that section. The exten- 
sion of the double track in Mathewson street via Jackson street, 
has to some extent relieved the congestion of traffic which for a 
long time has existed in Westminster street, by permitting the 
withdrawal of certain lines of cars from that overcrowded 
thoroughfare. 

The widening of the lower portion of South Main street, at an 
expense of about $200,000, permitting the laying of a double track 
on that street, has greatly increased the transportation facilities 
to East Providence and other points, while at the same time it 
has afforded increased comfort to the passengers by the abandon- 
ment of the tracks in South Water street for passenger traffic. 

During the past year there was inaugurated in the city of 
Providence a street -sprinkling system, by means of water 
sprinkled from specially constructed trolley cars, about twenty 
miles of street being watered daily by the railroad company. 
Three of these cars were built, and their operation was so suc- 
cessful that it is probable that all the principal streets of the city 
will be sprinkled by this method. These cars each have a capacity 
of 2,400 gallons of water, or about four times as much as can be 
carried by the largest of the old-style watering-carts. 

The new car-house on Elmwood avenue, 360 feet long by 200 
feet wide, has been completed. It contains 14 tracks, and will ac- 
j commodate 126 cars of 40 feet in length. 

The new power station on Manchester street is nearly finished. 
One engine of 2,250 horse-power has been installed and com- 
menced running, and two more engines of the same size are ap- 
proaching completion, and will be started early in the year. These 
engines are temporarily housed in a wooden structure so that they 
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can be operated while the permanent building is being completed. 
This building will be of steel and brick, covering an area of 30,000 
square feet, the roof being 110 feet above the foundations. When 
completed it will be one of the largest and best equipped railway 
power stations in thfe country. The steam plant will consist of 
sixteen 520 horse-power water tube boilers, arranged in two tiers, 
eight on the main floor and eight on the upper floor, 32 feet above 
the main floor. A coal pocket of 3,000 tons capacity will be 
located in the top of the boiler room from which the coal will fall 
by gravity to the Eoney mechanical stokers, with which all the 
boilers are to be equipped. A hoist tower will be located on the 
wharf and supplied with the necessary machinery for taking coal 
from barges or vessels, from which it will be passed first through 
a crusher to the weighing devices in the hoist tower, and from 
there to the conveyor which will deposit it in the overhead pocket. 
The same conveyor returns underneath the boilers, and will be 
used to carry the ashes from the ash-pit to loading hopper84ocated 
at the east end of the boiler room. 

The chimney, one of the largest in the country, will be 16 feet 
diameter inside, and 300 feet above the grates, built of perforated 
radial bricks. 

In the engine room there will be three 1,600 K. W. generators 
direct- connected to Filer and Stowell engines, 2,260 horse-power 
each, and two 2,500 K. W. generators direct-connected to West- 
inghouse-Corliss engines of 3,750 horse-power each. The normal 
capacity of the station will be 9,500 K. W., and 14,250 horse-power, 
capable of carrying an overload of 50 per cent, if necessary. 

The switch-board will be located upon a gallery, the cables 
from the generators being carried to it through vertical ducts in 
the building wall. 

In 1902 there has been added to the rolling stock 9 twenty-five 
feet vestibuled cars, 30 thirteen-bench open cars, 3 sprinkler 
cars, 5 snow plows, 1 wrecking car, and 1 service car. 

All new passenger cars that have been purchased within the last 
three years, with the exception of the open cars, have been of the 
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vestibule pattern. This policy will be continued in the future 
until all passenger cars not vestibuled are retired. 

The company has also ordered air brakes of the latest improved 
pattern for all its four truck cars, and as fast as they are received 
they will be applied till all the heavy cars arfe thus equipped. 

The single track mileage, including turnouts and crossovers of 
the several companies consolidated in the Rhode Island Com- 
pany within the State of Rhode Island, is 246*41 miles. 

The Sea View Railroad has made an agreement with the Narra- 
gansett Pier Railroad, and now runs its cars over the tracks of 
the latter road to Peace Dale and Wakefield. By its connection 
with the Suburban Railway at East Greenwich it runs freight cars 
from Providence to these villages, as well as to those' on its own 
line, and is building up a large freight ajad express business. 
This road suffered a great loss in the death of its president, Hon. 
Wm. Oi Clarke, which took place on the 7th of October, 1902. It 
was owing almost wholly to his efforts that the Sea View Rail- 
road was built. He was the first one to propose its building, and 
in spite of obstacles sufficient to cause most men to abandon such 
a project, he pushed the matter until at last he saw the road built 
and running from Narragansett Pier to East Greenwich. He was 
always courteous and fall of hope, and expected to see this road 
continued to Matunuck Beach and then to Westerly. His death 
was from nervous prostration, caused almost, if not wholly, by his 
untiring labors in connection with this railroad. 

The Providence & Danielson Railway Co, has during the year 
extended its tracks from Foster Center to East Killingly, Conn., 
and its cars are running on the extension ; this addition is about 
eight miles in length. It has also entered into a traffic agreement 
with the Worcester & Connecticut Eastern Railway Co. for the 
operation of its cars from East Killingly to Danielson, and for a 
freight connection at Dayville with the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Co., thus making a continuous trolley con- 
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nection between the three terminal points of Providence, Wor- 
cester, and Norwich. 

During the year the power plant has been increased by the ad- 
dition of a new power station, containing a 500 horse-power 
engine, Babcock & Wilcox boilers, and one 500 K. W. Sprague- 
Lundell generator. In addition, a system of live storage batteries 
and separate transmission line has been installed. The company 
now has 14 passenger cars, 10 freight cars, and 6 other cars. 

Tfie Columbian Street Railway Company has completed its line 
from Woonsocket to Pascoag, a distance of a little over 9 miles, 
and cars are now regularly running over it. The cars used thus 
far have been furnished by the Woonsocket Street Eailway Co. 

The Newport c& Bristol Ferry Railway Co, was chartered by the 
General Assembly on the 29th of March, 1902. The incorpo- 
rators have taken out the charter, have obtained franchises in the 
city of Newport and the towns through which it is to run, have 
made the necessary surveys, and expect to build the road during 
the coming season. This road is to run through the towns of 
Middletown and Portsmouth to Bristol Perry, where fast ferry- 
boats will run to the foot of Constitution street, Bristol, there to 
connect with the trolley line of the Bristol branch of the New 
York, New Haven A; Hartford Eailroad Co. It is expected that 
by this new line the time now necessary to go from Providence to 
Newport will be materially shortened, and that it will be an ex- 
tremely pleasant route for travellers, especially in the summer 
season. 

The Providence & Worcester Traction Co. was granted a charter 
by the General Assembly on the 4th of April, 1902. The company 
was organized October 9, 1902, but thus far have taken no steps 
to build the road, except to procure franchises in the towns of 
Lincoln and North Smithfield. It is intended to run from the 
village of Saylesville, in the town of Lincoln, where it connects 
with the lines of the Rhode Island Company, through North 
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Smithfield to the city of Woonsocket, there connecting with the 
Woonsocket Street Eailway Co. . 

The Westerly c& HopTdnton Railway Co, was chartered by the 
General Assembly on the 4th of April, 1902. The incorporators 
took out the charter and organized under its provisions on the 
1st day of May. The projectors of the road supposed that the 
arrangements had been made by which the funds necessary to 
build the road had been provided for, but when the time came the 
money was not forthcoming ; so nothing has been done except to 
procure the necessary franchises in the towns through which it 
was proposed to run. It is planned for this road to run from 
Westerly through Hopkinton to Woodville station, on the Wood 
Eiver Branch Bailroad. 

The Providence <& Biirrillville Street Railway Co, was granted 
a charter by the General Assembly on the 10th of December, 1902. 
At the time of issuing this report the charter had not been taken 
out or the company organized. 

SUMMAEY OF STATISTICS. 

There are sixteen street railroad corporations holding charters or 
doing business in this State ; of these there are but seven that are 
operated under their charters, viz. : the Rhode Island Company 
which owns, leases, or controls the Union Eailroad Co., the Paw- 
tucket Street Railway Co., the Providence Cable Tramway Co., 
the Interstate Consolidated Street Eailway Co., the Pawtuxet 
Valley Electric Street Eailway Co., the Cumberland Street Eail- 
way Co., and the Ehode Island Suburban Eailway Co.; the 
Woonsocket Street Eailway Co.; the Pawcatuck Valley Street 
Eailway Co. ; the Sea View Eailroad Co. ; the Providence & Daniel- 
son Eailway Co. ; The Columbian Street Eailway Co. ; and the Old 
Colony Eailway Co., of Massachusetts, which leases and operates 
the Newport & Fall Eiver Street Eailway Co. 

These seven corporations report 317+ miles of road in this 
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State, with 346 miles of single track. The paid up capital stock 
of all the roads is $19,510,000 ; an increase over last year of $2,538,- 
000.* They own 765 motor cars, 22 freight cars, and 81 other 
cars ; this shows an increase in motor cars of 12, and an increase 
in other cars of 10. , - 

PROPERTY AND ASSETS. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported 
as $25,033,65919, an increase over last year of $1,118,945-29. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 62,205,135 ; an in- 
crease over last year of 3,280,289. Three roads report a decrease 
in the number of passengers carried. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of all the corporations is $7,181,700 ; floating 
debt, $625,94913 ; total indebtedness, $7,807,64913. There is an 
increase in the funded debt of $1,462,000; a decrease in the floating 
debt of $159,170*67 ; an increase in total indebtedness of $1,302,- 
829*33. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations 
is 2,363, an increase over last year of 261. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by three of these corporations, as .follows : 
Union Eailroad Co., 8 per cent., $720,000. 
Pawtucket Street Eailway Co., 8 per cent., $40,000. 
Newport & Fall River Street Eailway Co., 3 per cent, on 
$557,000, and 3 per cent, on $750,000, $39,210.

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There were several other roads that reported net earning'S suffi- 
cient to pay dividends, but the net earnings were either used to 
reduce indebtedness or Carried to surplus account. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

Of the passenger cars in use 409 are warmed by electric heaters. 

GEADE CROSSINGS. 

There are 24 grade crossings of electric cars over steam rail- 
roads, and 100 direct grade crossings over highways, outside city 
limits. 

I have heretofore called the attention of the General Assembly 
to the great dangers attending the crossing of steam roads at 
grade by electric cars. The past year has shown, in several in- 
stances, where lives have been lost, that the dangers have not 
been exaggerated. I have invariably required all electric jcars to 
come to a full stop within twenty feet of a steam grade crossing, 
and not to proceed until the conductor goes to the front, sees that 
the track is clear in each direction, and gives signal to proceed. 
I am of the opinion that additional legislation will be needed, 
owing to the great increase in the weight of the electric cars, and 
also on account of the increased speed at which they are driven. 

ACCIDENTS. 

There were 136 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 13 persons were killed, and 195 in- 
jured more or less seriously. Of the persons killed, 2 were pas- 
sengers— 1 jumped from car while it was in motion, and 1 fell or 
was pushed from car by policeman ; 3 by collision of cars and 
teams ; 2 were bicycle riders, and were struck by car ; 1 was a boy 
stealing a ride on freight trailer; 2 were persons lying beside 
track ; 1 deaf old man walking on track ; 1 was injured by steam 
at power-house, and afterwards died ; and 1 was a man who was 
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suffering with small-pox ; he was struck by car, and died from the 
effects of the accident and disease. 

Of the 195 persons injured, 123 were passengers — by collision, 
62; boarding moving cars, 4; stepping from moving cars, 5; 
falling from cars, 8 ; by derailment of cars, 24 ; by sudden start- 
ing of cars, 3 ; standing on running-board, 5 ; jumping from run- 
away cars, 5 ; caused by running over dynamite sticks, 4 ; by board- 
ing car from wrong side, 1; by car striking a stone, 1; and 1 
was struck and cut by curtain from passing car. 

Eleven were employees — 3 in collision ; 2 coupling cars ; 1 fell 
from top of car ; 3 brushed from running-board ; 1 attempting to 
board moving car ; and 1 fell from car. 

Forty-four were injured by collision of cars and teams ; 13 were 
struck by cars while crossing tracks or stepping in front of cars ; 
4 by collision of cars and bicycles. 

As compared with last year, there were not as many accidents 
reported by 5 ; the number killed was 1 more, and the number in- 
jured 10 less. 

Jan, 6, Union Railroad Co. car No. 447 had just started, near 
the foot of Constitution hill, when a boy, Paul Costine, ran from 
the sidewalk and into the corner of the car. He was knocked 
down and slightly injured. 

Jan, 9, Two cars of the R. I. Suburban Railroad Co. came into 
collision, near Barry's Corner, Pontiac, and motorman E. F. Ca- 
hoone was pinned between the dasher and door of his car, and 
had his leg broken. He was taken to the R. I. Hospital. Con- 
ductor F. P. Pyne had his foot injured by freight falling on it. 
. Jan, 11, Union Railroad Co. car No. 208 was moving along 
Chestnut street, near Friendship street, when Maggie Poland, a 
little girl 10 years old, started to run across the street and ran 
into front step of car, and was thrown into the street, receiving 
slight injuries. 

Jan. 16, As the Rhode Island Co. car No. 720 was passing 
along Westminster street, in Providence, Wm. Mclntyre attempted 
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to board the car while it was in motion, and fell to the street 
and was slightly injured. 

Jan, 17, Horace Mason, who had been drinking, was standing 
on the rear platform of Union Railroad Co. car No. 612, and 
when the car took the switch on South Main street he lost his 
balance and fell into the street, and was rendered unconscious. 
He was sent to the R. I. Hospital. 

Jan, 17, Cliflford Harlow, while coupling two cars, at foot of 
College Hill, had his fingers jammed. 

Jan, 20, At 9:40 A. M. Gilbert Hopkins, a man about 70 years 
old, and very deaf, was walking on the private right of way of the 
Providence & Danielson Railroad Co., in Foster Centre, when he 
was struck by car and instantly killed. 

Jan, 21/., As Rhode Island Co. car No. 15 was proceeding along 
Charles street. Providence, J. Ross jumped from the car while it 
was in motion, and was slightly injured. 

Jan, SI, A horse took fright at a passing express car, on the 
Georgiaville road, and ran away, and one of the occupants of the 
buggy, Mrs. Wardman, was slightly injured. 

Jan, SI, Pawtucket Street Railway Co. car collided with a 
team, on Central street, Pawtucket. The wagon was overturned, 
and the driver, J. E. Spaulding, was thrown out and slightly in- 
jured. 

Feb, 7, There was a collision of the Union Railroad Co. cars, 
near the corner of Point and Plain streets, Providence, and the 
following persons were more or less injured : Mrs. McGovern, 
Mrs. McKanna, Wm. McCahey, Edith FoUis, Terence O'Brien, 
Wm. Kiernan, Mrs. John Traintor, Mrs. John Traintor, Jr., Jennie 
Hennesey, Mrs. Whitford, and John F. Manning. 

Feb, S, Union Railroad Co. car No. 623, when opposite Infan- 
try Hall, going to East Providence, left the rails, and Fred Evans, 
who was standing on the rear platform, was thrown from the car, 
and slightly injured his hip. 
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Feb, 9. Marie L. Aube ran in front of Union Bailroad Co. car 
No. 444, on Branch avenue, and was knocked down and slightly 
injured. 

Feb, 10. Union Bailroad Co. car No. 1261 was moving along 
Tockwotton street, near Benefit, when a buggy driven in the same 
direction swung directly in front of the car ; the buggy was upset, 
and the occupants, James M. Eyan and James Mulvaney, were 
thrown into the street and slightly injured. 

Feb. 20. John Daylor fell from Ehode Island Co. car No. 388 
that was stopped at the Elmwood car barn, and was injured. He 
was taken to the B. I. Hospital. 

F^eb, 26. Union Bailroad Co. car No. 420 was moving along 
Boger Williams avenue, in Phillipsdale, when Daniel Kelliher, 
walking near the track, was struck by car and thrown to one side 
and injured.

Dec. 22. Eliza Burlingame, having her arms full of bundles, at- 
tempted to board Rhode Island Co. car No. 26, on Westminster 
street, after car had started, and, missing her grip on the handle, 
fell, wrenching her shoulder. She walked home. 

Dec. 24. Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car No. 32 collided 
with a team driven by Edgar Inman, on the road between Slaters- 
ville and Harrisville. Inman was thrown out, and sustained a 
compound fracture of the jaw. Dr. Barry was summoned, and had 
him conveyed to the hospital. 

Dec. 29. Rhode Island Co. car No. 823, passing along Paw- 
tucket avenue, when the driver of a sleigh whipped up his horse 
and attempted to pass in front of car, but misjudged the distance, 
and the car struck the sleigh, throwing out the occupants ; the 
driver, Albert Guertin, and John I. Finnerin were both slightly 
injured. 

In the appendix to this report will be found the returns of ^the 
several street and steam railroad corporations chartered by, or 
doing business in, this State, with statistical tables; such new 
legislation relating to railroad corporations as has been enacted 
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by the General Assembly since my last report, including charters 
of proposed roads ; copy of the lease of the Newport & Fall River 
Street Railway Co. to the Old Colony Street Railway Co., of 
Massachusetts ; with a synopsis of the sixteenth annual report of 
the United States Interstate Commerce Commission. 

By the returns it will be seen that more passengers were killed 
and injured on the electric roads than on the steam roads. On 
the steam roads, carrying 59,075,198 passengers, there were no 
passengers killed ; on the street or electric roads, carrying 62,205,- 
135 passengers, two were killed. On the steam roads there were 
56 passengers injured, or a little less than one in a million ; on the 
street roads there were 123 passengers injured, or about two in a 
million. In the greater portion of accidents to passengers, on 
both street and st^am roads, the injuries were not of a serious 
nature. 

In the matter of accidents to employees, the figures are largely 
in favor of the trolley roads. On the steam roads there were 12 
employees killed and 280 injured ; while on the trolley roads there 
were no employees killed, and but 11 injured. 

SUGGESTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As I have before suggested to the General Assembly, there 
should be legislation in regard to the methods adopted in the 
running of cars on the street roads. 

All new cars, except open cars, should be of the vestibule pat- 
tern, and the several trolley railroads should be required, after a 
reasonable time, to replace all their present passenger cars with 
those of the vestibule pattern. 

There should also be additional legislation in relation to power 
brakes, sand boxes, and other safety appliances. 

All new companies should be required to notify the Railroad 
Commissioner, immediately upon their organization, of that fact, 
and furnish him with a full list of their oflScers, the amount of 
their capital stock, and the location of their business office. 
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They should also be required to notify him when their road is 
completed, and he should examiiie said road and its equipment 
before it is opened for transportation of passengers. 

There are many complaints that highway grade crossings of 
steam railroads, especially those near freight yards, are kept 
blocked against highway travel for a much longer time than is 
allowed by section 51, Chapter 187, of the General Laws. This is 
particularly noticeable at Pine, Dexter, and Broad streets, in the 
city of Pawtucket, and at the Titus street crossing in the town of 
Cumberland. 

It is my opinion that the railroad corporations, as a rule, intend 
to obey the laws of the State, but in the cases referred to there 
seems to be no proper authority to enforce compliance with some 
of the provisions of the statutes. 

In these highway obstructions the gatemen under no circum- 
stances will raise the gates when trains are approaching the 
crossing, and it often happens, when the gates have been lowered 
for a train, that at about the time that train leaves the crossing 
another train is close at hand ; and so the gates are left down for 
a longer time than is permitted by the law, greatly incommoding 
teams, and oftentimes encouraging foot passengers to go under 
the gates and endeavor to cross between the trains, thereby run- 
ning the risk of being struck by engine or cars. 

The real remedy for the evils complained of is to abolish these 
grade crossings ; but this, in most cases, could not be done except 
at a very large expense, and the cities and towns generally are 
not able or willing to pay 'the proportion of such expense that 
would fall upon them.

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NEW LEGISLATION CONCEENING EAILKOADS. 



CHAPTER 965. 

AN ACT PROVIDIKG FOR FREE TRANSFERS ON STREET RAIL- 
WAYS, AND IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN 
ACT PASSED AT THE JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1896, ENTITLED 
"AN ACT TO PROVIDE A SYSTEM OF FREE TRANSFERS IN 
THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES, 
AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTITLED 'AN ACT CONCERN- 
ING THE UNION RAILROAD COMPANY, PASSED AT THE 
JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1892,' " AND IN AMENDMENT OF 
AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT PRO- 
VIDING FOR A TAX ON STREET RAILWAYS,'' PASSED AT 
THE MAY SESSION, A. D. 1898, AND OF THE ACTS IN AMEND- 
MENT THEREOF AND IN ADDITION THERETO. 

[Passed March 28, 1902.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Every corporation operating lines of street railway in this 
state, accepting the provisions of this act, shall, on or before the tenth 
day of July, A. D. 1902, provide a system of free transfer tickets on its 
lines, which shall enable any passenger, paying the regular fare of five 
cents on any car operated by such corporation, to ride from the i>oint in 
any city or town where he enters such car to any other point in such city 
or town reached by a second car operated by the same corporation upon a 
track which physically intersects or connects, at a i)oint toward which 
such passenger first took passage, with the track upon which such pas- 
senger fin»t took passage— the purpose of this provision being to make it 
possible for one passenger to go, by means of one transfer, from any point 
within the present limits of any such city or town reached by any line of 
cars as the same may from time to time be established by any such cor- 
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poration, by a continuous trip as near as may be, in the car in which he 
first takes passage, and by a second car running on any track connecting or 
intersecting as aforesaid, and used or operated by the same corporation, to 
any point within said limits reached by such second car, upon payment of 
a single fare of five cents, which fare said corporation is hereby authorized 
to charge : Provided, hotoever, (1) That no passenger shall be entitled to 
a transfer ticket unless he demands the same at the time of paying a cash 
fare. (2) That a transfer ticket shall not entitle a passenger to be trans- 
ported upon any intersecting or connecting track, unless such passenger 
takes passage, at the point of intersection or connection, on the first car 
which passes such point after the passenger arives thereat, and which is 
being operated over the connecting or intersecting track in the direction 
in which the passenger desires to go. (3) That such corporation shall not 
be required to issue any transfer ticket which will enable a passenger to 
return towards the point where he first took passage, by a line running 
parallel with or in substantially the same general direction as the one from 
which he is transferred. (4) That no person shall be entitled to a transfer 
in any case where he can reach his point of destination on the lines of said 
company, from the point where he first takes passage, without such trans- 
fer, upon payment of a single fare of five cents. (5) That transfer tickets 
shall not be assignable or transferable to any other person, but shall be 
used only by the person to whom issued. (6) That such corporation shall 
be required to issue only one transfer ticket for a five-cent fare, and such 
ticket shall entitle a passenger to a transfer from the car in which he be- 
gins his journey to a second car, but not further. (7) That such corpora- 
tion may designate upon such tickets the route or routes upon which, and 
the direction in which, such tickets will be received in lieu of fare, and the 
time within which such tickets must be presented in order to be so re- 
ceived. And no such ticket shall be valid unless presented at the point 
and within the time designated upon a car of such corporation operated 
over the route and in the direction indicated upon such ticket, and by the 
passenger to whom such ticket has been issued by the company or its 
agent at the time of receiving from such passenger a regular fare ; and 
such corporation may establish and print on such tickets all such other 
reasonable rules and regulations as may be required to prevent fraud in 
the issue or use of such transfer tickets, so that the same may not be used 
contrary to the purpose and intent of this section. 

Skc. 2. If any person, other than the passenger to whom a transfer 
ticket has been issued, shall present such ticket to the conductor of any 
car in lieu of payment of fare, or if any person shall present such ticket 
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to such conductor in lieu or payment of fare at a time other than the time 
when or at a place other than the place where such ticket is hy its terms 
made valid, such conductor may take up such ticket and demand from 
such person the payment of a regular fare ; and if such payment is re- 
fused, may eject such person from such car. 

Sec. 3. No transfer ticket giving or purporting to give the right of 
transfer from one car to another car shall be issued, sold, or. given to any 
I>erson except a passenger, nor at any time except when a regular fare is 
paid, nor by any person except the conductor or other agent of the cor- 
poration who receives such fare : Provided, that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent a passenger or other person who has lawfully received a 
transfer ticket from delivering the same to any conductor or other agent 
of the corporation acting in the discharge of his duties. 

Sec. 4. No person shall purchase or receive any transfer ticket giving 
or purporting to give the right of transfer from one car to another, except 
from a conductor to whom such person has paid a regular fare ; nor shall 
any person, except a passenger who has received a transfer ticket upon 
payment of a regular fare, present or offer any such ticket to the con- 
ductor of any car. for passage : Provided, however, that this section shall 
not apply to conductors or other agents of any such corporation who re- 
ceive transfers in the regular discharge of their duties. 

Sec. 5. Every person violating any of the provisions of sections 3 or 4 
of this act shall be fined not less than five nor more than twenty dollars 
for each offence. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be entitled to a transfer upon any street rail- 
way within this state operated by a company which accepts the pro- 
visions of this act, except under the conditions and subject to the limita- 
tions and restrictions herein contained ; and all acts and parts of acts, 
and all other regulations, requirements, or provisions, relating to transfers 
on street railways, which are inconsistent with this section are hereby re- 
pealed, cancelled, and annulled. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect from and after its passage, but its 
provisions shall not apply to any corporation until such provisions shall 
have been accepted and assented to in writing by such corporation and 
such written assent is delivered by such corporation to the secretary of 
state. Such corporation shall, in and by said acceptance, agree to pro- 
vide and maintain the system of transfers herein required, subject to the 
conditions of this act, upon all street railways within this state then or 
thereafter operated by it ; and the secretary of state is hereby authorized 
and directed to receive such acceptance in the name and behalf of the 
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state of Rhode Island and under its seal, and to sign, seal, and execute 
such acceptance in duplicate, and to deliver one of said duplicates to every 
such accepting corporation immediately upon its tiling such acceptance, 
and to retain the other in his custody ; and thereupon the provisions of 
this act shall be binding and in full force between the state and such as- 
senting corporation, and shall not be altered or amended without the 
consent of both parties ; and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed : Provided, however, that corporations now oper- 
ating street railways in this state, accepting the provisions of this act, 
shall do so within six days after the passage of this act ; and provided, 
further, that any corporation created by the general assembly at its 
present or at any future session may accept the provisions of this act, in 
the manner and with the effect above prescribed, at any time within 
thirty days after the organization of such corporation; and that every 
such corporation so accepting shall introduce the system of transfers, 
above provided for, upon the lines of street railway operated by it within 
this state, on the tenth of July, A. D. 1902, or as soon thereafter as it 
commences to operate such street railways.

CHAPTER 972. 

AN ACT IK AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 107 OF THE GENE- 
RAL LAWS, ENTITLED "OF RAILROAD AND STEAMBOAT 
POLICE." 

[Passed April 8, 1003.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter 107 of the General Laws is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

** Section 1. The governor may from time to time, upon the applica- 
tion of any common carrier of passengers, commission during his pleasure 
one or more persons designated by such common carrier, who, having 
been duly sworn, may act at its expense as policemen upon the premises 
used by it in its business and upon its cars and vessels. When any such 
commission is issued or revoked the secretary of state shall notify the 
clerk of the common pleas division of the supreme court of each county 
in which it is intended that such policemen shall act. 

" Sec. 2. Every such officer shall, when on duty, wear in plain sight a 
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metallic badge inscribed with the words * Railroad police ' and the name 
or initials of the corporation for which he is appomted ; or * Steamboat 
police/ according to his appointment. 

" Sec. 3. Railroad police oflftcers may preserve order within and upon 
the premises and cars of the corporation upon whose petition they were 
appointed ; may arrest without a warrant intoxicated or disorderly per- 
sons frequenting such premises or cars and by their presence or conduct, 
or by profane or indecent language, obstructing or annoying travellers 
using the same, and may take such persons to the nearest police station 
or other place of lawful detention. 

"Sec. 4. If a passenger upon a railroad train refuses to pay his fare, 
or is noisy or disorderly, a railroad police oflftcer may arrest him without a 
warrant, and remove him to the baggage or other suitable car of such 
train and confine him there until the arrival of such train at some station 
where such passenger can be placed in charge of an officer, who shall take 
him to some place of lawful detention. 

** Sec. 5. Steamboat police officers shall have similar powers upon the 
vessels and boats of the carriers upon whose petition they were appointed, 
and upon the premises and at the wharves and landing places owned or 
used by such carrier, to those given by the preceding two sections to 
railroad police officers. 

"Sec. 6. Any person arrested without a warrant under the provisions 
of the preceding three sections may be detained until a complaint can be 
made against him, and he be taken upon a warrant issued upon such com- 
plaint: Provided, that such arrest and detention without a warrant shall 
not continue longer than the space of six hours when such arrest is made 
between the hours of four o'clock in the morning and eight o'clock in the 
evening, and when made at any other hours the person arrested shall not 
be so detained after ten o'clock in the morning of the following day. 
The district court having jurisdiction within the district in which such 
person is detained shall have jurisdiction of the offences specified in the 
preceding three sections, and any person found guilty of any of such 
offences shall be fined not exceeding twenty dollars. 

**Sec. 7. Railroad and steamboat police officers shall be paid by the 
corporation or carrier upon whose petition they were appointed, and such 
corporation or carrier shall be liable to parties for any official misconduct 
of such officers to the same extent as for torts of agents and servants in 
their employment, but no town or city shall be responsible for the acts of 
such officers. 

** Sec. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage."

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CHAPTER 993. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF SECTION 25 OF CHAPTER 187 
OF THE GENERAL LAWS, ENTITLED "OF RAILROAD COR- 
PORATIONS." 

[Passed April 4, 1902.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Section 26 of Chapter 187 of the General Laws is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 25. Every railroad corporation shall carry on each passenger car 
operated by steam a sufficient quantity of good water, with suitable ves- 
sels for using the same, and every railroad corporation refusing or neg- 
lecting to comply with the requirements of this section shall be fined 
twenty-five dollars." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect immediately. 



CHAPTER 1004. 

AN ACT TO REGULATE THE HOURS OF LABOR OF CERTAIN 
EMPLOYEES OF STREET RAILWAY CORPORATIONS. 

[Passed April 4, 1002.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. A day's work for all conductors, gripmen, and motormen 
now employed or who may hereafter be employed in the operation of all 
street railways, of whatever motive power, in this state shall not exceed 
ten hours' work, to be performed within twelve consecutive hours. No 
officer or agent of any corporation operating street cars, of whatever 
motive power, in this state shall on any day exact from any of its said 
employees more than the said ten hours' work within the twenty-four 
hours of the natural day, and within twelve consecutive hours : Provided, 
however, that on all legal holidays, and on occasions when an unexpected 
contingency arises demanding more than the usual service by such street 
railway corporation to the public, or from such employees to the corpora- 
tion, and in case of accident or unavoidable delay, extra labor may be per- 
formed for extra compensation ; and that nothing herein contained shall 
affect existing written contracts. 
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Sec. 2. That it is the true intent and purpose of this act to limit the 
usual hours of labor of the employees of street railway corporations, as 
aforesaid, to ten hours' actual work a day, to be performed within a period 
of twelve consecutive hours, as aforesaid, whether such employees be em- 
ployed by the trip or trips, the job, the hour, the day, the week, the month, 
or in any other manner. 

Sec. 3. Any street railway corporation violating any of the provisions 
of the preceding sections of this act shall be fined not less than one hun- 
dred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, one-half thereof to the use 
of the complainant and the other half to the use of the state. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of June, A. D. 1902. 
(See Chapter 1045.) 



CHAPTER 1008. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT 
PASSED AT THE JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1902, ENTITLED 
"AN ACT PROVIDING FOR FREE TRANSFERS ON STREET

WAYS,' PASSED AT THE MAY SESSION, A. D. 1898, AND OF

[Passed April 4, 1902.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Every corporation operating lines of street railway within 
this state, which has failed to accept the provisions of an act providing 
for free transfers on street railways, passed at the present session of the 
general assembly, within the period of six days limited for the acceptance 
of said act by such corporation, shall, on or before the tenth day of July, 
A. D. 1902, provide a system of free transfer tickets upon its lines in 
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accordance with the provisions of said act as hereby amended. Every 
such company shall be subject to all the duties and liabilities imposed by 
said act ; and all the rules, regulations, penalties, and provisions imposed 
by or contained in said act with reference to transfers, or to the issue and 
use of transfer tickets, shall apply with reference to transfers and to 
transfer tickets issued by such company, in accordance with the provisions 
of this act : Provided, that no person shall be entitled to receive a trans- 
fer ticket upon any car operated by such street railway company until he 
has paid the full fare which such company may lawfully have established 
between the point where such person first takes a car and the point of 
intersection or connection at which such ticket entitled such person to 
take a second car ; nor shall any transfer ticket entitle any person to ride 
in such second car a greater distance from such point of intersection or 
connection than he would be entitled to ride upon such second car upon 
payment of a five cent fare. 

Sec. 2. If any street railway company which has not accepted the pro- 
visions of the act hereby amehded, within the period of six days limited 
for such acceptance by said act, shall accept the provisions of said act, as 
hereby amended, and provide the system of free transfers required by this 
act on or before the tenth day of July, A. D. 1902, such acceptance shall 
be received by the secretary of state in the name and behalf of the state 
of Rhode Island and under its seal, in the same manner and with the same 
effect as the acceptance provided for in section 7 of the act of which this 
act is an amendment. But if any such company shall fail to file such 
acceptance with the secretary of state and to provide for the system of 
transfer herein required, on or before the tenth day of July, A. D. 1902, it 
shall be the duty of the attorney-general to enforce compliance with the 
provisions of section 1 of this act, by mandamus or by other appropriate 
proceedings, notwithstanding the failure of such company to file such 
acceptance. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section l. H. Martin Brown, J. Edward Studley, and Stephen O.

body corporate under the name of The Ehode Island Company, with all 
the powers and privileges and subject to all the duties iind liabilities ap- 
plicable to such corporations set forth in Chapters 177 and 187 of the Gen- 
eral Laws and all acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto ; with 
power to lease, purchase, acquire, hold, possess, exercise, use, enjoy, and 
dispose of the property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, and fran- 
chises of any and every gas company, electric lighting company, and street 
railway company incorporated under the laws of the state of Ehode 
Island ; and with power also to acquire, hold, and dispose of the stocks, 
bonds, securities, and obligations of any and every such company, and of 
any and every corporation, wherever organized, which owns or controls at 
least a majority of the stock of any such company. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company, to be paid in at the time of 
its organization, shall not exceed two million dollars, and shall be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each. The capital stock may be in- 
creased from time to time thereafter by vote of a majority in interest of 
the stockholders of the corporation : Provided, that no issue of stock 
shall be valid until the tax provided for by section 16 of Chapter 29 of the 
General Laws upon the amount of the same has been paid into the gen- 
eral treasury for the use of the state. 

Sec. 8. The government of said corporation shall be vested in a board 
of directors, who shall be stockholders, the number whereof shall be fixed 
by the by-laws, but shall not consist of l^ss than five persons, who shall 
be chosen in such manner and at such times and places as said corporation 
shall by its by-laws prescribe. Said corporation shall have a president, 
secretary, and treasurer, who shall be chosen as the by-laws may direct 
and shall hold their offices until others are chosen in their stead. The 
president shall be chosen from among the directors, and the treasurer 
shall give bond in such sum and with such surety or sureties as shall be 
required by the by-laws for the faithful discharge of his duties. The cor- 
poration may choose and appoint such other officers, committees, and 
agents as it may deem needful, and their duties and terms of office shall 
be such as may be prescribed by the by-laws. Said board of directors 
shall have power to make and prescribe such by-laws, rules, and regu- 
lations in relation to the management of the property and affairs of the 
company as may from time to time seem needful and proper to it, and 
may amend or repeal the same at its pleasure. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation shall have power to acquire, by lease, pur- 
chase, or otherwise, such real and personal estate as may be necessary or 
convenient for the purposes for which said' corporation is organized, and

to dispose of and convey all such real and personal estate and all other 
property and all«rights, powers, privileges, and franchises which it may 
from time to time acquire, have, or enjoy under or by virtue of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 5. Said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered from 
time to time to acquire, by lease, purchase, or otherwise, upon such terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon, the property, rights, contracts, 
powers, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, exercised, or 
enjoyed by any gas company, electric lighting company, or street railway 
company, now incorporated or w^hich may hereafter be incorporated under 
the laws of this state, and may issue its capital stock, or obligations, or 
both, at not less than par in payment for the property, rights, contracts, 
powers, privileges, and franchises so acquired ; and any capital stock 
issued for such purpose shall be deemed full paid and non-assessable. 
And this corporation is also authorized and empowered to hold, use, oper- 
ate, exercise, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, contracts, powers, 
privileges, and franchises acquired by lease, purchase, or otherwise, as 
aforesaid. If this corporation shall acquire by purchase, lease, or other- 
wise, all the shares of capital stock, or all the property, or both, of any 
such company, it shall be vested with all the rights, privileges, powers, 
and franchises of such company. And any corporation owning or holding 
such property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, or franchises, at a 
meeting called for the purpose of taking the same into consideration, upon 
notice of the time, place, and object of such meeting, published in the 
city or town in which the principal office of the company is located, in 
two newspapers, twice a week for four weeks, or if all the newspapers 
published in said city or town be weekly papers, then once a week for four 
weeks, or, if no newspaper be published in said city or town, then twice 
a week for four weeks in some newspaper published in the county in 
which said city or town is located, after a vote of a majority in interest of 
its stockholders so to do, may sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of such 
property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges or franchises to this corpo- 
ration for a consideration to be paid in cash, shares, and obligations of 
the latter, or in either or any of them. Any stockholder of any such cor- 
poration owning or holding such property, rights, contracts, powers, 
privileges, or franchises, whose property and franchises shall be sold, 
leased, or otherwise disposed of, who shall not assent to such sale, lease, 
or other disposition of the same, or who shall resist or object thereto, may, 
at any time within thirty days after the making of such sale, lease, or 
other disposition, apply by petition to the appellate division of the 
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supreme court, or to a judge of said court in vacation, if no such court 
sits within such period, on reasonable notice to such company, to appoint 
three disinterested persons to estimate the damage, if any, done to such 
stockholder by said proposed sale, lease, or other disposition, and whose 
award, or that of a majority of them, when confirmed by the said court, 
shall be final and conclusive ; and the persons so appointed shall also 
appraise said stock of such stockholder at the full market value thereof, 
without regard to any depreciation or appreciation in consequence of said 
sale, lease, or other disposition ; and the said company may, at its elec- 
tion, either pay to the said stockholder the amount of damages so found 
and awarded, if any, or the value of the stock so ascertained and deter- 
mined ; and upon payment of the value of the stock, as aforesaid, the 
said stockholder shall transfer the stock so held by him to said company, 
to be disposed of by the directors of said company or to be retained 
for the benefit of the remaining stockholders; and in case the value 
of said stock, as aforesaid, is not so paid within thirty days from 
the filng of the said award and confirmation by said court and 
notice to said company, the damages so found and confirmed shall be 
a judgment against said company and collected as other judgments in 
said court are by law recoverable. Said company shall in all cases pay 
all the costs of proceedings taken under this section for the award of 
damages and the appraisal of stock, said costs to be taxed by the clerk 
of the court, and to be recovered as other costs are recoverable. 

Sec. 6. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered by purchase, 
lease, or otherwise, to acquire, hold, and dispose of the stocks, bonds, 
securities, and other obligations, or the income and dividends therefrom, 
of any and every such gas company, electric lighting company, or street 
railway company, and of any and every corporation, wherever organized, 
which owns or controls at least a majority of the stock of any such com- 
pany, and to issue its capital stock or obligations at not less than par in 
payment for the same ; and stock of this corporation, when so issued, 
shall be deemed full paid and non-assessable. 

Sec. 7. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered, from time 
to time, to guarantee the contracts, and the stock, bonds, and other obli- 
gations, and the dividends and interest thereon, of any and every such 
street railway company, gas company, or electric lighting company, and 
of any and every corporation, wherever organized, which owns or controls 
at least a majority of the stock of any such company. 

Sec. 8. From and after the acceptance of the provisions of Chapter 580 
of the Public Laws, passed at the May session, A. D, 1898, as hereby 
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modified, and of the acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto as 
so modified, the Rhode Island Company shall pay a tax to the state upon 
its gross earnings from the street railway lines leased, owned, or operated 
by it within the state as follows, viz. : until October 1, 1902, 1 per cent 
upon such gross earnings ; thereafter, and until October 1, 1903, li per 
cent, upon such gross earnings ; thereafter, and until October 1, 1904, li per 
cent, upon such gross earnings; thereafter, and until October 1, 1905, If 
per cent, upon such gross earnings ; and thereafter two per cent, annually 
upon such gross earnings. Said payments shall be made to the general 
treasurer of the state on or before the first day of October in each year, 
and shall be computed upon the gross earnings for the year ending on the 
thirtieth day of June next preceding ; and such payments shall be held 
and taken to be in lieu of and in substitution for all payments which the 
Rhode Island Company, or any company whose property, rights, privileges, 
or franchises the Rhode Island Company may ^t the time of such pay- 
ments have acquired or become entitled to exercise or enjoy, might, but 
for the provisions of this section, be required to make to the state, by 
reason of the acceptance by any such company of the provisions of Chap- 
ter 580 of the Public Laws and the several acts in amendment thereof and 
in addition thereto : Provided, that nothing herein contained shall relieve 
any company from its obligation to pay the tax imposed by said chapter 
580 upon any gross earnings received by it for any period prior to the time 
when its property, rights, privileges, and franchises are so acquired by the 
Rhode Island Company. The Rhode Island Company niay accept and 
assent to the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Public Laws, as modified by 
this section as to said company, and the several acts in amendment of and 
in addition to said chapter, as so modified, at any time within thirty days 
after its organization ; and from and after such acceptance and assent said 
Rhode Island Company shall, with respect to all street railway lines then 
and thereafter leased, owned, or operated by it within this state, be en- 
titled to all the rights, powers, privileges, and immunities, and subject to 
all the duties and liabilities, granted to and conferred or imposed upon 
street railway corporations accepting said acts by the terms thereof, ex- 
cepting only that the tax to be paid by said Rhode Island Company to the 
state in consideration of the agreements on the part of the state in said 
act contained shall be fixed and determined as in this section provided, 
instead of in the manner provided in sections 1 and 5 of said chapter 580, 
and that the provisions of section 4 of said chapter 580, and of Chapter 737 
of the Public Laws in amendment thereof, shall not apply to said Rhode 
Island (Company, and that the provisions of said chapter 580 shall not be 
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in any way limited by the provisions of Chapter 373 of the Public Laws, 
passed at the January session, A. D. 1896. 

Sec. 9. Upon the acquisition by the Rhode Island Company, in any 
manner authorized by this act, of the property, rights, powers, privileges, 
and franchises of any gas company or electric lighting company incorpo- 
rated under the laws of this state, the Rhode Island Company shall^ so long 
as it continues to exercise the same, discharge the obligations of the com- 
pany whose rights, power, privileges, and franchises are so acquired to 
pay to the several cities and towns all sums which such company is then 
or may thereafter become imder obligation to pay to them, as a tax upon 
its gross earnings, under the provisions of any law or of any contract with 
the state or with any city or town ; and the Rhode Island Company shall 
pay such sums accordingly. It shall be the duty of said Rhode Island 
Company to continue to exercise said rights, powers, privileges, and fran- 
chises, and to make said payments to the several cities and towns, not- 
withstanding the expiration of the period of time named in any existing 
contracts or agreements, until such time as new contracts or agreements 
shall be made ; and thereafter it shall pay such sums, not less, however, 
than those paid at the expiration of such periods, as may be fixed by such 
new contracts or agreements. The Rhode Island Company may, at any 
time within thirty days after its organization, accept the provisions of 
this section, and agree to make the payments herein required to be made ; 
and from and after such acceptance the Rhode Island Company shall pay, 
in addition to the payments hereinbefore mentioned, a tax to the state of 
one per cent, per annum upon the gross earnings of said company from 
the sale of gas and electricity. Said payments shall be made to the gen- 
eral treasurer of the state on or before the first day of October in each 
year, and shall be computed upon the gross earnings for the year ending 
on the 30th day of June next preceding. From and after such acceptance, 
and until it makes default in the payments in this section required to be 
made, neither said Rhode Island Company nor any company whose prop- 
erty, rights, powers, privileges, and franchises it may at any time acquire 
in manner authorized by this act shall be subject to. any taxes, imposts, 
excises, or burthens, except those hereinbefore mentioned, upon its rights, 
powers, privileges, or franchises, nor to any provisions, limitations, regu- 
lations, or restrictions as to the earnings derived from the use and exercise 
thereof, or as to the amount or the application of the same, or as to divi- 
dends which may be paid : Provided, however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to relieve the Rhode Island Company, nor any 
gas or electric lighting company, the property, rights, powers, privileges,

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and franchises of whicl\ are acquired by said Rhode Island Company, from 
the obligation to pay to any city or town any tax which may be lawfully 
assessed upon the lands, buildings, or other tangible property of such 
company, or from the obligation to repair any highway which may be dug 
up or otherwise disturbed by it or under its direction, for the construction, 
repair, or removal of any of its poles, wires, pipes, mains, conduits, or 
other appurtenances. And such acceptance and agreement by the Rhode 
Island Company shall impose upon it the duty, and shall, in consideration 
of the payments by this section required to be made, vest in said company 
the right to have, exercise and enjoy, until default in the payments by 
tliis section required to be made, all the rights, powers, privileges, and 
franchises which it has at the time of such acceptance or which may 
thereafter be granted to or acquired by it, and all such i^ights, powers, 
privileges, and franchises which are or may be hereafter vested in other 
corporations and which may be acquired by said Rhode Island Company 
in manner authorized by this act, to manufacture, generate, distribute, 
and sell gas or electricity, and to construct, lay, place, maintain, use, and 
operate poles, wires, pipes, mains, conduits, and other appliances and ap- 
purtenances necessary or convenient for the distribution and sale of gas 
or electricity upon, over, through, and under the streets, avenues, high- 
ways, and public places in the several cities and towns in which such 
poles, wires, pipes, mains, conduits, and other appliances and appurte- 
nances may at the time of such acceptance be actually located, or in which 
they may thereafter be lawfully located. And from and after such ac- 
ceptance, all the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Public Laws, and the 
acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto, with reference to the 
revocation of locations, and the granting of new locations, and to the com- 
mencement of actions for the recovery of payments, and to the determi- 
nation of defaults in payment, and of forfeitures therefor, shall apply 
with reference to the payments required by this section, and to the com- 
mencement of actions for the recovery of such payments, and to the de- 
termination of defaults in such payments, and of forfeitures therefor, and 
to the revocation of the locations of and the granting of new locations for 
any poles, wires, pipes, mains, conduits, or other appliances or appurte- 
nances for the distribution of gas or electricity, leased, owned, or operated 
by this company, and located in the streets, avenues, highways, and public 
places of any city or town : Provided, however, that the approval of the 
railroad commissioner shall not be required to give effect to any order of 
a city or town council revoking the location of any such poles, wires, 
pipes, mains, conduits, or other appliances or appurtenances ; but any 
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party aggrieved by such reyocation may appeal directly to the justices of 
the supreme court assigned to the appellate division, who shall thereupon 
proceed in the same manner as is prescribed in section 3 of said chapter 
580 in case of an appeal to said justices from the revocation of a atreet 
railway location. 

Sec. 10. The Rhode Island Company shall not at any time charge, in 
any city or town, for its service upon the lines of any railway company 
whose property, rights, powers, privileges, or franchises it may acquire, 
any greater rate of fare than the company whose rights, powers, privi- 
leges, and franchises it so acquires was actually charging at the time of 
such acquisition for the same or equivalent service ; nor shall the Rhode 
Island Company charge, in any city or town, any greater price for gas or 
electricity than the price at which any gas or electric light company 
whose property, rights, powers, privileges, or franchises it may acquire is 
actually charging in such city or town, at the time of such acquisition, 
for gas or electricity, the rates of charge in all instances to be reckoned in 
United States gold coin of the present standard of weight and fineness, or 
in the equivalent thereof in actual value in other lawful money of the 
United States. 

Sec. 11. The Rhode Island Company shall, at the time of making pay- 
ment of any tax required to be paid by it to the state by this act, make 
and file with the general treasurer a certificate, signed and sworn to by its 
treasurer or other officer designated by its board of directors, setting forth 
the gross earnings of the company upon which such tax is to be paid for 
the year ending the 30th of June next preceding the date of such payment. 
The return so made shall be in lieu of the return required to be made by 
section 1 of Chapter 918 of the Public Laws, and failure to make the 
return hereby required shall subject said company to all the liabilities 
imposed by section 2 of said chapter 018. 

Sec. 12. Every acceptance of and assent to any of the provisions of 
this or of any other act of the general assembly which is by this act per- 
mitted to be made shall be the same in form, and in its effect upon the 
rights of the accepting company and the state, as fixed by this act, as the 
acceptance provided for by section 7 of Chapter 680 of the Public Laws ; 
and the secretary of state is hereby authorized and directed to accept, 
execute, and deliver such acceptances in the manner prescribed by said 
section. 

Sec. 13. Whenever the tax upon capital stock of said corporation to 
the amount of two million dollars has been paid into the general treasury, 
as provided by section 16 of Chapter 29 of the General Laws, the secretary 
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of state shall Issue and deliver to the incorporators a certified copy of this 
act, under the seal of the state, and said corporation may then be organ- 
ized ; and he shall thereafter, from time to time, upon application by the 
directors or other proper officers of the corporation, and upon payment of 
the tax prescribed by said section 16 in case of increase of capital stock, 
issue his certificates to said corporation, authorizing the issue of addi- 
tional capital stock to the amount for which. such tax has been paid. 

Sec. 14. Said corporation shall be located and have an office or place of 
business in the city of Providence, or in such other town or city within 
this state as its by-laws may prescribe. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NEWPORT AND BRISTOL 
FERRY RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed MarGh:29, 1902.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section l. Melville Bull, Frederick B. Coggeshall, Louis J. Deady, 
George A. Weaver, Edward A. Brown, Anthony S. Sherman, James R. 
Chase, Frank G. Sweeney, James Anthony, Edward Almy, Frank R. 
Tallman, Henry C. Anthony, George R. Lawton, Harry T. Gibbs; and 
Stanton . M. Foye, their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby 
made a body corporate .under the name of the Newport and Bristol Ferry 
Railway Company, with all the powers and privileges and subject to all 
the duties and liabilities applicable to such corporations set forth in 
Chapters 177 and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in amendment 
thereof or in addition thereto, with power to locate, construct, maintain, 
operate, and use a railway or railways for the transportation of passen- 
gers and express matter, with convenient single or double tracks, switches, 
turnouts, and branches for cars or carriages, with all suitable and conven- 
ient poles, wires, rails, conduits, and other machinery, appliances and 
appurtenances, in the public highways and elsewhere in the city of New- 
port and in the towns of Middletown and Portsmouth, to be operated by 
electric power or by any power other than steam, between such points in 
such highways as shall be fixed by the city and town councils of said city 
and towns respectively, with the assent of said corporation in writing 
expressed and filed with said councils, and upon and over such of the 
streets and highways of said city and towns as shall be from time to time 
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fixed and determined by said councils, with the written assent of said 
corporation fil^d as aforesaid, and also over and on such other lands in 
said city and towns, with the consent of the owner or owners thereof, as 
said corporation ];nay elect to build their road or roads, and over such 
other lands in said towns as said corporation may acquire by condemna- 
tion as hereinafter provided ; and all tracks of said railway in the high- 
ways shall be laid at such distance from the sidewalks in said city and in 
said towns as the councils of said city and towns respectively in their 
orders fixing the route of said railway may determine, with power also to 
erect and maintain stations for generating or furnishing electricity or 
other power for operating said railway or railways, and for furnishing 
light and heat for the cars, stations, and other premises and property of 
said company, with full power to furnish and sell electricity for heat, 
power, and lighting to other persons or corporations upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreeable to this corporation : Provided, however, 
that said corporation shall not lay out, construct, use, or continue said 
railway or railways over or through the highways in said towns and city 
unless with the consent of the councils of said city and towns respect- 
ively, and upon compliance with such reasonable rules and regulations 
as said councils may impose. 

Sec. 2. Notice to abutters on the highways in which it is proposed to 
lay the tracks of said corporation shall be given by publication in one or 
more newspapers published in the county in which such tracks are pro- 
posed to be laid fourteen days at least before the location -of any such 
tracks, and also by posting in three public places in each town and city in 
which such location is proposed notices of said proposed location fourteen 
days at least before the same shall be made. 

Sec. 3. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and main- 
tained upon such grade as the councils of said city and towns respect- 
ively may prescribe, but shall not cross any steam railroad tracks at the 
same grade. And whenever in the judgment of said corporation it shall 
be necessary to alter the grade of any street or highway so occupied by 
such railway or railways, such alterations shall be made at the expense of 
said corporation with the assent of the councils of the said city and towns 
respectively. 

Sec. 4. Said railway or railways may be operated by electricity or any 
power other than steam, as may be from time to time determined, and 
said corporation shall have power from time to time and at all times to 
use such system or systems of electric power and to fix such rates of fare 
and express as they may deem expedient. 
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Sec. 5. The councils of said city and towns shall have power at all 
times to make such reasonable regulations, conformable to the general 
laws of the state, as to the rate of speed of the cars of said corporation 
and the mode of use of its tracks within the limits of said city and towns 
respectively as the public convenience and safety may require. 

Sec. 6. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways, and every 
portion thereof, over or through which they shall lay rails in as good con- 
dition as they were before the same were laid, and it shall keep and main- 
tain in repair such portions of the streets and highways as shall be occu- 
pied by its tracks, and shall be liable for any loss or injury sustained by 
any person by reason of any carelessness, neglect, or misconduct of its 
agents or servants in the management, construction, or use of said tracks 
or streets ; and in case any judgment shall be recovered against said city 
or either of said towns by reason of any such misconduct, defect, or want 
of repairs, said corporation shall be liable to pay to such city or towns any 
sums thus recovered against them, together with all costs and reasonable 
expenditures incurred by them respectively in the defence of any such suit 
or suits in which recovery may be had. And said corporation shall not 
encumber any portion of the streets or highways not occupied by said 
tracks except so far as may be necessary in building, repairing, or operat- 
ing its railway or railways. 

Sec. 7. If any person shall willfully and maliciously obstruct said cor- 
poration in the use or operation of its railway or railways or in the pass- 
ing of its cais or carriages thereon, such person, and all who shall be aid- 
ing and abetting therein, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 8. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully or 
maliciously obstruct any street or highway or the passing of any carriage 
over the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 0. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the councils 
of said city and towns, respectively, from entering upon and taking up 
any of the public streets, highways, or bridges traversed by said corpora- 
tion, for any purpose for which they may lawfully enter upon or take up 
the same. 

Sec. 10. Said corporation may lease, purchase, and hold such real 
estate or personal property, within said city and towns or either of them, 
as may be convenient or necessary for the purposes for which said corpora- 
tion is created. 

Sec. 11. If the tracks or rails of said corporation, or any part thereof. 
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in any street or highway shall be abandoned, or the use thereof discon- 
tinued for any cause withm the control of said corporation for the term of 
one year, the tracks or rails so abandoned or discontinued shall be taken 
up by said corporation, and the street or highway where the same is so 
taken up shall be put in good repair at said corporation's expense ; and if 
the said tracks or rails shall not be taken up within thirty days after 
notice to take up the same shall have been given to said corporation by 
the councils of said city or towns, respectively, such city or towns may 
take up the same at the cost and expense of said corporation. 

Sec. 12. The corporation hereby created may construct, maintain, 
operate, and use a ferry, with suitable and convenient approaches thereto 
from any public highway, from some convenient point in the town of 
Bristol, across tidewater to some convenient point in the town of Ports- 
mouth and from said convenient point in the town of Portsmouth to said 
convenient point in the town of Bristol, and thereupon and thereafter said 
corporation shall have all the rights, powers, privileges, and immunities 
necessary and proper to construct, maintain, operate, and use such ferry 
for the transportation of passengers and freight in connection with its said 
railway, between said convenient points, as aforesaid, and to acquire, con- 
struct, and maintain all necessary and convenient wharves, slips, buildings, 
ways, approaches, and appurtenances or appliances on the land or in the 
waters between said convenient points necessary for the proper and con- 
venient management of said railway and ferry and the transfer of cars, 
passengers, and express matter to and from said ferry, with full power to 
purchase, possess, build, charter, hire, maintain, operate, run, lease, and 
enjoy such steamboats and all other kinds of vessels, whether operated by 
steam, sail, or other power, and to purchase, acquire, lease, use, and enjoy 
such real estate, including wharves, buildings, and approaches, and such 
personal property as said company may deem advantageous, with full 
power to employ any or all of its vessels in carrying passengers, freight, 
and mails between the points between which said ferry may be estab- 
lished, for hire, pay, or otherwise, and to do and transact all other busi- 
ness incident to acquiring titles to all kinds of vessels for carrying pas- 
sengers and freight, and to establish from time to time rates of fare or 
charges for services on said ferry for passengers and freight and to change 
the same from time to time, and in general to do all things necessary or 
incident to the construction, management, and operation of said ferry be- 
tween said points, as aforesaid. 

Sec. is. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed the sum 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of

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notice, directed to the persons named in said certificate and to all other 
persons interested in said land, containing the substance of said certificate 
and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for such time 
and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, and in 
such other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 18. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any 
adjournment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first 
determine whether the lands in said certificate described are necessary to 
said corporation for its corporate purposes ; and if it shall determine that 
such lands are necessary to said corporation, said court shall proceed to 
fix the security to be given by said corporation for damages and costs, 
and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the dam- 
ages sustained by the persons interested in the lands described in said 
certificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein.

Sec. 15. This corporation is hereby authorized and empowered to 
acquire by condemnation from time to time such lands and such interests 
and estates in lands in the city of Newport and in the towns of Middle- 
town, Portsmouth, and Bristol as said corporation may from time to time 
take in manner hereinafter provided for its corporate purposes, and may 
locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its railway or railways, and 
all suitable and convenient wharves, buildings, approaches, landings, 
machinery, poles, wires, conduits, and other appurtenances and appliances 
of such railway or railways, and of its ferry or ferries, upon and over the 
lands so acquired. 

Sec. 16. Whenever said corporation shall take any lands or any interest 
or estate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the com- 
mon pleas division of the supreme court in the county in which such lands 
are located a certificate containing a general description of such lands and a 
list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, so far as the 
same may be known to said corporation. Said certificate shall be accom- 
panied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and shall contain a 
notice that said corporation will give such security as the court may 
require for the payment of all such costs and damages as may be finally 
awarded to any person interested in the lands taken in the proceedings 
commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 17. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall 
enter an order fixing the time when and the place where all persons inter- 
ested in the land in said certificate described may appear before said court 
and be heard with reference to the necessity of the taking of such land 
and the appointment of commissioners to appraise the damages sustained 
by them by such taking and the security to be given by said corporation 
for damages and costs ; and the clerk of said court shall thereupon issue a 
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notice, directed to the persons named in said certificate and to all other 
persons interested in said land, containing the substance of said certificate 
and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for such time 
and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, and in 
such other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 18. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any 
adjournment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first 
determine whether the lands in said certificate described are necessary to 
said corporation for its corporate purposes ; and if it shall determine that 
such lands are necessary to said corporation, said court shall proceed to 
fix the security to be given by said corporation for damages and costs, 
and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the dam- 
ages sustained by the persons interested in the lands described in said 
certificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein. Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time 
to time shall^ be filled by the court, upon the application of any party 
interested in said proceedings, and upon such notic6 as the court may 
direct. 

Sec. 19. Said commissioners before they proceed to execute their duties 
shall be sworn to a faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and shall 
give reasonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner as the 
court may direct, to all persons interested to file their claims, if any they 
have, which have not been released to said corporation, with the clerk of 
said court within thirty days from the date of said notice. At the end of 
the time allowed for filing such claims the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing all persons interested as to 
the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice of such hearing by 
publication in one or more of the newspapers published in the county 
where said lands are situated, once a week for at least three weeks prior 
to the date of such meeting, and shall give such further notice, if any, as 
the court may direct. At the time and place fixed for said hearing, or at 
any adjournment therefrom, the commissioners, or a majority of them, 
shall proceed to hear the parties interested, with their allegations and 
proofs, and shall examine the premises, and shall estimate all such dam- 
ages as they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of 
said land or any interest or estate therein. And the commissioners, or a 
majority of them, shall make return of their doings and of the damages 
assessed by them as soon as may be to the court from which they received

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their appointment, with their fees marked thereon, which fees, being first 
allowed by the court, shall be forthwith paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 20. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners the clerk 
of the court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by advertise- 
ment for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court 
may prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that 
the same may be examined by any party interested therein ; and either 
said corporation or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages 
made by the said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of 
damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the 
clerk of said court at any time within three months from the opening of 
such report, and such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper 
issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such 
court, and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are 
there tried, including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new 
trial for cause. But if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein 
obtain an award more favorable to such party than that, given by the 
commissioners, such party shall pay costs to the adverse party, unless 
otherwise ordered by the court ; and if any party claiming such jury trial 
shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that given by the 
commissioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse 
party. 

Skc. 21. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in 
cases where a jury trial is claimed ; and upon such confirmation, execu- 
tion or executions for the damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall 
issue against said corporation as upon a judgment, in due course of law. 

Sec. 22. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are 
necessary to said corporation for its corporate purposes, as provided in 
section 18, said corporation may immediately enter upon, take possession 
of, and use such lands for its corporate purposes : Provided, however, that 
no such entry or use shall be made, or possession be taken, except for the 
purpose of making surveys, until said corporation shall have given the 
security fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 23. Said corporation may abandon any lands or any interests or 
estates therein taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of 
such abandonment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the pro- 
ceedings hereinbefore provided are pending, at any time before confirmar- 
tion of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess damages. If 
said corporation shall not have entered upon, taken possession of, or used 
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the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, prior to the 
filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the assessment 
of damages for the taking of the land, or the interests or estates therein, 
so abandoned shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any person 
interested in the property so abandoned all his costs incurred in prosecut- 
ing the damages for the taking of such land or estates or interests therein 
up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be taxed by the 
clerk. If said corporation shall have entered upon, taken possession of, 
or used the lands, or any interests or estates therein, so abandoned prior 
to such abandonment, and the assessment of damages for the same is then 
pending before commissioners or a jury, then, upon such abandonment, 
said corporation shall have the right to give such abandonment in evi- 
dence in diminution of damages, paying costs, if the question of damages 
is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstanding a diminution of dam- 
ages in consequence of such abandonment given in evidence ; or if the 
commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the damages, said corporation 
shall have a right to a revision of the assessment and to a re-assessment, 
by petition to the commissioners, in order that the diminution of damages 
in consequence of such abandonment may be considered with right of any 
party interested to claim a jury trial as in case of the orignal assessment. 

Sec. 24. When the lands or any Interests or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said corporation under the provisions of this act, 
the court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may 
appoint a guardian ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other person 
at any stage of the proceedings ; and such guardian may also, with the 
advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said corpora- 
tion all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person, or 
for any interests or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive the 
damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive such 
damages is uncertain or unknown, said corporation may pay such damages 
into the registry of the court before which such proceedings are pending, 
with the same effect as to the title of said corporation to such lands or 
interests or estates therein as though such damages had been paid to the 
person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 25. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to be 
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given in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such 
further orders, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the 
general laws of the, state, as may be required, in the opinion of such court, 
to protect the rights and interests of the parties interested in such pro- 
ceedings. And any proceedings taken under this act may be amended or 
corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the court 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 26. Nothing in this act shall authorize this corporation to con- 
demn any portion of the location of any other railroad or street railway 
company, except for the purpose of crossing the same either above or 
below grade and of maintaining suitable and convenient abutments or 
other supports for the structures erected or constructed for such crossing, 
nor to acquire or exercise any right in derogation of or inconsistent with 
any exclusive right or franchise acquired by any street railway company 
under the provisions of Chapter 975 of the Public Laws,, passed at the May 
session, A. D. 1901,. or under any special act, without the consent of the 
company holding such exclusive right or franchise. Nor shall anything 
in this act authorize the condemnation of any land lying within the limits 
of any public park or square or other public place, or any land lying 
within the limits of any public highway, except for the purpose of crossing 
such highway and subject to the public use thereof for highway purposes. 
Nor shall anything in this act prejudice or affect any action now pending 
in any court in this state. 

Sec. 27. The costs of all proceedings under this act shall be taxed by 
the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and shall be 
paid by said corporation, except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 28. The common pleas division of the supreme court may sit at 
any time in either Newport or Bristol county for the purpose of hearing 
and determining any matter arising in any proceeding under this act 
requiring to be heard in such county and making any order, adjudication, 
or decree in such proceeding. 

Sec. 29. The first meeting of said corporation may be called by any one 
of said corporators by mailing to each of said corporators at least five 
days before the time appointed by him for such meeting a notice in writ- 
ing, postage prepaid, directed to the last known address of each corpora- 
tor, stating the time, place, and object of such meeting. 

Sec. 30. If the stock be not subscribed and the company organized 
under this act on or before January 15, 1903, or if said corporation shall 
fail to complete said road so far that the same can be operated on or before 
May 15, 1904, in either case this act shall be void and of no effect. 
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Sec. 31. This corporation shall have an office or place of business in 
the city of Newport. 
Sec. 32. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PROVIDENCE AND WORCES- 
TER TRACTION COMPANY. 

[Passed April 4, 190S ] 
It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. John D. Turner, Charles F. Easton, James W. Walker, J. 
Barker Carter, their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby made 
a body corporate under the name of the Providence and Worcester Trac- 
tion Company, with all the powers and privileges and subject to all the 
duties and liabilities applicablje to such corporations set forth in Chapters 
in and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in amendment thereof or 
addition thereto, with power to locate, construct, maintain, operate,- and 
use a railway or railways for the transportation of passengers, with con- 
venient single or double tracks, switches, turnouts, and branches for cars 
as it may deem necessary or convenient for the purposes of its business^ 
and erect such poles, wires, conduits, and other machinery, appliances^ 
and appurtenances, in, upon, and over the streets and highways in the 
city of Woonsocket and the towns of Lincoln and North Smithfleld, to be 
operated by electric or any power other than steam between such points 
in such streets and highways as shall be fixed by the city council of the 
said city and the town councils of said towns, respectively, with the assent 
of the said corporation in writing, expressed and filed with said city coun- 
cil or town councils, in, upon, and over such of the streets and highways 
of the said city and towns as shall be from time to time fixed and deter- 
mined by said city council and town councils, with the written assent of 
said corporation filed as aforesaid; and also over and on such other 
lands in said city and towns, with the consent of the owner or owners 
thereof, as said corporation may elect to build their road or roads ; 
and all tracks of said railway in the streets and highways shall be 
laid at such distance from the sidewalks in said city and towns as 
the city council of the city and the town councils of the towns, respect- 
ively, in their order fixing the route of said railway, may determine ; with 
power also to erect and maintain stations for generating or furnishing 
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«lectricity"oT other power for operating said railway or railways, and also 
for furnishing light, heat, and power for the cars, stations, and other 
premises and property of said company ; the said corporation is likewise 
empowered to furnish to others in the towns of Lincoln and North Smith- 
field, and in the city of Woonsocket, electricity or any other power except 
steam, for heat, lighting, and other purposes : Provided, however, that 
nothing in this act contained shall impair the rights of the Pawtucket 
Street Hallway Company under the contract now existing between said 
company and the state under and by virtue of Chapter 580 of the Public 
Laws, passed at the May session, A. D. 1898, and the acts in amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto, or the rights of said company in the town 
of Lincoln arising from any contract made by said company under the 
authority granted by "An act concerning the city of Pawtucket, the 
towns of Lincoln and Cumberland and the Pawtucket Street Railway 
Company," passed at the January session, A. D. 1893 ; and provided, 
further, that said corporation shall not lay out, construct, use, or continue 
said railway or railways on, over, and through auy streets or highways in 
said city and towns, unless with the consent of the city council of the city 
and the town councils of the towns, respectively, and upon compliance 
with such reasonable rules and regulations as said city council and town 
councils may impose. 

Sec. 2. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and main- 
tained upon such grade as the said city council of the city and the town 
councils of the said towns respectively may prescribe, but shall not cross 
any steam railroad tracks at the same grade. And whenever in the judg- 
ment of said corporation, or for the purpose of crossing the tracks of any 
steam railroad, it shall be necessary to alter the grade of any street or 
highway so occupied by such railway or railways, such alterations shall 
be made at the expense of said corporation with the assent of the city 
council of the said city and the town councils of the towns respectively. 

Sec. 3. Said railway or railways may be operated by electricity or any 
power other than steam, as may be from time to time determined by said 
corporation ; and said corporation shall have the power from time to time 
and at all times to fix such rates of fare as they may deem expedient 

Sec. 4. The city council of the said city and the town councils of said 
towns shall have power at all times to make such reasonable regulations 
as to the rate of speed of the cars of said corporation, and the mode of 
use of its tracks within the limits of said city and towns respectively, as 
the public convenience and safety may require. 

Sec. 5. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways, and every 
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portion thereof, over or through which they shall lay rails, in as good con- 
dition as they were before the same were laid, and it shall keep and main- 
tain in repair such portion of the streets and highways as shall be occupied 
by its tracks, and shall be liable for any loss or injury sustained by any 
person by reason of any carelessness, neglect, or misconduct of its agents 
or servants in the management, construction, or use of said tracks or 
streets ; and in case any judgment shall be recovered against said city or 
either of said towns by reason of any misconduct, defect, or want of 
repairs, said corporation shall be liable to pay to such city or towns 
any sums thus recovered against them, together with all costs and 
reasonable expenditures incurred by them respectively in the defence of 
any such suit or suits in which recovery may be had. And said corpora- 
tion shall not encumber any portion of the streets or highways not occu- 
pied by said tracks, except so far as may be necessary in building, repair- 
ing, or operating its railway or railways. 

Sec. 6. If any person shall willfully or maliciously obstruct said cor- 
poration in the use or operation of its railway or railways, or in the pass- 
ing of its cars or carriages thereon, such person and all who shall be aid- 
ing or abetting therein shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 7. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully or 
maliciously obstruct any street or high'way, or the passage of any carriage 
over the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 8. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the city coun- 
cil of said city and the town councils of said towns, respectively, from 
entering upon and taking up any of the public streets, highways, or bridges 
traversed by said corporation, for any purpose for which they may law- 
fully take up the same. 

Sec. 9. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed the sum 
of one million dollars, to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each, and the amount of such stock shall be fixed from time to time by 
vote of said corporation. 

Sec. 10. If said corporation shall not be organized and any capital 
stock voted by it, as provided by section 9 hereof, shall not be subscribed 
and ten per centum thereof paid in within one year from the passage of 
this act, this act shall be void and of no effect. 

Sec. 11. The government of said corporation shall be vested in a 
president and in a board of directors consisting of not less than five per- 
sons, who shall be stockholders, and who shall be chosen in such manner 
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and at such times and places as said corporation shall by its laws pre- 
scribe. 

Sec. 12. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold such 
real estate within said city and said towns as may be convenient and 
necessary for the purposes for which said corporation is created. 

Sec. 13. Said corporation may issue its bonds and other obligations in 
such amounts as it may see fit, from time to time, and may secure the 
same by pledge, pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchise, fran- 
chises, and property or any part thereof : Provided, hoioever, that such 
bonds and obligations at any time outstanding and so secured shall not 
exceed in the aggregate the sum of one million dollars ; such bonds, obli- 
gations, pledges, and mortgages to be upon such terms and conditions and 
executed in such form and manner as the said corporation, or its directors, 
may by vote prescribe. 

Sec. 14. Said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered from 
time to time to acquire by lease, purchase, or otherwise the property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, or enjoyed within 
the town of North Smithlield, or the city of Woonsocket, or without this 
state, by any person or corporation owning, leasing, or operating, or au- 
thorized to own, lease, or operate, any street or other railway, and may 
issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations in payment for the prop- 
erty, rights, privileges, and franchises so acquired, and any capital stock 
issued for such purpose shall be deemed full paid and non-assessable. 
And this corporation is also authorized and empowered to hold, use, 
operate, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, privileges, and fran- 
chises acquired as aforesaid, subject to such regulations, restrictions, and 
provisions as to the use and enjoyment of the same as were in force at 
the time when such property, rights, privileges, and franchises were 
acquired by this corporation; and 'any person or corporation holding or 
owning such property, rights, privileges, or franchises may sell, lease, or 
otherwise dispose of such property, rights, privileges, or franchises to this 
corporation, and receive such stocks, bonds, or other obligations of this 
corporation in payment therefor. 

Sec. 15. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered to acquire, 
hold, and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, and other obligations of 
any other street railway or railroad company now operating a street rail- 
way without this state, or in the city of Woonsocket or the town of North 
Smithfield, and to issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations, at 
not less than par, in payment for the same ; and the stock of this corpora- 
tion, when so issued, shall be deemed full paid and non-assessable. 
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Sec. 16. Said corporation is authorized and empowered from time to 
time to guarantee the stock, bonds, and other obligations, and the divi- 
dends and interest thereon, of any other street railway company now 
operating a street railway without this state, or in the city of Woonsocket 
or the town of North Smithfield, and may secure any such guarantee by 
pledge, pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and property, or 
any part thereof. 

Sec. 17. This corporation shall have an office or place of business in the 
city of Providence or in the town of Lincoln. 

Sec. 18. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WESTERLY AND HOPKINTON 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed April 4, 1908.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section l. James M. Scott, William H. Perry, and Henry P. Morgan, 
their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby made a body corporate 
under the name of the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company, with 
all the powers and privileges and subject to all the duties and liabilities 
set forth in Chapters 177 and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in 
amendment thereof or in addition thereto, with power to locate, construct^ 
maintain, operate, and use a railway or railways for the transportation of 
passengers and freight, with convenient single or double tracks, switches, 
turnouts, and branches for cars or carriages, and with suitable and con- 
venient poles, wires, rails, conduits, and all other necessary machinery, 
appliances, and appurtenances in the public highways and elsewhere in 
the town of Westerly and in the town of Hopkinton, not further than one 
mile north of the village of Ashaway, and from the village of Ashaway to 
Woodville station on* the Wood River Branch railroad, to be operated by 
electric or any power other than steam between such points' in such high- 
ways as shall be fixed by the councils of said towns, respectively, with the 
assent of said corporation in writing expressed and filed with said coun- 
cils ; and uplbn and over such streets and highways of said towns as shall 
from time to time be fixed and determined by the said councils, with the 
written assent of said corporation filed as aforesaid ; and also over and on 
such other lands in said towns, with the consent of the owner or owners 
thereof, as such corporation may elect to build its road. And alj tracks of

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said railway in the highways shall be laid at such distance from the side- 
walks in said towns as the said councils, and their orders fixing the route 
of said railway, may determine ; with power also to erect and maintain a 
station or stations for generating or furnishing electricity or other power 
for operating said railway or railways, and for furnishing light and heat 
for the cars, stations, and other premises and property of said corpora- 
tion ; with full power also to furnish and sell electricity for heat, power, 
and lighting to other persons or corporations, upon such terma and con- 
ditions as may be agreeable to this corporation, in the town of Hopkinton 
and village of Potter Hill, and for railway purposes in the towns of 
Westerly and Hopkinton : Provided, however y that said corporation shall 
not lay out, construct, use, or continue said railway or railways over or 
through the highways in said towns unless with the consent of the said 
councils, and upon compliance with such reasonable rules and regulations 
as said councils may impose, nor shall said railway or railways cross any 
steam railroad at grade. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
^ach, and the amount of such stock shall be fixed from time to time by 
vote of the^corporation. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may issue its bonds and other obligations in 
such amounts as it may see fit, from time to time, and may secure the 
same byr"pledge, pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and 
property or any part thereof : Provided, however, that such bonds and 
obligations at any time outstanding and so secured shall not exceed in the 
aggregate five hundred thousand dollars ; such bonds, obligations, pledges, 
and mortgages to be upon such terms and conditions and executed in such 
form and manner as the said corporation and its directors may by vote 
prescribe. 

Sec. 4. The government of said corporation shall be vested in a board 
of directors, consisting of not less than three persons, who ^hall be stock- 
holders, and who shall be chosen in such manner and at such times and 
places as said corporation shall by its by-laws prescribe. 

Sec. 5. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and main- 
tained upon such grade as the councils of the said towns, respectively, 
may prescribe ; and whenever in the judgment of said corpor«ttion it shall 
be necessary to alter the grade of any street or highway so occupied by 
such railway or railways, such alteration shall be made at the expense of 
said corporation, with the assent of the councils of the said towns respect- 
ively. 
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Sec. 6. Said railway or railways may be operated by electricity or any 
power other than steam, as may be from time to time determined by said 
corporation ; and said corporation shall have the power from time to time 
and at all times to fix such rates of fare and freight as it may deem 
expedient. 

Skc. 7. The councils of said towns shall have the power at all times to 
make such reasonable regulations as to the rate of speed of the cars of 
said corporation, and the mode of use of its tracks within the limits of 
said towns respectively, as public convenience and safety may require. 

Sec. 8. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways and every 
portion thereof over or through which it shall lay rails in as good condi- 
tion as they were before the same were laid, and shall keep and maintain 
in repair such portions of the streets and highways as shall be occupied by 
its tracks, and shall be liable for any loss or injury sustained by any per- 
son by reason of any carelessness, neglect, or misconduct of its agei;^ or 
servants in the management, construction, or use of said tracks or streets ; 
and in case any judgment shall be recovered against either of said towns 
by reason of any such misconduct, defect, or want of repair, said corpora- 
tion shall be liable to pay such town or towns any sums thus recovered 
against them, together with all the costs and reasonable expenditures 
incurred by them respectively in the defense of any suit or suits in which 
recovery may be had. And said corporation shall not encumber any por- 
tion of the streets or highways not occupied by said tracks, except so far 
as may be necessary in building, repairing, or operating its railway or 
railways. 

Sec. 9. If any person shall willfully or maliciously obstruct said corpo- 
ration in the use or operation of its railway or railways, or in the passing 
of its cars or carriages thereon, such person and all those aiding or abet- 
ting therein shall be punished by a fine Qot exceeding one hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 10. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully 
or maliciously obstruct any street or highway, or the passing of any car- 
riage over the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 11. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the councils 
of said towns respectively from entering upon and taking up any of the 
public streets, highways, or bridges traversed by said corporation, for any 
purpose for which they may lawfully take up the same. 

Sec. 12. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold 
such real estate within said towns or either of them as may be convenient 
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or necessary for the purposes for which said corporation is created, and 
may dispose of and convey the same. 

S£C. 13. The town council of any town in which said corporation shall 
operate any street railway line may at any time apply to the railroad com- 
missioner to establish rules and regulations to be observed by said corpo- 
ration in the operation of its cars used for the carriage of freight over its 
lines in the highways in said town ; and said commissioner shall, after 
notice to said corporation, and such hearing as he thinks proper, enter an 
order establishing such rules and regulations. Either party aggrieved by 
such order may, within thirty days after the same is entered, petition the 
appellate division of the supreme court for relief, and the decision of said 
court shall be final. Said petition shall be preceded by citation to said 
railroad commissioner in substantially the same form, and a like pro- 
cedure shall be had, as is prescribed in section 3 of Chapter 184 of the 
Gttjeral Laws. And said corporation may carry freight over any line of 
railway operated by it in 'any public highway, subject to the rules and 
regulations established as in this section provided and in force for the 
time being.

It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. This corporation is hereby authorized and empowered to 
acquire by condemnation, from time to time, such lands and such interests 
and estates in lands in the town of Burrillville as said corporation may 
from time to time take in manner hereinafter provided for its corporate 
purposes, and may locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its rail- 
way or railways, and all suitable poles, wires, conduits, and other appur- 
tenances and appliances of such railway or railways, upon and over the 
lands so acquired.

Notice of the pendency of the petition of the Columbian 
Street Railway Company for the passage of an act entitled "An act in 
amendment of an act entitled * an act to incorporate the Columbian Street 
Railway Company,' passed at the January session, A. D. 1893," shall be 
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given by the petitioner therefor in one or more issues of some newspaper 
published in the city of Providence and in one or more issues of some 
newspaper published in the city of Woonsocket after the presentation of 
said act, and such notice shall state the purposes of said act. 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of Chapter 21 of the General Laws, and all other acts

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 1004 OF THE PUBLIC

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Section 2 of Chapter 1004 of the Public Laws, passed at the 
January session of the general assembly, A. D. 1902, is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

" Sec. 2. The true intent and purpose of this act is hereby declared to 
be to limit the usual hours of labor of the above mentioned employees of 
street railway corporations, in the absence of agreement as to such hours 
between such employees and their employer, to ten hours actual work a 
day, to be performed within a period of twelve consecutive hours, whether 
such employee^ be employed by the trip or trips, the job, the hour, the 
day, the week, the month, or in any other manner. But nothing in this 
act contained shall be construed to forbid or prevent any such employee, 
bemg of the age of twenty-one years or upwards, from laboring a greater 
or lesser number of hours a day, in accordance with his contract so to do ; 
nor to impose any penalty upon any person or corporation for permitting 
such employees to labor such greater or lesser number of hours in the per- 
formance of such contract." 

Sec. 2. So much of said act to which this is in amendment as is incon- 
sistent herewith is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



CHAPTER 1079. 

AN ACT RATIFYING THE VOTE OF THE TOWN COUNCIL OF 
BRISTOL, PASSED JULY 1ST, 1902. 

[Passed December 5, 1902.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The vote of the town council of the town of Bristol, passed 
the first day of July, 1902, relative to the construction and operation of 
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the tracks of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Bailroad Company 
in Thames street, in said town, is hereby ratified, confirmed, and approved, 
and the powers, privileges, and franchises granted, and the obligations 
assumed by said vote and by the acceptance thereof by said company, are 
hereby confirmed and approved, and are declared to be binding upon said 
company and said town during the period stated in said vote. 

Sec. 2. The act shall take effect upon its passage, and all acts and 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PROVIDENCE AND BURRILL- 
VILLE STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed December 10, 1902.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Edgar K. Ray, Edward H. Rathbun, Fayette E. Bartlett, 
Frank E. Holden, and Francis Fagan, their associates, successors, and 
assigns, are hereby made a body corporate under the name of the Provi- 
dence and Burrillville Street Railway Company, with all the powers and 
privileges and subject to the duties and liabilities applicable to such cor- 
porations set forth in Chapters 177 and 187 of the General Laws and all 
acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, with power, subject to all 
the provisions hereinafter contained, to locate, construct, mamtain, oper- 
ate, and use a railway or railways for the transportation of passengers 
and freight, with convenient single or double tracks, switches, turn-outs, 
and branches for cars or carriages, and with suitable and convenient poles, 
wires, conduits, and other machinery, appliances, and appurtenances, in 
the public highways and elsewhere in the towns of North Providence, 
Smithfield, North Smithfield, Lincoln, and Burrillville, south of the 
present tracks of the Columbian Street Railway Company, to be operated 
by electric or any power other than steam between such points in such 
highways as shall be fixed by the town council of said towns, respectively, 
with the assent of said corporation in writing expressed and filed with 
said councils ; and upon and over such streets and highways of said towns 
within said limits as shall from time to time be fixed and determined by 
the said councils, with the written assent of said corporation filed as 
aforesaid ; and also over and on such other lands in said towns within 
said limits, with the consent of the owner or owners thereof, as said cor- 
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poration may elect to build its road ; and over such other lands in said 
towns within said limits as said corporation may acquire by condem- 
nation, as hereinafter provided. And all tracks of said railway in the 
highways shall be laid at such distance from the sidewalks in said several 
towns as the councils of said towns respectively, and their orders fixing 
the route of said railway, may determine ; with power also to erect and 
maintain stations for generating or furnishing electricity or other power 
for operating said railway or railways, and also for furnishing light and 
heat for the cars, stations, and other premises and property of said cor- 
poration : Provided, however, that said corporation shall not lay out, 
construct, use, or continue said railway or railways over or through the 
highways in said towns unless with the consent of the town councils of 
said towns, respectively, and upon compliance with such reasonable rules 
and regulations as said town councils may impose : Provided, that said 
railway or railways shall not cross any steam railroad at grade, and shall 
not be constructed or operated north of the present tracks of the Columbian 
Street Eailway Company. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed seven 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of one hun- 
dred dollars each, and the amount of such stock shall be fixed from time 
to time by vote of said corporation. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may issue its bonds and other obligations in 
such amounts as it may see fit, from time to time, and may secure the 
same by pledge, pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and 
property or any part thereof:. Provided, however, that such bonds and 
obligations at any time outstanding and so secured shall not exceed in the 
aggregate seven hundred any fifty thousand dollars; such bonds, obli- 
gations, pledges, and mortgages to be upon such terms and conditions and 
executed in such form and manner as the said corporation and its directors 
may by vote prescribe. But every mortgage or other conveyance of the 
property or franchises of said corporation shall be subject to all the pro- 
visions of any contract made under the authority conferred by section 32 
of this act. 

Sec. 4. The government of said corporation shall be vested in a board 
of directors, consisting of not less than five persons, who shall be stock- 
holders and who shall be chosen in such manner and at such times and 
places as said corporation shall by its by-laws prescribe. 

Sec. 5. Said corporation may acquire by condemnation from time to 
time such lands and such interests and estates in lands in said towns of 
North Providence, Smithfield, Xorth Smithfield, Lincoln, and Burrillville, 
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within the limits stated in section 1 of this act, as said corporation may 
from time to time take, in manner hereinafter provided, for its corporate 
purposes ; and may locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its rail- 
way or railways and all suitable and convenient buildings and machinery, 
poles, wires, and conduits, and other apparatus and appliances of such rail- 
way or railways, upon and over the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 6. Whenever said corporation shall take any lands or any interest 
or estate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the com- 
mon pleas division of the supreme court in the county in which such 
lands are located a certificate containing a general description of such 
lands and a list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, 
so far as the same may be known to said corporation. Said certificate 
shall be accompanied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and 
shall contain a notice that said corporation will give such security as the 
court may require for the pd,yment of all such costs and damages as may 
be finally awarded to any person interested in the lands taken in the pro- 
ceedings commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 7. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall enter 
an order fixing the time when and the place where all persons interested 
in the land in said certificate described may appear before said court and 
be heard with reference to the necessity of the taking of such land and the 
appointment of commissioners to appraise the damages sustained by them 
by such taking and the security to be given by said corporation for dam- 
ages and costs. And the clerk of said court shall thereupon issue a notice, 
directed to the persons named in said certificate and to all other persons 
interested in said land, containing the substance of said certificate and 
said order, which notice shall be served by publication for such time and 
in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, and in such 
other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 8. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any ad- 
journment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first de- 
termine whether the lands in said certificate described are necessary to 
said corporation for its corporate purposes; and if it shall determine 
that said lands are necessary to said corporation, said court shall pro- 
ceed to fix the security to be given by said corporation for damages 
and costs, and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to ap- 
praise the damages sustained by the persons interested in the lands de- 
scribed in said certificate, by reason of the taking of said lands or of any 
interest or estate therein. Any vacancies in said commission which may 
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occur from time to time shall be filled by the court upon application 
of any party interested in said proceedings, and upon such notice as the 
court may direct. 

Sec. 9. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their duties, 
shall be sworn to the faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and shall 
give reasonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner as 
the court may direct, to all persons interested to file their claims, if any 
they have which have not been released to said corporation, with the 
clerk of said court within thirty days from the date of said notice. At 
the end of the time allowed for the filing of such claims the commissioners, 
or a majority of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing all persons 
interested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall g;ye notioe of 
such hearing by publication in such newspaper or newpapers as the court 
may direct, once a week for at least three weeks prior to the date of such 
meeting, and shall give such further notice, if any, as the court 
may direct. At the time and place fixed for said hearing, or at any 
adjournment therefrom, the commissioners, or a majority of them, shall 
proceed to hear the parties interested, with their allegations and proofs, 
and shall examine the premises and shall estimate all such damage as 
they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of said lands 
or any interest or estate therein ; and the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall make return of their doings and of the damages assessed by 
them, as soon as may be, to the court from which they received their 
appointment, with their fees marked thereon, which fees, being first 
allowed by the court, shall be forthwith paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 10. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk 
of the court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by advertise- 
ment for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may 
prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that the 
same may be examined by any party interested therein ; and either said 
corporation or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages made 
by said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of dam- 
ages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the clerk 
of such court at any time within three months from the opening of such 
report ; and such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper issues 
based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such court, 
and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are therein 
tried, including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new trial 
for cause. But if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein 
obtain an award more favorable to such party than that given by the 
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commissioners, such party shall pay costs to the adverse party, unless 
otherwise ordered by the court ; and if any party claiming such jury trial 
shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that given by the com- 
missioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse party, 
unless otherwise ordered by the court. 

Sec. 11. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court after being so corrected as to conform to the finding of the jury in 
cases where a jury trial is claimed, and upon such confirmation, execu- 
tion or executions for the damages fixed by said report, as confirmed, shall 
issue against said corporation as upon a judgment in due course of law. 

Sec. 12. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are 
necessary to said corporation for its corporate purposes, as provided in 
section 8, said corporation may immediately enter upon, take possession, 
and use such lands for its corporate purposes : Provided, however, that no 
such entry or use shall be made, or possession be taken, except for the 
purpose of making surveys, until said corporation shall have given security 
as fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 13. Said corporation may abandon any lands, or interest, or estate 
therein, taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of such 
abandonment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the proceedings 
hereinbefore provided for are pending, at any time before the confirma- 
tion of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess damages ; and if 
said corporation shall not have entered upon, taken possession, or used 
the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, prior to the filing 
of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the assessment of dam- 
ages for the taking of the land, or any interest or estate therein, so 
abandoned shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any person inter- 
ested in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, if any, in- 
curred in prosecuting for damages for the taking of such lands or estate, 
or interests therein, up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall 
be taxed by the clerk. If said corporation shall have entered upon, taken 
possession of, or used the lands, or any interests or estates therein, so 
abandoned prior to such abandonment, and the assessment of damages for 
the same is then pending before the commissioners or a jury, then upon such 
abandonment said corporation shall have the right to give such abandon- 
ment in evidence in diminution of damages, paying costs if the question of 
damages is pending upon the claim of jury trial, notwithstanding a dimi- 
nution of damages in consequence of such abandonment given in evi- 
dence ; or if the commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the damages, 
said corporation shall have the right to a revision of the assessment and to 
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a re-assessment by petition to the commissioners, in order that the dimi- 
nution of damages in consequence of such abandonment may be con- 
sidered, with the right of any party interested to claim a jury trial as in 
case of the original assessment. 

Sec. 14. When the lands or any interests or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said corporation under the provisions of this act, 
the court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may 
appoint a guardian ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other per- 
son at any stage of the proceedings. And such guardian may also, with 
the advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said corpo- 
ration all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person, 
or for any interest or estates therein, so taken ; and if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive 
the damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive 
such damages is uncertain or unknown, said corporation may pay such 
damages into the registry of the court before which such proceedings are 
pending, with the same effect as to the title of said corporation to such 
lands or interests or estates therein as though such damages had been 
paid to the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 15. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to be 
given in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such 
other orders, not inconsistent with the pro visions, of this act or with the 
general laws of the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such 
court, to protect the rights and interests of the parties interested in such 
proceedings ; and any proceedings taken under this act may be amended 
or corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the court 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 16. Nothing in this act shall authorize said corporation to con- 
demn any portion of the location of any other railroad or street railway 
company, except for the purpose of crossing the same either above or be- 
low grade and of maintaining suitable and convenient abutments or other 
supports for the structures erected or constructed for such crossing, nor to 
exercise any of the rights, privileges, or franchises conferred upon said cor- 
poration by this act in any town in which any other street railway company 
has now acquired exclusive rights or franchises by virtue of any ordinance 
or contract authorized by Chapter 975 of the Public Laws, passed at the 
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May session, A. D. 1891, or Chapter 77 of the General Laws, or by virtue 
of any special act, without the consent in writing of the corporation now 
holding such exclusive rights or franchises ; and no such consent shall affect 
the exclusive rights of any company so consenting, except as to the streets 
and highways or parts of streets and highways to which such consent 
specifically applies, nor the rights, privileges, or franchises secured to the 
consenting company under the contract now existing between the state 
and such consenting company by virtue of its acceptance of. the provisions 
of Chapter 580 of the Public Laws or any act in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto. Nor shall anything in this act authorize the condem- 
nation of any land lying within the limits of any public park or square or 
other public place, or any land lying within the limits of any public high- 
way, except for the purpose of crossing such highway and subject to the 
public use thereof for highway purposes, 

S£0. 17. The costs of all proceedings for such condemnation shall be 
taxed by the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and 
shall be paid by such corporation, except as otherwise hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 18. Notice to abutters on the highways in which it is proposed to 
lay tracks of said corporation shall be given by publication in one or 
more newspapers published in the county of Providence fourteen days at 
least before the location of any such tracks, and also by posting in three 
public places in each town in which such location is proposed notices of 
said proposed location fourteen days at least before the same shall be 
made. 

Sec. 19. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and main- 
tained upon such grade as the councils of the said towns respect- 
ively may prescribe ; and whenever in the judgment of said corporation 
it shall be necessary to alter the grade of any street or highway so occu- 
pied by such railway or railways, such alteration shall be made at the 
expense of said corporation, with the assent of the councils of the said 
towns respectively. 

Sec. 20. Said railway or railways may be operated by electricity or any 
power other than steam, as may be from time to time determined by said 
corporation ; and said corporation shall have the power from time to time 
and at all times to fix such rates of fare and freight as it may deem ex- 
pedient : Providedj however, that no greater rate than five cents shall be 
charged for the transportation of any passenger between two points on 
the line of said corporation in any one town. 

Sec. 21. The councils of said towns shall have the power at all times 
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to make such reasonable regulations as to the rate of speed of the oars 
of said corporation, and the mode of use of its tracks within the limits of 
said town, respectively, as public convenience and safety may require. 

Sec. 22. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways, and every 
portion thereof over or through which it shall lay rails in as good con- 
dition as they were before the same were laid, and shall keep and main- 
tain in repair such portions of the streets and highways as shall be occu- 
pied by its tracks, and shall be liable for any loss or injury sustained by 
any person by reason of any carelessness, neglect, or misconduct of its 
agents or servants in the management, construction, or use of said tracks 
or streets ; and in case any judgment shall be recovered against either 
of said towns by reason of any such misconduct, defect, or want of 
repair, said corporation shall be liable to pay such town or towns any sums 
thus recovered against them, together with all the costs and reasonable 
expenditures incurred by them respectively in the defence of any such suit 
or suits in which recovery may be had. And said corporation shall not 
encumber any portion of the streets or highways not occupied by said 
tracks, except so far as may be necessary in building, repairing, or operat- 
ing its railway or railways. 

Sec. 23. If any person shall willfully or maliciously obstruct said cor- 
poration in the use or operation of its railway or railways or in the pass- 
ing of its cars or carriages thereon, such person and all those aiding or 
abetting therein shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 24. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully 
or maliciously obstruct any street or highway or the passage of any car- 
riage over the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the councils 
of said towns, respectively, from entering upon and taking up any of the 
public streets, highways, or bridges traversed by said corporation, for any 
purpose for which they may lawfully take up the same. 

Sec. 26. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold such 
real estate within said towns, or either of them, as may be convenient or 
necessary for the purposes for which said corporation is created, and may 
dispose of and convey the same. 

Sec. 27. The town council of any town in which said corporation shall 
operate any street railway line may at any time apply to the railroad 
commissioner to establish rules and regulations to be observed by said 
corporation in the operation of its cars used for the carriage of freight 
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over its lines in the highways in said town ; and said commissioner shall, 
after notice to said corporation and such hearing as he thinks proper, enter 
an order establishing such rules and regulations. Either party aggrieved 
by such order may, within thirty days after the same is entered, petition 
the appellate division of the supreme court for relief, and the decision of 
said court shall be final. Said petition shall be preceded by citation to 
said railroad commissioner in substantially the same form, and a like pro- 
cedure shall be had, as is prescribed in section €hree of Chapter 184 of the 
General Laws. And said corporation may carry freight over any line of 
railway operated by it in any public highway, subject to the rules and 
regulations established, as in this section provided, and in force for the 
time being. 

Sec. 28. If the tracks or rails of said corporation, or any part thereof, 
in any street or highway, shall be abandoned, or the use thereof discon- 
tinued for any cause within the control of said corporation, for the term of 
one year, the tracks or rails so abandoned or discontinued shall be taken 
up by said corporation, and the street or highway where the same is so 
taken up shall be put in good repair at said corporation's expense ; and if 
the said tracks or rails shall not be taken up within thirty days after 
notice to take up the same shall have been given to said corporation by 
the councils of said towns, respectively, such towns may take up the 
same at the cost and expense of said corporation. 

Sec. 29. Said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered from 
time to time to acquire by lease, purchase, or otherwise the property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, or enjoyed without 
this state, by any person or corporation owning, leasing, or operating, or 
authorized to own, lease, or operate, any street or other railway without 
this state and may issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations in 
payment for the property, rights, privileges, and franchises so acquired, 
and any capital stock issued for such purposes shall be deemed full paid 
and non-assessable. And this corporation is also authorized and em- 
powered to hold, use, operate, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, 
privileges, and franchises without this state acquired as aforesaid, subject 
to such regulations, restrictions, and provisions as to the use and enjoy- 
ment of the same as were in force at the time when such property, rights, 
privileges, and franchises were acquired by said corporation ; and any 
person or corporation holding such property, rights, privileges, or fran- 
chises without this state may sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of such 
property, rights, privileges, or franchises to this corporation, and receive 
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such stocks, bonds, or other obligations of this corporation in payment 
therefor. 

Sec. 30. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered to acquire, 
hold, and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, and other obligations of 
any other street railway or railroad company incorporated in any other 
state, and to issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations, at not 
less than par, in payment for the same, and stock when so issued shall be 
deemed full paid and non-assessable. 

Sec. 31. Said corporation is authorized and empowered from time to 
time to guarantee the stock, bonds, and other obligations, and the divi- 
dends and interest thereon, of any street railway or other corporation in- 
corporated in any other state, and may secure any ;5uch guarantee by 
pledge, pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and property or 
any part thereof ; every such pledge or mortgage to be subject, however, 
to all the provisions of any contract made under authority of section 32 of 
this act. 

Sec. 32. Said corporation and the Rhode Island Company are hereby au- 
thorized to make a contract or contracts securing to the corporation hereby 
created the right to extend its railway into the town of North Providence, 
by such route or routes as may be designated in such contract or contracts, 
to a connection with the lines of the Rhode Island Company now existing 
or hereafter constructed in said town, and to maintain and operate its 
railway, wheu so constructed, in said town : Provided, however, that no 
such contract shall affect the exclusive right which the Rhode Island 
Company now enjoys in the streets and highways of said town, except as 
to such streets and highways, or parts of streets and highways, in which 
the corporation hereby created is expressly authorized to construct its rail- 
way by the terms of said contract. And every such contract may contain 
such provisions as may be mutually agreed upon between said corporations 
for the interchange of traffic and for defining or restricting the right of 
either of said corporations to connect its lines with other street railroad 
corporations within this state or to receive traffic from or deliver traffic to 
such other corporations ; and the corporation hereby created shall have 
the right to make a contract or contracts with any other street railway 
companj^, incorporated and operating a line of railway wholly without this 
state, to connect its said railway with the railway of such other company, 
at any point without this state, for the delivery of cars for the carriage of 
passengers and freight by said (Corporation to such other company and by 
such other company to said corporation, and for the handling by each of 
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said corporations of passengers and freight traffic coming from or going 
to the other. 

Skc. 83. If said corporation shall not be organized and any capital 
stock voted by it, as provided in section two hereof, shall not be subscribed 
and at least ten per centum thereof paid in within one year from the pas- 
sage of this act, this act shall be void and of no effect ; and if said corpo- 
ration shall fail to file an application with the town councils of said towns 
for the location of the said railway to be constructed by it, on or before 
the first day of January, A. D. 1905, or shall fail to build and complete 
said railroad to be constructed by it, or so much thereof as may be re- 
quired by said town councils, respectively, in accordance with said appli- 
cation, within eighteen months from the approval of said location by said 
town councils respectively, the right of said corporation to construct said 
railway shall cease and determine. 

Sec. 34. Said corporation shall be established and have an office or place 
of business in the city of Providence. 

Sec. 35. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT 
ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PROVIDENCE 
AND WORCESER TRACTION COMPANY," PASSED BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1902. 

[Passed December 12, 1902] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section l. The Providence and Worcester Traction Company is hereby 
authorized and empowered to acquire, by condemnation from time to time, 
such lands and such interests and estates in lands in the towns of Lincoln 
and North Smithfield, in "the county of Providence, as said corporation 
may from time to time take, in manner hereinafter provided, for its cor- 
porate purposes or for the corporate purposes of any railway corporation 
whose property, rights, privileges, or franchises have been or may here- 
after be acquired by said Providence and Worcester Traction Company 
under the authority granted by its charter or any amendment thereof. 
And said Providence and Worcester Traction Company may locate, con- 
struct, maintain, use, and operate its railway or railways, and all suitable 
and convenient buildings, machinery, poles, wires, conduits, and other 
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appurtenances and appliances of such railway or railways, upon and over 
the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 2. Whenever said company shall take any lands or any interest 
or estate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the com- 
mon pleas division of the supreme court in the county in which such lands 
are located a certificate containing a general description of such lands and a 
list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, so far as the 
same may be known to said company. Said certificate shall be accom- 
panied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and shall contain a 
notice that said company will give such security as the court may 
require for the payment of all such costs and damages as may be finally 
awarded to any person interested in the lands taken in the proceedings 
commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 3. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall 
enter an order fixing the time when and the place where all persons inter- 
ested in the land in said certificate described may appear before said court 
and be heard with reference to the necessity of the taking of such land 
and the appointment of commissioners to appraise the damages sustained 
by them by such taking and the security to be given by said company 
for damages and costs ; and the clerk of said court shall thereupon issue a 
notice, directed to the persons named in said certificate and to all other 
persons interested in said land, containing the substance of said certificate 
and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for such time 
and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, and in 
such other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 4. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any 
adjournment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first 
determine whether the lands in said certificate described are necessary to 
said company for its corporate purposes ; and if it shall determine that 
such lands are necessary to said company, said court shall proceed to 
fix the security to be given by said company for damages and costs, 
and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the dam- 
ages sustained by the persons interested in the lands described in said 
certificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein. Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time 
to time shall be filled by the court, upon application of any party 
interested in said proceedings, and upon such notice as the court may 
direct. 

Sec. 5. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their duties, 
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shall be sworn to a faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and shall 
give reasonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner as the 
court may direct, to all persons interested to file their claims, if any they 
have, which have not been released to said company, with the clerk of 
said court within thirty days from the date of said notice. At the end of 
the time allowed for filing such claims the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing all persons interested as to 
the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice of such hearing by 
publication in one or more of the newspapers published in the county 
where said lands are situated, once a week for at least three weeks prior 
to the date of such meeting, and shall give such further notice, if any, as 
the court may direct. At the time and place fixed for said hearing, or at 
any adjournment therefrom, the commissioners, or a majority of them, 
shall proceed to hear the parties interested, with their allegations and 
proofs, and shall examine the premises ; and shall estimate all such dam- 
ages as they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of 
said land or any interest or estate therein. And the commissioners, or a 
majority of them, shall make return of their doings and of the damages 
assessed by them, as soon as may be, to the court from which they received 
their appointment, with their fees marked thereon, which fees, being first 
allowed by the court, shall be forthwith paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 6. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk 
of the court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by advertise- 
ment for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court 
may prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that 
the same may be examined by any party interested therein ; and either 
said company or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages 
made by the said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of 
damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the 
clerk of said court at any time within three months from the opening of 
such report. And such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper 
issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such 
court, and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are 
there tried, including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new 
trial for cause. But if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein 
obtain an award more favorable to such party than that given by the 
commissioners, such party shall pay costs to the adverse party, unless 
otherwise ordered by the court ; and if any party claiming such jury trial 
shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that given by the 
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commissioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse 
party. 

Sec. 7. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in 
cases where a jury trial is claimed ; and upon such confirmation, execu- 
tion or executions for the damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall 
issue against said company as upon a judgment, in due course of law. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are 
necessary to said company for its corporate purposes, as provided in 
section 4, said company may immediately enter upon, take possession 
of, and use such lands for its corporate purposes : Provided, however, that 
no such entry or use shall be made, or possession be taken, except for the 
purpose of making surveys, until said company shall have given the 
security fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 9. Said company may abandon any lands or any interests or 
estates therein taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of 
such abandonment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the pro- 
ceedings hereinbefore provided are pending, at any time before confirma- 
tion of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess damages. If 
said corporation shall not have entered upon, taken possession of, or used 
the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, prior to .the 
filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the assessment 
of damages for the taking of the land, or the interests or estates therein, 
so abandoned shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any person 
interested in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, if any, 
incurred in prosecuting for danljages for the taking of such land or estates 
or interest therein, up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall 
be taxed by the clerk. If said company shall have entered upon, taken 
possession of, or used the lands, or any interests or estates therein, so 
abandoned prior to such abandonment, and the assessment of damages for 
the same is then pending before commissioners or a jury, then, upon such 
abandonment, said company shall have the right to give such abandon- 
ment in evidence in diminution of damages, paying costs, if the question 
of damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstanding a diminu- 
tion of damages in consequence of such abandonment given in evidence ; 
or if the commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the damages, said 
company shall have a right to a revision of the assessment and to a re- 
assessment, by petition to the commissioners, in order that the dimi- 
nution of damages in consequence of such abandonment may be con- 
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sidered, with right of any party interested to claim a jury trial as in case 
of the orignal assessment. , 

Sec. 10. When the lands or any interest or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said company under the provisions of this act^ 
the court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may 
appoint a guardian ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other person 
at any stage of the proceedings ; and such guardian may also, with the 
advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said com- 
pany all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person, or 
for any interest or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive the 
damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive such 
damages is uncertain or unknown, said company may pay such damages 
into the registry of the court before which such proceedings are pending, 
with the same effect as to the title of said company to such lands or 
interests or estates therein as though such damages had been paid to the 
person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 11. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to be 
given in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such 
other orders, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the 
general laws of the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such court, 
to protect the rights and interests of the parties interested in such pro- 
ceedings. And any proceedings taken under this act may be amended or 
corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the court 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 12. Nothing in this act shall authorize the Providence and Worcester 
Traction Company to condemn any portion of the location of any other 
railroad or street railway company, except for the purpose of crossing the 
same either above or below grade and of maintaining suitable and con- 
venient abutments or other supports for the structures erected or con- 
structed for such crossing, nor to condemn any right of way in any city or 
town in which any other street railway company may have acquired ex- 
clusive rights or franchises under the provisions of Chapter 975 of the 
Public Laws, passed at the May session, A. D. 1891, or under any special 
act, without the consent of the company holding such exclusive right or 
franchise. Nor shall anything in this act authorize the condemnation of 
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any land lying within the limits of any public park or square or other 
public place, or any land lying within the limits of any public highway, 
except for the purpose of crossing such highway and subject to the public 
use thereof for highway purposes. Nor shall anything in this act prejudice 
or affect any action now pending in any court in this state. 

Sec. 13. The costs of all proceedings under this act shall be taxed by 
the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and shall be 
paid by said company, except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 14. The common pleas division of the supreme court may sit at 
any time in any county mentioned in this act for the purpose of hearing 
and determining any matter arising in any proceeding under this act re- 
quiring to be heard in such county, and making any order, adjudication, 
or decree in such proceeding. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT 
CREATING THE NEWPORT AND FALL RIVER STREET RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY, PASSED AT THE MAY SESSION, A. D. 1898. 

[Passed December 10, 1902.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The said Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company 
is hereby authorized and empowered from time to time, and at any time, 
to issue its mortgage bonds, bearing interest at such rate and payable at 
such time as may be fixed by the vote of said company, to an amount not 
exceeding in all the sum of one million dollars, and to execute and deliver 
to a trustee or trustees a mortgage of all its railroad, electric lighting 
plant, and property of every kind and description, real, personal, and 
mixed, including any stock in any other corporation held by it, and all its 
powers, rights, privileges, and franchises, which it may have or in any 
way be entitled to at the time, or which it may hereafter acquire any- 
where, to secure the payment of said bonds, such mortgage to contain 
such powers of sale and bear date October 1st, 1902, or such other date as 
may be fixed by vote of said company. 

Sec. 2. Such mortgage shall contain a provision for retiring all out- 
standing bonds of said company at maturity or otherwise, and the authority 
hereby granted shall be in the place of the authority heretofore granted to 
said company to issue bonds. 

Sec, 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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AN ACT PROVIDING FOR NOTICE OF THE PENDENCY OF THE 
PETITION OF THE PROVIDENCE AND WORCESTER TRAC- 
TION COMPANY FOR THE PASSAGE OF AN ACT IN AMEND-

[Passed Beoember 8, 1902.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section l. Notice of the pendency of the petition of the Providence 
and Worcester Traction Company for the passage of an act in amendment 
of and in addition to the act incorporating said company shall be given by 
the petitioner therefor in three or more successive issues of some news- 
paper published in the county of Providence, after the presentation of 
said act; and such notice shall contain a statement that said act au- 
thorizes said corporation to exercise the right of eminent domain in the 
towns of Lincoln and North Smithfleld in said county. 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of Chapter 21 of the General Laws, and all other acts 
and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, in so far as the same apply to this 
act, or to said act for notice of the pendency of which this act provides, 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Section l. Notice of the pendency of the petition of Edgar K. Ray, 
Fayette E. Bartlett, Frank E. Holden, and Francis Fagan for the passage 
of an act to incorporate the Providence and Burrillville Street Railway 
Company shall be given by the petitioners therefor in three or more succes- 
sive issues of some newspaper published in the county of Providence, 
after the presentation of said act ; and such notice shall contain a state- 
ment that said act authorizes said corporation to exercise the right of 
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eminent domain in the towns of North Providence, Smithfield, North 
Smithfield, Lincoln, and Burrillville.

OF NEWPORT AND FALL RIVER STREET RAILWAY COMPANY 
TO THE OLD COLONY STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 



This Indenture, made the first day of July, 1901, by and between the 
Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company, party of the 
first part, hereinafter called the lessor, a corporation duly organized and 
existing under the laws of the State of Rhode Island and owning and 
operating a street railway and electric light and power plants in the city 
of Newport and elsewhere in said State, and the Old Colony Street 
Railway Company, party of the second part, hereinafter called the 
lessee, a corporation duly organized and existing under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and owning and operating a street rail- 
way in Brockton and elsewhere in said Commonwealth, which connects 
with that of the lessor at the boundary line between said State of Rhode 
Island and said Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 

WITNESSETH, that - 

Whereas, the parties hereto have been duly authorized to enter into a 
contract of lease of the franchises, railway, property, rights, easements, 
privileges, and locations of the lessor to the lessee by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of Rhode Island by an act passed the third day of May, 
1000, entitled "An act authorizing the Newport and Fall River Street Rail- 
way Company to acquire and take over the property, rights, and franchises 
of the Newport Street Railway Company and the Newport Illuminating 
Company," and by the Legislature of said Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, by chapters two hundred and fourteen and four hundred and thirty- 
four of the acts of the year 1901, and have by appropriate proceedings of 
their respective stockholders and boards of directors, in accordance with 
the provisions of said acts above referred to, approved of a contract of 
lease substantially in the form of these presents ; 

Now, Therefore, the said parties, each for itself, its successors and 
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assigns, and each in consideration of the covenants and engagements 
herein made by the other, have covenanted and agreed, and do hereby 
covenant and agree, each to and with the other, and its successors and 
assigns, and the party of the first part hereby grants to the party of the 
second part» as follows, to wit : 



In consideration of the covenants herein contained on the part of the 
lessee to be kept and performed, and of the rental hereinafter reserved, 
said Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company hereby grants, as- 
signs, transfers, demises, and lets unto said Old Colony Street Railway 
Company, and to its successors and assigns, subject to all legal obliga- 
tions and incumbrances thereon, and to all the duties, liabilities, and re- 
strictions imposed upon the lessor by said State of Rhode Island, all and 
singular the railway and property, real and personal, of the lessor, of every 
description, including all its franchises, privileges, rights, easements, 
locations, rights of way, and appurtenances thereunto belonging, all 
materials, supplies, and cash on hand at the beginning of this lease, 
together with the right to demand and receive to its (the lessee's) own 
use all tolls, rents, revenues, income, and profits of the demised premises ; 
also all the right, title, and interest of the lessor in and to all contracts 
and obligations of or with other corporations or persons. 

To Have and to Hold all and singular the demised premises to the 
lessee, its successors and assigns, for and during the term of ninety-nine 
years from and including the first day of July, A. D. 1901, the said lessee 
keeping and performing the covenants herein contained on its part to be 
kept and performed and yielding and paying rent for the said premises to 
the amount and in the manner following, all of which the lessee cove- 
nants to pay and do, to wit : 

1. The lessee shall pay all operating expenses of the lessor, there being 
included therein as part thereof all repairs and, subject to the provisions 
of Article IV, all renewals ; all expenditures arising out of any contract, 
obligation, business, negligence, or misfeasance, or however otherwise 
arising, and whether the liability for the same now exists or be hereafter 
created, in any way connected with the use and operation of the de- 
mised premises, except the funded indebtedness hereinafter mentioned, 
and including damages to persons or property, insurance, taxes of every 
description, federal, State, or "municipal, levied upon the lessor's prop- 
erty, income, business, franchises, capital stock, funded or other debt, 
or by law required to be deducted from any amounts payable upon the 
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lessor's stock, funded or other debt; all expenses consequent upon or in- 
cidental to the renewal or refunding of the lessor's indebtedness; all 
necessary legal expenses of the lessor ; all expenses incidental to the trans- 
fer and registration of the lessor's stock and bonds, provided that the 
lessee shall have the right to designate from time to time the registration 
and transfer agents, and if at any time the lessor is dissatisfied with the 
responsibility of any transfer or registration agent so designated another 
agent shall be designated unless the board of arbitrators hereinafter men- 
tioned shall approve of the continuance of the first agent ; any expendi- 
tures hereinafter declared to be operating expenses ; and the expenses of 
maintaining the organization of the lessor, for which expenses there shall 
be paid to the lessor at the end of each successive six months, during the 
term of this lease, the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) : Provided^ how- 
ever, that the lessor shall, from the proceeds of stock or bonds, or both, 
hereafter to beP issued and authorized as provided in Article III, from time 
to time repay to the lessee all sums which the lessee shall pay on account 
of any indebtedness existing at the date hereof which has been incurred 
for permanent additions or improvements to the demised property, or 
which it may be obliged to pay under any existing contract for like pur- 
poses, or which it may be obliged to pay for the purpose of completing 
any work in the nature of such permanent additions or improvements 
already in part or in whole contracted for by the lessor; and provided, 
further, that the lessor shall at the expiration or earlier termination of 
this lease re-imburse the lessee for all sums which it, the lessee, may 
be obliged to pay on account of any indebtedness or liability of the lessor 
existing or incurred prior to July 1, 1901, other than for permanent addi- 
tions or improvements, and also for such proportional part of all taxes, 
interest, and other charges as shall have accrued prior to July 1, 1901, and 
shall be paid by the lessee. 

2. The lessee during the continuance of this lease shall pay to the 
holders thereof the interest on the existing indebtedness of the lessor, a 
schedule whereof is hereto annexed, and the interest upon any future in- 
debtedness created in the manner hereinafter provide4. The lessee shall 
assume and pay the current expenses and indebtedness upon open account 
of the lessor outstanding at the inception of this lease, and the same shall 
be accounted for and re-imbursed to the lessee from the proceeds of stocks 
or bonds, as hereinbefore provided, so far as the indebtedness is for per- 
manent additions or improvements, and at the expiration or earlier termi- 
nation of this lease so far as the indebtedness is not for permanent addir 
tions and improvements.

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The lessor shall turn over to the lessee all cash on hand, all bills, notes, 
and accounts receivable outstanding at the inception of this lease, and all 
sums received thereon and all cash on hand shall be accounted for and 
paid over to the lessor by the lessee, without interest, at the expiration or 
earlier termination of this lease, together with a sum equal to all then 
accrued and unpaid taxes, interest, and other charges. 

3. The lessee shall on the first days of January and July in each year 
during the continuance of this lease pay to each stockholder of record of 
the lessor a sum equal to three dollars ($3.00) for each and every share of 
stock so held by him, the first payment to be made January 1st, 1902 ; it 
being the intention hereof that the holders of the stock of the lessor shall 
receive three per cent, semi-annually net during each and every year while 
this lease continues in force. The lessor shall prior to each date of payment 
close its transfer books, and the treasurer of the lessor shall thereafter 
and at least five days before each date of payment furnish the lessee 
with a certified list of the holders of record of the stock of the lessor en- 
titled to dividends on such date of payment, and said transfer books of 
the lessor shall remain closed until after such date of payment. 

II. 

The lessee shall assume all trafiic balances due from the lessor to other 
companies; shall assume and have the benefit of all contracts of the 
lessor for equipment, supplies, and material, and all other contracts and 
liabilities of the lessor to and with individuals, partnerships, or corpora- 
tions, express or implied (its contracts with the holders of its indebtedness 
as now or hereafter scheduled excepted); shall assume and defend all 
suits against the lessor arising out of or in any way connected with the 
past or future use or operation of the railways and electric lighting, 
power, and distributing plants demised or directly or indirectly operated 
by the lessee under and by virtue of this instrument, and shall pay all 
judgments obtained thereon against the lessor or which the lessor is under 
obligation to assume, and shall assume and discharge all liabilities of the 
lessor except as herein otherwise provided. 

III. 

The lessee shall pay the interest upon any portion of the indebtedness 
of the lessor that shall be renewed or extended during the term of this 
lease in like manner as upon the same indebtedness before renewal or 
extension. 
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In case it shall become necessary under the provisions of this lease for 
the lessor to make payment for permanent additions, alterations, or im- 
provements to the demised premises, or to pay or refund any portion of 
the indebtedness mentioned in the annexed schedule, or any indebtedness 
hereafter incurred and scheduled, or to pay or fund any indebtedness con- 
tracted for permanent additions and improvements prior to the inception 
hereof, or to make any repayments to the lessee for expenditures made 
by it for the foregoing purposes, the lessor shall, from time to time at the 
request of the lessee, issue additional stock or bonds, or both, to an 
amount sufficient for the purpose so far as it may legally have or can ob- 
tain the right so to ^o. In such cases the lessor shall, at the expense and 
under the direction of the lessee, do all such acts and things as may be 
necessary or proper to obtain the requisite authority for the issue desired 
from the General Assembly of Bhode Island or from any other body or 
from any board having jurisdiction in the premises. Said stock and 
bonds so issued shall, except so far as other provision is made by law, be 
sold under the direction of the lessee. In so far as the proceeds of any 
issue of stock or bonds exceed the amount to obtain which the issue has 
been authorized, the excess shall be paid over to the lessee to be invested 
by it in permanent additions, alterations, or improvements to the demised 
property, under the provisions of Article IV. 

The lessee shall in all cases have authority as between the parties to 
decide whether stock or bonds, or both, and what amount thereof, shall 
from time to time be issued, and shall also have the right to determine 
the rate of interest upon all interest-bearing obligations, and the time for 
which they shall run, whether the same are issued for the purpose of re- 
funding or paying indebtedness or for the purpose of paying for perma- 
nent additions, alterations or improvements to or upon the demised prop- 
erty : Provided, however, that no bonds shall be issued in excess of the 
outstanding capital stock of the lessor ; that no bonds shall be issued to 
become payable after the expiration of this lease without the consent of 
the lessor; that all bonds shall be payable in lawful money of the United 
States, unless, in the case of bonds issued to refund gold bonds of the 
lessor already outstanding, the parties shall otherwise agree; that no such 
bonds shall be sold at less than par; that the benefit of all reductions in 
interest shall accrue to the lessee; that all bonds shall to such extent as 
the lessee requests be secured by a mortgage of the railway, franchise, 
and other property of the lessor in such form as the parties shall agree 
upon or, in case of failure to agree, as the board of arbitrators under 
Article X shall determine, the expense of preparing such mortgage to be 
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met and paid by the lessee as a part of the operating expenses of the de- 
mised premises. All stock issued as provided in this article shall from 
the date of such issue be deemed part of the lessor's capital stock and 
dividends shall from and after said date be paid thereon according to the 
provisions of clause 3 of Article I of this indenture, and all bonds so is- 
sued shall be scheduled and the interest paid as a part of the lessor's in- 
debtedness under and pursuant to clause 2 of Article I. 

IV. 

The lessee shallhave the right at its own expeni^ to alter the tracks 
and overhead and underground electric and other equipment of the de- 
mised railway, and to build such sidings and branches, together with the 
overhead and underground electric and other equipment, as may be neces- 
sary to maintain a convenient connection of the demised railway with 
the existing or future railway of the lessee. 

The lessee may from time to time make such additions to, and altera- 
tions and improvements in, the demised railway, its motive power, rolling 
stock, tracks, equipment, power-houses, car-houses, stations, structures, 
and appurtenances, and in the electric lighting, power, and distributing 
plants, and their poles, wires, machinery, dynamos, engines, power sta- 
tions, and in the locations of power stations and other structures and 
appurtenances of the demised premises, as it may deem necessary for the 
purpose of making better provision for the due and safe transportation of 
the public upon such railway and for the due and proper supply of elec- 
tricity for light and power to its customers and for meeting all proper 
and legitimate demands for such light and power within the territory 
served by the lessor, or for the purpose of complying with any require- 
ment of law or public or municipal authority, or for the purpose of 
reducing the operating expenses of the demised railway or electric light- 
ing and power plants or both, or all. 

The lessor shall from time to time, either from moneys received by the 
lessee under Article V or from the proceeds of stock and bonds lawfully 
authorized, and in no other manner, except as hereinafter provided, repay 
to the lessee the cost of such permanent additions, alterations, and im- 
provements made by the lessee as the lessor may consent to, or, if such 
consent be refused, as the board of arbitrators provided for in Article X 
shall determine that the directors of the lessor, if actually operating the 
lessor's railway or electric lighting and power plants, would be justified in 
making in the interest of the lessor. 
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If and to such extent as the lessor shall be unable to issue stock or 
bonds as contemplated by and in accordance with the provisions of Ar- 
ticle III and IV of this lease and for the purposes therein expressed, 
either because the necessary authority to make such issues cannot be pro- 
cured (efforts thereto being made and renewed from time to time to a 
reasonable extent) or otherwise, the lessor shall be liable for and will pay 
to the lessee within five years next after the expiration of this lease, how- 
ever terminated, a sum in cash equal to the amount for which stock or 
bonds would have been issued pursuant to the said provisions had the 
necessary authority existed or been obtained so to do. In computing said 
sum no interest shall be added to or allowed upon the amount for which 
such stock or bonds should have been issued except for so much of said 
period of five years as the payment of said sum shall be delayed. 

Permanent additions, alterations, and improvements for which the lessor 
may be called upon to pay under the provisions of this lease shall consist 
of: 

(1) The abolition of grade crossings. 

(2) Additional rolling stock and its equipment. 

(3) Additional track mileage and its equipment. 

(4) Additional poles, wires, and distributing equipment. 

(5) Additional real estate. 

(6) Additional stations, additional power-houses with their equipments, 
and additional car-houses with their equipments. 

(7) Additional bridges, buildings, and other structures. 

(8) Renewals of, substitutions for, or additions to existing stations, 
bridges, buildings, and other structures, tracks and equipment, rolling 
stock and equipment, motive power and equipment, power-houses and 
equipment, and car-houses and equipment, so far as the cost of such 
renewals or substitutions or additions exceed the cost, when new, of the 
things renewed or the things replaced or the things added to. 

Provided, however , that the railway of the lessor shall so far as practic- 
able continue unimpaired in length and value ; that no part of the same 
shall be voluntarily discontinued, except with the consent of the lessor ; 
that any railway discontinued by compulsion of law shall within a reason- 
able time be made good to the lessor by other railway of equal value con- 
structed by the lessee at its own expense, or otherwise shall be paid for at 
its value in money to be applied as in case of the proceeds of real estate 
imder Article V, and that new track mileage shall be deemed a permanent 
addition or improvement hereunder only when increasing the mileage of 
the lessor's railway as existing at the inception of this lease, or when ex- 
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ceeding in cost the cost of railway previously discontinued, and then only 
to the extent of such increase or such excess of cost. 

Any moneys from time to time in the possession of the lessee which are 
by the terms of this indenture applicable to such purpose shall first be ap- 
plied to the repayment to the lessee of the cost of permanent additions, 
alterations, and improvements, and only the balance remaining unpaid 
shall be paid from the proceeds of stock or bonds or both to be issued by 
the lessor, as provided in Article III. 

The lessee shall have the right to apply for the necessary consent of the 
lessor or for the necessary certification or determination of said board of 
arbitrators either before said additions, alterations, and improvements 
are made or within one year thereafter. 

The lessee shall not directly or indirectly locate or construct, or through 
any agency or device promote or aid in the location or eonstruction of 
any street railway or electric light or power plant with its distributing 
system parallelling or in any way competing with any street railway or 
electric light and power plant, with its distributing system or any portion 
thereof, demised to or directly or indirectly operated by the lessee by 
/Virtue of this lease. 



Beal estate of the lessor, in the judgment of the lessee not required by 
the lessee for the cohduct of its business, may be sub-let by the lessee for 
a period of not longer than the expiration or other earlier termination of 
this lease. 

Such real estate may also be sold with the consent of the lessor to be 
given upon the reasonable request of the lessee, and the proceeds of said 
sale shall be received by the lessee and applied either to purchasing and 
retiring the outstanding indebtedness of the lessor as scheduled, or to 
making permanent additions, alterations, or improvements upon the 
property demised or operated by virtue of this lease, as the parties hereto 
may agree. If such proceeds are applied to retire outstanding indebted- 
ness, the annual rental to be paid by the lessee under clause two of Arti- 
cle I hereof, shall be reduced by the amount of the saving in interest 
charges thereby effected. 

]f the parties are unable to agree as to whether a sale of said real estate 
is reasonable, or upon the terms thereof, or upon the application of the 
proceeds, the matters in difference shall be determined by the arbitrators 
provided for in Article X hereof. 

The lessee shall also receive all money not yet received to which the 
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lessor may be or become entitled for land or property taken by public 
authority, either before or after the date hereof, or for any injury or dam- 
age to the same, and apply the same as hereinbefore provided with respect 
to the proceeds of real estate in this article. 

VI. 

The lessee shall, subject to the si>ecial provisions of this indenture, at 
its own expense maintain and keep the demised premises and all the prop- 
erty and fixtures of every description which it shall receive or operate 
under this lease in as good order and condition as the same now are or 
shall be when received by the lessee, so that there shall be no deprecia- 
tion as to quality or quantity in the same or any part thereof, and, at the 
expiration or earlier termination of this lease, shall, subject to the special 
provisions of this indenture, return the same to the lessor in the same 
good order and condition, and put the lessor in possession of all the rail- 
ways and property at said time demised to the lessee under this inden- 
ture. The lessee shall use and operate said railways and properties so de- 
mised and operated in accordance with all laws of th# State of Rhode 
Island, all lawful municipal ordinances, and all lawful orders of any board 
or of any public authority having jurisdiction in the premises that may 
be applicable thereto; shall, subject to the provisions of Article IV, 
furnish all horse or electric or other power, all engines, rolling stock, and 
equipment of every description required, in addition to the like property 
hereby demised, for the due operation of the railways and other property 
operated under and by virtue of this indenture ; shall not diminish the 
facilities for travel upon the lessor's railway as they exist at the inception 
of this lease, except so far as substantially equal facilities may be fur- 
nished by the lessee or otherwise ; shall keep the demised premises reason- 
ably insured, and shall apply the proceeds of any insurance to restoring 
or replacing the property destroyed, or to making permanent improve- 
ments, not in the nature of ordinary repairs, upon the demised premises ; 
shall apply the proceeds of the rolling stock, equipment, and other per- 
sonal property herein demised, which it may deem advisable to sell, and 
which it is hereby authorized to sell at its discretion, so as to substitute 
therefor like property of equal value ; shall replace buildings or struct- 
ures on the demised premises taken down or removed, and which the 
lessee is hereby authorized to take down or remove at its discretion, with 
other buildings, structures, or permanent improvements upon the demised 
premises of equal value and equally convenient for the use of the lessor 
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at the expiration or earlier termination of tliis lease, or shall apply a 
sum of money equal to the value thereof in the same manner as the 
proceeds of real estate are to be applied under Article V ; shall permit 
the demised premises to be inspected annually by the lessor's directors 
and by some competent person appointed by the lessor who shall 
report to the lessor the condition of said premises, and shall for 
the purpose of such inspection be furnished with free transportation over 
the railways operated under and by virtue of this indenture, and shall 
receive a reasonable compensation for his services to be paid by the lessee; 
shall make all returns required by law, and shall furnish the lessor with 
such abstracts of accounts as shall enable it to make all returns required 
of the lessor ; shall not assign this lease nor underlet the premises or any 
part thereof without the written assent of the lessor first had and ob- 
tained, except as provided in Article Y hereof, and except that nothing 
herein shall be construed to impair the right and power of the lessee to 
mortgage or pledge as security for its own bonds now or hereafter issued 
the iiiterests acquired under and by virtue of this lease, or to assign such 
interests as a part of its franchise and property in the event of a sale 
thereof to, or consolidation of the lessor with, any other street railway 
company existing under the laws of said State of Rhode Island or Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts ; and at the end of the term of this lease, or 
at any earlier termination thereof from any cause whatever, shall sur- 
render the real and personal estate demised under and by virtue of this 
indenture, to be ascertained and determined according to the inventory 
hereinafter provided for, in the like good order and condition in which 
they are at the inception of this lease, or when received by the lessee or 
may be put during the term, with all improvements thereon or additions 
thereto, the amount of money, materials, and supplies to be surrendered 
or accounted for to be lessor to the equivalent in value to the amount on 
hand at the inception of this lease as shown by said inventory. 

Provided, however, that the continuity of the lessor's railway and other 
property, whenever returned to the lessor, and the connection between 
the several parts thereof shall be such that said lessor's railway and other 
property will be as well fitted for independent use and operation by the 
lessor as at the mception of this lease,— any compensation for mileage or 
other property previously discontinued and paid for but restored or made 
good, under this provision, fo be accounted for and re-imbursed to the 
lessee. 
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VII. 



That the property herein demised and to be accounted for at the expira- 
tion or earlier termination of this lease may be accurately determined, 
there shall be made, as of the day when this lease takes effect, a full, 
complete, and particular inventory and description of all estate and prop- 
erty, real or personal, belonging to the lessor, and coming into the posses- 
sion of the lessee by virtue of this lease, and to this, from time to time, 
shall be added such other estate and property as shall come into the 
possession of the lessee under the terms of this lease. Such inventory 
and description, with the additions thereto from time to time, shall be 
made by two competent persons, one selected by each party; in case of 
their disagreement, they shall refer the matter in difference to some third 
person, whose decision shall be final. Such inventory and description 
shall be made in duplicate, and an original furnished to each party, and 
shall be evidence of the nature and condition of the property demised at 
the inception of this lease, or at the time of the additions thereto in all 
cases in which any questions of the nature, condition, or value may arise. 
The reasonable compensation for services and expenses of the persons 
making such inventory shall be paid by the lessee. 

VIIL 

The lessor shall maintain its existence and organization as a corpora- 
tion, and to that end shall comply with all the requirements and forms of 
law; shall do all acts and things, and execute all legal instruments, neces- 
sary and proper to put and secure the lessee in the full enjoyment of all 
the railway, proi)erty, rights franchises, easements, privileges, locations, 
and interests herein demised, and to carry into effect the true intent and 
meaning of this lease; shall, as provided in Article III, whenever and as 
often as requested by the lessee, execute a mortgage or mortgages (but at 
the expense of the lessee) to secure the bonds of the lessor as the same 
mature or are for any reason to be renewed, refunded, or increased; and 
shall not increase its capital stock as now existing and issued nor its in- 
debtedness except as provided in this lease. To further secure the lessee 
in the beneficial enjoyment of the railway, property, rights, franchises, 
easements, privileges, locations, and interests herein demised and speci- 
fied, the lessor constituted the lessee its attorney irrevocable with full 
right and power, at the lessee's expense, to use the name, of the lessor in 
all legal proceedings and in all cases needful for obtaining, holding, and

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enjoying the premises herein demised and specified, and for all purposes 
consistent with the true scope and intent of this instrument. 

The lessor further covenants that it will at the expense of the lessee 
comply with all requirements of law and with the lawful ordinances of 
all cities and towns in which the demised property is located, in so far as 
the lessee cannot act in its stead, and that it will, at the request of the 
lessee, itself make application for additions to and extensions or altera- 
tions of tracks, poles, wires, and locations where the lessee cannot act in 
its stead, and will at all times, when it cannot act by the lessee as attor- 
ney, itself do such acts and execute such papers as may be necessary or 
proper to carry out the true intent of these presents. Any locations, 
rights, or property so acquired by the lessor sifter the date hereof shall be 
made subject to the provisions of this indenture. The lessor also consti- 
tutes and appoints the lessee its attorney in fact with full power to collect 
and receive all moneys due to the lessor, and to compromise or refer to 
arbitration all claims by or against the lessor or its property. 

IX. 

This lease is upon the condition that, if the lessee shall at any time fail 
to punctually pay, in accordance with clause 2 of Article I hereof, to the 
holders of the lessor's indebtedness and each of them the interest on the 
lessor's indebtedness as scheduled as the same shall become due and paya- 
ble, or shall fail to make any payment as stipulated for in clause 3 of 
Article I hereof, then, and in such case, at any time after the expiration 
of thirty days from the time when written notice of such default has been 
served by the lessor on the lessee, the lessor may, if such default still 
continues, enter upon the demised premises and upon any part thereof, as 
and for the whole, and expel the lessee, and determine the estate hereby 
granted, and shall thereupon become seized and possessed of the demised 
premises, and of all premises then in possession of the lessee or the lessor 
under this indenture, and of every part thereof in its original right, and 
as if this lease had never been made; and upon the further condition that, 
if the lessee shall fail to perform any other of the covenants and agree- 
ments in this lease contained, then and in such event, at any time after 
the expiration of six months from the time when written notice of such 
failure has been served by the lessor on the lessee, the lessor shall have 
the like right, if such default still continues, to enter and expel the 
lessee, and vest in itself its former estate in the demised premises, and all 
premises then in possession of the lessee or the lessor under this indenture. 
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and every part thereof : Provided, hotoever, that such entry by the lessor 
for breach of condition shall in no wise prejudice or impair any remedies 
to which it might otherwise be entitled for arrears of rent or preceding 
breach of covenant, or any other rights secured by this lease in case of its 
termination before the expiration of the time thereof. 



In case of any disagreement between the parties hereto as to the, true 
intent and meaning of this lease or any part thereof, or as to anything 
done under and by virtue of it, or growing out of it, the matter in con- 
troversy shall be determined by arbitrators to be chosen in the manner 
following: One shall be chosen by each of the parties hereto, or if either 
shall unreasonably fail or neglect to appoint an arbitrator when requested 
by the other, the Board of Bailroad Commissioners or the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the State under the laws of which the party so 
failing to appoint is organized may, after due notice to the party so fail- 
ing or neglecting, appoint an arbitrator. The third shall be selected by 
the two so chosen, and in case of their failure to choose a third, by the 
Board of liailroad Commissioners or the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State under the laws of which the party requesting such 
arbitration is organized. The arbitrators shall hear the parties, after due 
notice to each of them, and if either party fail to attend after such notice, 
may proceed ex parte. The award in writing of said arbitrators, or a ma- 
jority of them, being duly notified to the parties, shall be linal and conclu- 
sive upon them. The expenses and reasonable compensation of said 
arbitrators shall be paid by the lessee. 

XI. 

It is hereby further agreed between the parties hereto that the lessee, 
its successors and assigns, shall be and remain subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and restrictions imposed upon said lessee by the laws of this 
Commonwealth, and, as regards the railway of the lessee, to the same 
and as full control and regulation by the general court and the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners of this Commonwealth as though such lease had 
not been made, and that no extension of the railway of said lessor into 
any city or town, other than the city of Newport and towns of Middle town, 
Portsmouth, and Tiverton, in the State of Rhode Island, shall be made, 
and that no purchase or lease by said lessor of the railway and property 
of any other street railway company incorporated under the laws of said 
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State of Rhode Island shall be yalid or binding upon said lessor or upon 
said lessee, unless and until such extension, purchase, or lease, as the 
case may be, shall have been approved by the Legislature or the Board of 
Eailroad Commissioners of said Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

XII. 

It is^further agreed that if by reason of delay in securing any approval 
required by any of the statutes hereinbefore referred to, or by any other 
laws applicable hereto, the actual delivering to and taking possession of 
the demised premises by the lessee shall not be effected on the date of 
these presents, to wit : July 1st, 1901, as by its provisions contemplated 
and intended to be the inception of this lease and the beginning of its 
term of ninety-nine years, said lessor shall beginning with said date of 
July 1st, 1901,— -provided that such approval is not formally refused 
hereto, or to such modification hereof as the parties hereto and all other 
parties and bodies whose approval is by law required shall agree to— 
operate and use all the demised premises as the agent of the lessee, ac- 
counting to said lessee upon the date of such approval for all the profits 
and income thereof prior to said approval, and charging the lessee with all 
the expenses thereof prior to said approval, the lessee being duly credited 
on acccount of the payments required under clause 3 of Article I, with 
any dividends in fact paid by the lessor after said date of July 1st, 1901,

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 



SYNOPSIS OF THE SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE IN- 
TERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, TRANSMITTED 
TO CONGRESS DECEMBER 17, 1902. 



The preliminary income account for the year ending June 30, 1902, 
further reference to which is hereafter made, compiles returns from 
railway companies operating 195,385 miles of line, or approximately 98 
per cent, of the entire mileage of the United States. From these returns 
it appears that the gross earnings of such companies for the period named 
amounted to $1,711,754,200, or an average of $8,761 per mile of line ; their 
operating expenses aggregated $1,106,137,405, or an average of $5,661 per 
mile, leaving net earnings of $605,616,795, or $3,100 per mile. 

The item of taxes, amounting prohably to $54,000,000, is not included in 
this statement of operating expenses. Compared with the previous year 
the net earnings are greater by some $51,000,000, and the amount paid in 
dividends on stock greater by nearly $30,000,000. It is interesting to con- 
trast this showing with the statistics for 1897, when the gross earnings 
averaged $6,122 and the operating expenses $4,106 per mile of line. As the 
rates, broadly speaking, were about the same in both years, it follows that 
the large increase in earnings resulted mainly from the increased volume 
of traffic. These figures furnish an indication of the great prosperity 
enjoyed by the railroads. 

The tendency to combine continues to be the most significant feature of 
railway development. The facts in this regard are matters of common 
knowledge, and little is gained by the mention of particular instances. It 
is not open to question that the competition between railroad carriers 
which formerly prevailed has been largely suppressed, or at least brought 
to the condition of effective restraint. The progress of consolidation, in 
one form or another, will at no distant day confine this competition within 
narrow and unimportant limits, because the control of most railway prop- 
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erties will be merged in a few individuals whose common interests impel 
them to act in concert. While this will insure, as probably nothing else 
can in equal degree, the observance of published tariffs, and so measur- 
ably remove some of the evils which the act was designed to prevent, the 
resulting situation involves consequences to the public which claim the 
most serious attention. A law which might have answered the purpose 
when competition was relied upon to secure reasonable rates is demon- 
strably inadequate when that competition is displaced by the most far- 
reaching and powerful combinations. So great a change in conditions 
calls for corresponding change in the regulating statute. 

AMENDMENTS. 

It is now nearly sixteen years since the passage of the act to regulate 
commerce, and more than thirteen years since it has been amended in any 
material respect At the time of its adoption it was understood to be 
more or less tentative and experimental, and changes were anticipated as 
experience in its operation might show needful. The growth of railway 
systems in the last decade has been remarkable. The form and direction 
of this growth present questions of regulation which were not taken into 
account when the existing law was framed, and it is not surprising that 
its provisions have proved unequal, in some respects unsuited, to existing 
conditions. Obviously, the main purpose of the law was to prevent un- 
reasonable charges and undue discriminations. The prevalence of these 
evils and their resulting injustice led to its enactment. 

The offenses which excited public indignation were prohibited, and 
standards of conduct were prescribed which are founded on natural jus- 
tice. In the principles declared there is no unsoundness or want of 
adequate statement. The defect is not in the rules formulated, but in the 
machinery provided for the enforcement of those rules. All the details of 
regulation incorporated in the act, its requirements as to publishing and 
filing tariffs and making annual reports, its methods for presenting com- 
plaints and conducting their investigation, its criminal remedies, the 
authority of the Commission to make orders founded on ascertained 
wrong-doing, and various other administrative features, were designed 
solely to give effect to its substantive provisions, and thereby secure to 
the public reasonable charges and impartial treatment. 

If the actual operation of this law and the efforts of the Commission to 
make it effective had disclosed only miiior and incidental defects, if its 
leading purposes had been fairly attained and its expected usefulness 
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realized, the Commission might be excused from repeating its recom- 
mendations for amendment. This is not saying that the law is of little 
value, or has failed to bring about important reforms. On the contrary, 
it has furnished a considerable restraint upon the carriers subject to 
its prbvisions and promoted in a substantial degree the ends which it 
was designed to secure. Kevertheless, its inadequacy as a remedial meas- 
ure was long ago discovered and further trial has illustrated the various 
respects in which it is insufficient. While its purposes are clearly benefi- 
cent, and while the principles which it embodies are more and more seen 
to be correct and salutary, the means devised for giving practical eifect to 
its mandates are concededly imperfect. That this imperfection is curable 
is equally conceded. The fullest power of correction is vested in the 
Congress and the exercise of that power is demanded by the highest cout 
siderations of public welfare. 

Were it deemed possible to add weight to previous recommendations, or 
to emphasize the need for their prompt adoption, this portion of our report 
might be greatly extended. It is not believed, however, that this subject 
can be more forcibly presented or the situation more clearly explained 
than has been done in former reports. If the representations already 
made do not induce favorable action it is certainly not the fault of the 
Commission. A sense of the wrongs and injustice which can not be pre- 
vented in the present state of the law, as well as the duty enjoined by the 
act itself, impels the Commission to reaffirm its recommendations, for the 
reasons so often and so fully set forth in previous reports and before the 
Congressional committees. Moreover, in view of the rapid disappearance 
of railway competition and the maintenance of rates established by com- 
bination, attended as they are by substantial advances in the charges on 
many articles of household necessity, the Commission regards this matter 
as increasingly grave, and desires to emphasize its conviction that the 
safeguards required for the protection of the public will not be provided 
until the regulating statute is thoroughly revised. 

THE INJUNCTION SUITS. 

Investigations undertaken by the Commission in December, 1901, and 
January, 1902, showed that rates upon grain and grain products and pack- 
ing-house products were in a most demoralized condition. While the 
Commission had previously understood that these rates were not main- 
tained and made frequent attempts to obtain definite information upon 
the subject, it had until then met with little success. 
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As the giving of secret rates is a criminal offense under the act to regu- 
late commerce, the Commission, as required by that statute, referred the 
evidence taken in these proceedings to the Attorney-General, and em- 
ployed an attomev familiar with the matters involved to assist in the 
criminal prosecution of the cases. But no convictions have yet been ob- 
tained, nor, so far as the Commission knows, have any indictments been 
found. This emphasizes what has so often been said in the reports of the 
Commission to Congress, that, in the absence of suitable amendment, the 
criminal provisions of the present law are practically a dead letter. 

Believing that no relief could be hoped for from criminal proceedings, 
the Commission considered whether the desired end might not be obtained 
by another method, and the course finally adopted was to apply to the 
Federal courts at Kansas City and Chicago asking that the railways im- 
plicated be compelled by mandatory process to observe their published 
schedules. A restraining order or preliminary injunction was granted 
against the Santa Fe, Rock Island, St. Paul, Burlington, Missouri Pacific, 
Alton, Chicago Great Western, Michigan Central, Lake Shore, Pennsyl- 
vania, Northwestern, and Illinois Central systems in March, 1902, and has 
since continued in effect. The case was set for argument before the 
circuit court on the 15th of this month. 

The roads against which these restraining orders were granted are 
among the most important in the sections in which they operate. The 
injunction applies not only to grain and packing-house products, but to 
all commodities. It is claimed, and the Commission believes, that these 
railways have obeyed, in the main, the injunctions ; that published rates 
have been exacted upon these lines and very generally by other lines in 
competition with them, and it can hardly be doubted that a very much 
better condition has existed in the last nine months in this respect than 
for any corresponding period in the last twelve years at least. 

Whether a continuance of the injunctions would work a continuance of 
Ihis improved condition is not certain, but the Commission is inclined to 
think it would to a considerable extent, not only because departure from 
the published rate can be more easily and summarily dealt with in in- 
junction proceedings than by criminal indictment, but also because of 
changes in the ownership of railway properties and the lesson which past 
experience has taught railway operators. The right to proceed in this 
manner to restrain violations of the act is of great value, but attention is 
called to the fact that the right to so proceed is at least doubtful. While 
railroad managers have, as a rule, welcomed these injunctions as applied to 
the maintenance of rates, the principle involved is stoutly contested in a 
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case now pending before the United States Supreme Court. Congress has 
the undoubted power to invest Federal courts with this authority, and it 
would relieve the present uncertainty if an enactment to that effect could 
be had at the present session. 

The report then goes on to state the changes in rates on grain products 
and packing-house products since January 1, 1901, showing considerable 
advances, especially since the issuance of the injunctions. 

The Commission concludes, first, that the effect of these injunctions has 
been to materially advance on these commodities ^be rate actually re- 
ceived by the carrier and actually paid by the shipper, and, second, that 
their operation as applied to the present condition of railroad ownership 
enables advances in rates which might not otherwise be made and main- 
tained.- While the producer of grain will undoubtedly pay from now on 
from 5 to 7 cents, in some instances 10 cents, per 100 pounds more to 
transport that grain from the field to destination than he had paid for 
some time before these injunctions took effect, this is not to be regarded 
as an argument against the injunctions. Everyone concedes that carriers 
should publish their rates and maintain the rates when published. It does 
show, however, that there ought to be some power, in (jourt or commis- 
sion, or elsewhere, which can not only compel tl^ese carriers to maintain 
the published rate but which can compel them to publish a fair and 
reasonable rate. 

PUBLICATION AND FILING OF TARIFFS. 

Under this heading certain defects and irregularities in the construction 
of rate schedules are shown to prevail, though in less degree than formerly. 
In one respect the improvement in rate schedules has fallen far short of 
what could be desired or expected, and that is in respect of simplicity of 
construction and clearness of application. While it is true that the ma- 
jority of tariffs are so constructed as to be readily comprehended by almost 
anyone, there are many tariffs covering important traffic so complicated 
in construction, and in which the application of the rates is so imperfectly 
shown, that it is often very difficult for even a tariff expert to correctly 
determine the rates therefrom. Such a tariff is, of course, not the kind of 
a tariff" the statute contemplates. 

Another source of complication is the issuance of a large number of 
supplements to the original tariff, sometimes to the extent of a hundred 
or more, thus rendering the task of ascertaining the correct rates a tedious 
process. 
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Tariffs of the kinds above described are doubtless in large measure re- 
sponsible for the great number of overcharges which occur, and which on 
the larger roads necessitate the employment of a considerable force of 
clerks in the claim department. It is also true that a large number of 
undercharges occur from the same source. 

A method of referring in a new tariff to rates in other tariffs, even 
to the extent of naming figures which are to be deducted from the 
rates named in other tariffs in order to determine the actual rates, is 
described. While this works considerable saving in clerical labor and ex- 
pense to the carriers of printing the tariff, a tariff of this description is of 
no use to the shipper. As rate schedules form the basis from which rail- 
road revenues are derived, they ar^ of the greatest importance, and it 
seems clear that the exercise of rigid economy with respect to their pre- 
paration and publication, resulting in complicated and in some cases un- 
intelligible statements, is most unwise. Moreover the law requires that 
these schedules shall be printed in such form as to be plain and compre- 
hensive to the ordinary shipper, and it is therefore the duty of all carriers 
to see that their tariffs are so published. 

Several other unusual and confusing methods of publishing rates are 
also stated. 

FORMAL PROCEEDINGS BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 

Thirty-eight formal proceedings, double the number brought in the pre- 
ceding year, have been instituted before the Commission since its last 
report to Congress. These cases directly involve some of the rates and 
practices of 300 carriers. 

The report contains a brief statement of the points involved in these 
formal cases and of proceedings which have been had and investigated by 
the Commission at Washington and various other cities throughout the 
United States. A detailed statement of the contested cases brought dur- 
ing the year and also of the large number of complaiDts handled inform- 
ally by the Commission is given in the appendix to the report. 

DECISIONS OF THE COMMISSION. 

In addition to the matters disposed of by preliminary inquiry and gen- 
eral investigation, many important questions arising in contested cases 
have been decided during the year. The questions so decided by the Com- 
mission are summarized in the report. The cases in which these decisions 
were filed involve the following subjects : 
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Denying shippers their choice of established rowies,— This arose in two 
cases brought by shippers in California and related to the transporta^tion 
of oranges over numerous established routes to eastern destinations. 

Through routes and through rates, — Milling in transit, — Disregard of 
published tariff, — These questions arose upon complaint of a milling com- 
pany in Buffalo, N. Y., against a delivering carrier in New England. 

Differences in transcontinental carload and less than carload rates. 
Blanket rates.— The case involving these questions was brought by a com- 
mercial organization in St. Louis against carriers operating various 
through routes from St. Louis, Chicago, and other points in the Middle 
West to the Pacific coast. 

Hates to Pacific coast terminals and intermediate territory, — This case 
was brought by a commercial organization of Phoenix, Ariz., against the 
transcontinental lines operating through that Territory. 

Contract rates lower than those specified in the published tariff, — This 
case involved an alleged agreed rate lower than the published tariff rate 
on a carload of machinery from Erie, Pa., to Sal ton, Cal. 

Classification of hay and straw. — In this case a national association of 
hay dealers and producers complained against the principal carriers 
operating in Official Classification territory of an advance made by such 
carriers in the classification of hay and straw from sixth to fifth class on 
January 1, 1900. 

Long and short haul charges — Belative rates. — This case was brought by 
the city of Tifton, Ga., against a number of carriers in Southern territory 
and involved the question of the legality of freight rates to Tifton as 
compared with those to surrounding points from northern and eastern 
cities and from New Orleans. 

Unreasonable and unjust rates — Publication of tariffs, — This case arose 
upon the complaint of a shipper in Norfolk, Nebr., against the carriers 
engaged in carrying traffic from Chicago and Duluth to that city. 

Discrimination in furnishing cars. — Two cases involving this question 
were decided by the Commission upon complaints brought by a shipper at 
Collins and other points in Ohio. 

CASES PENDING IN THE COURTS. 

Besides the Injunction proceedings mentioned above, 10 civil cases to 
enforce orders of the Commission are pending in the Federal courts. The 
criminal proceedings instituted during the year are also stated. The in- 
dictments are described as follows : Failure to file tariffs with the Com- 
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mission as required by section 6 of the act; pooling of cotton shipped from 
Memphis, Tenn.; pooling of cotton shipped from Atlanta, Ga.; and de- 
parture from published tariff rates. 

COURT DECISIONS. 

Three court decisions have been rendered during the year in cases in- 
volving enforcement of orders of the Commission. One of these cases, 
known as the Chicago Live Stock Terminal Bate case, was decided by the 
United States Supreme Court in favor of the carriers, but with leave to 
the Commission to take further testimony upon the extent and effect of a 
certain reduction in live-stock rates, which was the basis of the adverse 
decision by the court. The other two cases were the Danville, Va., Long 
and Short Haul case, decided in favor of the carrier, and the Savannah, 
Ga., Kaval Stores and Cotton case, in which the order of the Commission 
was sustained. 

Other court decisions are discussed in the report under the headings of 
** Discriminations in Coal Rates," "Delivery of Live Stock to Competing

ent States, but Beginning and Ending in the Same State, Subject to Reg- 
ulation by State or National Authority? " "Discrimination in Furnishing 
Cars." 

THE SAFETY-APPLIANCE LAW. 

The gratifying results of the safety-appliance law of 1893 have been in- 
creasingly evident during the present year. The number of persons killed 
and injured in coupling and uncoupling cars during the year ending June 
30, 1902— the first entire year reported since the law went into full effect 
—shows a diminution as compared with 1893, the year when the law was 
passed, of 68 per cent, in the number killed and 81 per cent, in the number 
injured. In 1893 the number of casualties from this cause was 11,710, of 
which 433 were killed and 11,277 were injured. In 1902 the total number 
was 2,256, of which 143 were killed and 2,113 injured. This shows a re- 
duction of 9,454; and it is to be borne in mind that the number of men 
engaged in this work is much greater now than it was in 1893. 

But the report goes on to say that casualties continue to occur, and 
their number is such as to call for continued and earnest efforts to elimi-

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nate their causes. Although we have the automatic coupler, there are 
dangers against which it does not fully provide, such as cars moved while 
not in complete running order; poorly constructed couplers; cars failing 
to couple except by violent impact, leading to breakage, delays, and an- 
noyances; men going between the cars to prepare for a second coupling 
trial; defective uncoupling levers or rods and their connections. A per- 
fect uncoupling device is as clearly required by the statute as is the auto- 
matic coupler. 

The report mentions data as contained in a report by its chief inspector 
concerning defective couplers on freight cars of the country. Ten inspec- 
tors employed- by the Commission up to June 30, 1902, examined 161,371 
cars, as against 98,624 examined by a smaller force during the year pre- 
vious. Defects were found in 42,718 as compared with 19,462 the previous 
year, the percentage found defective being 26.47, as against 19.73 in the 
year preceding. An improvement noted is the increased use of solid 
knuckles and diminution in the number of uncoupling rods incorrectly 
applied. 

While the use of power brakes on freight trains has improved during 
the year, as in the case of the automatic coupler, there is still "need of 
further progress in this respect. The percentage of air-braked cars used 
in trains is greater than a year ago, but in a great many trains it is still 
too small, and the use of hand brakes as the main or only means of regu- 
lating the speed on steep descending grades continues on some of the 
important roads. The letter of the statute is complied with when the 
engineman controls the brakes on enough cars in the train to control it 
and stop it within a reasonable distance. This may be from 25 to 75 per 
cent, of the cars, according to the condition of the brakes, the weight of 
the cars braked or unbraked, and their lading, and the gradients of the 
line. 

The statute, however, contemplates— in spirit at least— the general use 
of l[)ower brakes on all the cars of every train. This full use is the pre- 
vailing practice on railroads in the West, and is in accordance with the 
teachings of those who are expert in the management of air brakes. The 
great increase in the volume of freight traflSc on nearly all railroads, 
which was noted a year ago, has continued unabated, and the burdens 
which this pressure of work has put upon officers and employees in the 
freight-train departments have hindered them from giving due attention 
to brakes. The Commission finds it impossible, therefore, to make any 
definite statement as to the improvement in the general situation. 

In one class of casualties to trainmen, those due to freight trains break- 
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ing in two, both the couplers and the brakes usually figure in the state- 
ment of causes. More than two-thirds of these casualties are reported as 
due to "some cause unknown." 

The Commission shows that there is pressing need of better records on 
all railroads handling a large volume of freight, for the purpose of making 
a more thorough study of causes of coupler failures. 

To promote more general compliances with the spirit of the safety- 
appliance law in the use of air brakes, the Commission recommends pas- 
sage of an act forbidding the running of trains in which less than one-half 
of the cars are equipped with power brakes, in operative condition, and 
suitably connected to the engine, and empowering the Commission to 
issue a general order or orders requiring the use of power brakes on more 
than 50 per cent, of the cars in a train as and whenever it shall find such 
increased use to be practicable; and also permitting the Commission, in 
the case of any particular road, after hearing and investigation, to per- 
mit, for a specified period, the running of trains with power brakes in use 
on less than 50 per cent, of the cars therein. Such orders should be au- 
thorized to prevent any possible hardship, due to unforeseen exigencies. 

This recommendation is in accordance with facts and interviews brought 
out at hearings before the Senate and House committees at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. The Commission further recommends that the provis- 
ions relating to automatic couplers, grab irons, and height of drawbars 
be made to all locomotive tenders, cars, and similar vehicles, both those 
used m interstate commerce and those in connection therewith, except 
those trains, cars, and locomotives exempt under the present law; and 
that the size, length, and location of grab irons shall be prescribed by the 
Commission. 

The status of railway employees injured while coupling and uncoupling 
cars en which the couplers are defective is referred to as having been con- 
sidered in a decision rendered during the year; and another decision is 
mentioned involving the liability of a railway company for personal in- 
juries due to negligence of its employees. 

ACCIDENT REPORTS. 

The Commission states that the act of March 3, 1901, requiring carriers 
engaged in interstate commerce by railroad to report accidents monthly 
to the Commission has been in operation since July 1, 1901, and that it 
has issued four quarterly bulletins during the year ending June 30, 1902, 
giving summary tables of statistical information derived from the rail- 
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road companies' reports and particular information concerning the causes 
of some of the more serious accidents. So far as casualties to i>ersons 
are concerned, the law does not require any statistics which were not be- 
fore required in the railroad companies' reports. The new requirement is 
merely that the causes shall be reported in detail. The two classes of ac- 
cidents to employees which have received most attention because of their 
importance are coupling and uncoupling, and falling from cars or engines. 
These have been made the subject of tables in each quarterly bulletin, 
classifying the causes in as much detail as was practicable. 

Mention is made in this connection of the danger attending the move- 
ment of the later designs of lai^e-capacity cars in respect to their in- 
creased width. This reduces the clearance between tracks to such an 
extent that it is often difficult for a man to pass between cars on different 
tracks. 

In the matter of collisions and derailments, the statistics gathered 
imder the law of 1901 constitute the first authentic record of the kind 
which has ever been published relating to railroads of the whole country. 
The figures compiled by the Commission for the year ending June 30, 1902, 
show approximately 2.5 collisions and 1.8 derailments per 100 miles of 
railroad for the year; and the losses by accidents, not including damage to 
freight or sums paid to persons for bodily injuries or on account of death, 
average, roughly, $3,800 per 100 miles of road annually. 

Numerous other statistics as contained in the bulletins are commented 
upon in the report. 

The enforcement of regulations, the neglect or violation of which has 
caused these collisions, has long been the subject of extended discussion 
among railroad officers, but such discussions have not resulted in marked 
improvement, except as they have led to the adoption of the block system. 
This system is treated at length in the report and highly commended. 

Monthly accident reports are confined to collisions, derailments, and 
casualties to employees and passengers. The statute does not authorize 
the inclusion of other accidents to trains or casualties to trespassers, to 
persons at highway crossings, or miscellaneous persons on railway prem- 
ises; but these classes of casualties are included in statistics given by 
railroad companies in their annual reports to the Commission. As com- 
pilation of these accident statistics for the annual reports would be un- 
necessary if monthly reports were made to include all classes, it has been 
suggested that the monthly reports should be amplified to include the 
whole. A large majority of the principal companies have already ex- 
pressed a willingness to report these additional data on the monthly 
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sheets, and it is hoped that favorable expressions will soon be received 
from all. 

STATISTICS OF RAILWAYS. 

The report of the Commission contains an extensive abstract of the 
Fourteenth Annual Rei)ort on the Statistics of Eailways in the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1901, which gives in a brief way the 
more important items of railway statistics for the year named. This sta- 
tistical report is similar in character to previous reports, with the addi- 
tion of some new summaries. 

There is included in 'the report of the Commission also a synopsis of the 
preliminary report on the income account of railways in the United States 
for the y^r ending June 30, 1902, this preliminary report being prepared 
by its statistician in advance of the final statistical report for the year. 
The preliminary report embodies returns of railways operating 195,385 
miles of line, or probably 98 per cent, of the mileage that will be covered 
in the full report on the statistics of railways for the year. 

The passenger earnings of the railways represented were $472,429,165 
and the freight earnings $1,200,^,003. Including these and other earn- 
ings from operation, gross earnings amounted to $1,711,754,200, or $8,761 
per mile of line, and operating expenses to $1,106,137,405, or $5,661 per 
mile of line, showing that net earnings were $605,616,795, or $3,100 per 
mile. The net earnings of these lines, it appears, were $51,395,421 greater 
than those which they received during the previous year. 

The total income of the roads covered by this advance report, including 
$82,714,492 derived from investments and miscellaneous sources, was 
$688,331,287. Deductions from income, not including dividends aggre- 
gated $458,459,961. This amount comprised interest on funded debt, rent 
of leased lines, betterments chained to income, taxes ($49,426,675), and 
other expenditures miscellaneous in character. 

The report shows that dividends declared on stocks amounted to $150,- 
685,959, and it appears from comparative figures that the dividends of the 
same roads, disregarding unimportant exceptions, were nearly $30,000,000 
greater for the last fiscal year than for 1901. The surplus from the opera- 
tions of the roads for which returns are compiled was $79,185,367. The 
complete report for the year endipg June 30, 1901, gave a surplus of $84,- 
764,782. 

It should be explained, perhaps, that the amount of dividends stated in 
the preliminary report, which is compiled from the returns of operating 
roads only, does not represent the entire amount of dividends declared on 
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the stocks of all the railway companies in the United States, since divi- 
dends declared by such companies as have leased their property to others 
for operations are paid from their own income, which is, apart from the 
small portion derived from investments, essentially the fixed' or contin- 
gent rental paid to them by their lessees. As an aid in estimating the 
amount of dividends that will be shown in the final report for 1902, it 
may be remarked that the aggregate of dividends, $156,735,784, declared 
during the year ending June 30, 1901, included about $35,000,000 distrib- 
uted to stockholders through the agency of leased lines. 

PER DIEM RATES FOR CAR SERVICE. 

The report notices and commends the change made by carriers, through 
the action of the American Railway Association, substituting per diem 
instead of mileage rates as the basis of settlements for the interchange of 
freight cars between the different railroads. 

PRIVATE CARS. 

In the agreement to abolish mileage payments, the railroads were un- 
able to include cars owned by private companies, such as dressed-beef 
and fruit shippers, the coal and other mining companies, the cattle-car 
and oil companies, and the one fast-freight line which runs cars not 
owned by the railroads. This failure to agree perpetuates a long-standing 
abuse, which has been referred to in previous annual reports of the Com- 
mission. It is understood that the proposition to abolish mileage on 
private cars was blocked by time contracts under which certain carriers 
had agreed to pay mileage rates for shippers' cars. The estimated value 
of these private cars is $84,554,750. 

During the year ending June 30, 1901, the carriers reporting to the Com- 
mission their payments for the use of private cars paid out for this pur- 
pose a sum in excess of $12,000,000. The owners of these cars are not 
common carriers, and are not subject to the act to regulate commerce, 
and no authority supervises their accounts. This is a matter of grave 
importance, which may well engage the attention of Congress.
